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THE NATION AND THE FAIR 


OUNGRESS SOON TO MAKE ITS 
DEOISION KNOWN. 


THURSDAY AND FRIDAY TO BE. GIVEN) 


UP TO DISCUSSION OF THE BILLS— 
TO VOTE ON MONDAY NEXT. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—If the malign influ- 
ence of Thomas ©. Platt had not been exerted 
upon his political slaves in New-York enl the 
impulse in behalf of the selection of the me- 
tropolis asthe city in which the World’s Fair 
should be held had been allowed to have the 
headway that was given to it by the visit 
of Mr. Depew and the Committee of Promo- 
tion, itis probable that the House of Repre- 
sentatives would, in afew days, declde by a 
very large majority that New-York should be 
chosen. Itdecided to-day, by a vote of 209 to 
56, to devote Thursday and Friday to consid- 
eration of the several fair bills that have been 
reported, and Monday next to vote on the 
felection of a site. 

The most significant thing about the vote to- 
flay was the discovery of the fact that so large 
B& proportion of the members of the House are 
in favor of holding a fair. As has been insisted 
by Mr. Hitt and others, 1t is of the first impor- 
tance to decide whether there shall be a fair, 
and then to say where it shall be held. Then it 
will be possibile, as it will be desirable, to make 
haste to adopt a measure that will assist the 
promoters of the fair in the city chosen to push 
forward the work of preparation. 

Before the House met to-day thera was a& 
meeting of the special World's Fair Committee 
to consider the business in hand. Tnat was the 
resolution for fixing days to debate and fora 
vote. It wasfound that there were still mem- 
bers of the committee who, after weeks of de- 
liberation, were not prepared to act," They 
wanted more time. When it is said that New- 
York, Chicago, and Washington were ready to 
proveed, it is plain enough that the desire for 
delay was with St. Louis. It took some time to 


arrive af a conclusion, but it was at length 
gage in ashape that was generally satisfac- 
ory. 

The conclusion was made known in the House, 
when under the order of suspension of the 
rules Mr. Candler of Massachusetts, Chairman 
of the committee, was recognized and called it 
up. The resolution was as foliows: 

Reaolved, That Thursday and Friday, Feb. 20 and 
21, after the approval of the Jourpal, be set aside 
Zor general debate on Dilis 6,403 and 6,884, (the 
‘World's Fair bills,) and that tne vote be taken on 
Monday, Feb. 24, in tne manner prescribed by the 
resolution submitted in the committee’s report, un- 
less the House shall have determined by a vote 
that a World’s Fair shall not be held. 


As soonasthe motion was made, Mr. Mills 
called for a second. The Speaker appointed 
Mr. Mills and Mr. Chandler tellers. A consider- 
able throng of members passed through on the 
affirmative, and alittle group on the negative. 
Then Mr. Mills withdrew his demand fora 
further count, and the Speaker, as calmly as if 
it was all right, announced that there were 114 
votes in the aflirmative and eight in the nega- 
tive, and that, as there were 172 members 

resent, the motion was apparently carried. 

r. Kilgore of Texas had siready made the 
point of “no quorum,” and Mr. McMillin was 
on his feet to protest that the oftice of tellers 
was to ascertain whether there Was a quorum 
present. 

The whole dispute about the assertion by the 
Speaker of unheard-of powers was apparently 
to be reopened, Mr. MoMillin argued that the 
rules distinctly deciared that upon motions to 
suspend the rules if must’be shown that there 
Was a majority “by tellers.” The vote had not 
shown that. He also insisted that the Speaker 
could not assume the right to count a quorum 
with his gavel and take away from the tellers 
the office for which they bad been appointed. 

The Speaker suggested that 114 was certainly 
@& majority, with 8 votes on the other aside. 
This led Mr. Dockery and other Democrats to 
assert the necessity for a vote by a quorum in 
order toascertain whether a majority favored 
the proposition. Some doubt having been 
suggested as to whether those who 
had been counted by the Speaker had 
béen present when the vote was taken, the 
Speaker gave his assurance that no one who 
was not present had been counted by the 
Speaker. Mr. Bland having suggested this ob- 
jection, the Speaker offered to allow thé tellers 
again to take their places, Mr. Carlisle favored 
this plan, but 1t was not carried out. 

Tbe debate went on, Mr. Blount making the 
point that the rules adopted by the House had 
given the Speaker the right to count a quorum 
only apon roll calls upon the passage of a Diil 
or other measure. This Was nota case of that 
kind, but one in which the tellers were the in- 
straments of the House for ascertaining the 
wishes of the House. It was evident to Mr. 
Blount that the majority did not tind the power 
that the Speaker was asserting In the rujes, for 
Mr. Cannon was falling back agaiu on that: fa- 
vorite excuse for arbitrary rulings, ** general 
parliamentary law.” 

Mr. Lodge found an opportunity at this point 
to aid the Speaker by quoting a precedent found 
inthe Congressional anuals, when, in 1807 
Speaker Macon, after several days of dilatory 
proceedings, conducted by John Randolph, 
counted a quorum to get through a Measure un- 
der consideration. It did not appear that the 
counting of a quorum by the Speaker was re- 
corded in the Journal, and Mr. Breckinridge 
asked whether the rules did not permit the 
Speaker to do as he did. Mr. Lodge had not ex- 
amined the rules of the time to see what the 
authority of the Speaker was. 

At this point Mr. Carlisle found an oppor- 
tunity to speak. He contributed his experi- 
ence and fair judgment in a calm and compact 
speech, Which was listened to with the closest 
attention. He maintained that the moment the 
tellers were ordered by the House to take their 
places the power of the Chair to count, except 
upon their report, ceased. The very purpose of 
ordering tellers was to prevent the Speaker 
from making a count and put itin the hands 
of gentismen chosen, one from one side and 
one from the other side. When their report 
was made to the Chair that volte was over, and 
if the tellers resumed their seats there was no 
remedy except to take it over again. He was 
not making his argument becauge he was op- 
posed to the seconding of the motion—he ex- 
pected the vote for the second. But he believed 
that this was a most important construction of 
the rules, and the House should not surrender 
its power to the Speaker. 

Mr. Cannon of lilinois wished to know under 
what rule Mr. Carlisle, When Speaker, had or- 
dered the roll to be called to disclose a quorum 
without the instruction of the House. 

Mr. Carlisle replied by citing the rule requir- 
ing the presence of a quorum before the House 
begins its daily routine. He said that the roll 
was thus called as a preliminary in every legis- 
lative assembly and cOnvention. But he had 
never held that he had the right to count @ 
quotum on the floor. 

Mr. Peters of Kansas, who had refrained from 
voting because he had not made up his mind 
that there ought to be a fair, supported the 
Speaker in bis ruling. Tnen came Mr. Burrows, 
who has been suspected of supporting the 
Speaker, with areservation. He showed no re- 
serve in his speech, which was an argument for 
the Speaker’s right to uo almost anything with 
his gavel. 

To Mr. Buckaiew, the sole Democrat who has 
insisted upon voting at all times, when his po- 
litical brethren were silent, it looked as though 
the rules were intended by the majority to con- 
trol legislation by their own vote, for they en- 
abled the Speaker to make a quorum in the 
House by counting the minority, and they re- 
duced the quorum in the Committee of the 
Whole to less than one-third of the membership 
ot wwe Whole House. 

Mr. Crisp thought that, now the House had 
rules, it ought to be controiled by them and not 
by precedents. There should be no such thing 
@3 ting by implications. 

There were no more speakers demanding 
reeoxnition, 80 Speaker Reed rose to make his 
decision. It was What might bave been ex- 
pected. It agreed exactly with the rulings 
he had made whenever his right to de- 
clers the participation in_ business of a visible 
but silent member was called in question. He 
argued that tie House had already, and repeat- 
ewiy, passed upon the question, although it had 
really never been raised in the form in which it 
had just been presented by the minority. As he 
closed he agai announced the vote, and de- 
clared that the second had been ordered. 

It was plain sailing after this. Mr. Candler 
macea brief speechin favor of the resolution 
pu. was toliowed by Mr. Fower, who urged the 
Housc 10 give the resolution hearty eupport. 
Mr. Hitt, more enthusiastic than either of the 
others, told how he was being daily exhorted by 
the Northwest, that. was in earnest in ite 
fesire to have a fair, to bring the bitls to 
a vote in order that the preparations might go 

forward. Messrs. Hatch of Missouri and Wilson 
of West Virginia, who were offered opportuni- 
ties to make speeches, waived them, simply 
saying that they-were in favor of the resolutiun. 

The votes by division did not decide anything. 
The yeas and vaya were ordered and taken. Of 
the ZOY who voted in the affirmative, there 
were 133 Republicans and 76 Democrats. Of 
the negative votes, 55 were cast by Demo- 
crata and 1 by a Republican—DeHaven of Call- 
fienia The opposition votes came almost en- 
tirely from the South and Southwest, and in- 
cluded those of several of the Missouri mem- 
bers. 

The New-York members who were at thetr 
posts snd resorded for the resolution were 
Messrs. Baker, Belden, DeLaro, Farqubar, 
Keicham, Laidiaw, Lansing, Payne, Sanford, 


jawyer, Sherman, Stivers, and Wallace, Repub- 
jcans, and Mesers, Campbell, Clancy, Covert, 
Cummings, Flower, Magner, Quinn, Spinola, 
Tracey, Turner, and Wiley, Democrats. Mn 
Stahlnecker, Democrat, was present, but he was 
paired with another Democrat on the fair ques-

‘REX GREETS 


HIS SUBJECTS. 


THE MOST BRILLIANT CARNIVAL EVER 
SEEN IN NEW-ORLEANS. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Feb, 17.—In the annals of the 
carnival thore was never so brilliant a display 
as that which welcomed the King and escorted 
him through the streets of his favored city to- 
day. The temperature was nearly 80°, the city 
was cloudless, and everything was so well ar- 
ranged that the procession passed off without 
& hitch of any kind. 

The presumption is that Rex sails across tho 
ocean with his fleet, which anchors off the 
mouth of the river, while he and his royal 
retinue take a trip on a dispateh boat to the 
city, reaching the city at the head of Canal- 
street at 3 o'clock. At that hour the roar of 
artillery, the blare of the score of bands, and 
the cheers from the throats of 20,000 spec- 
tators announced the arrival of the monarch 


to whom all are loyal. The landing was made, 
and the King and his staff passed through the 
long column ot troops. It was 3:30 o’clock when 
the triumphal procession was formed on the 
wide avenues of Canal-street at the levee. 
Then the royal cortége moved. 

A company of maskers preceded a full regi- 
ment of reguiar and State military, all in 
brightest new uniforms, ana presenting one of 
the finest parades seen here for years. Mayor 
Joseph A. Shakespeare and other ‘municipal 
officers came next in carriages, followed ~4 a 
mounted brigade of fantastically and richly 


dressed maskers. Rex, in a superb cos- 
tume, representing Elberbes of Persia, 
seated in a carriage, followed, and he 


Was succesded by a hundred Dukes of 
the realm, all men high in commercial and 
social life bere. A body of soldiers dressed as 
Arabs and armed with spears appeared next. 
‘fhe end of the procession was held by a band of 
100 young gentlemen, masked, mounted, and 
dressed in the costumes of the Middle Ages. 
These were followed by the royal executioner 
With his prisoners, Waiting the order tor weir 
execution. 

The immense crowd upon the streets to-day 
showed that New-Orleans is filled with guests. 
More iuterest has been taken in the carpival of 
1890 than in that of any previous year. There 
will be more pageants and all on a scale or 
magnificence hitherto unattempted. After 
parading the streets the King and his royal 
party retired to prepare for the gorgeous 
pageant of to-morrow morning, when his Royal 
Highness wi)l pregent his people with a glitter- 
ing pageant representing the rulers of ancient 
times.

Itis also believed that he was influenced 
in his actions by social reasons. Mrr. Huston, 
it is said, is anxious to go buck to her Conners- 
ville home and enjoy life unhampered, as she 
and her husband once did. 

Furthermore, the vacancy caused in Congress 
by Gen. Brown’a retirement will make it pvssi- 
ble for Mr. Husted to seoure s seat In the lower 
House. It is not known, however, that he cares 
to do this, and the fact of Mr, Michener’s warm 
hunt for a United States Senatorship will make 
the retirement of Huston from a Federal office 
a serious embarrassment, placing too many 
gg and ambitious Republicansin the home

OFFENDED WITH HARRISON, 

PiTrsBuRG, Feb. 17.—The members of the 
Duquesne Club are offended at President Har- 
rison. The club recently opened a two-hundred- 
and-fifty-thousand-dollar house. Its member- 
ship is made up of leading business and pro- 
fessional men, and it is the “swellest” organiza- 
tion in Pittsburg. When it was announced that 
the President was to open the Carnegie Free 
Library in Allegheny, the club sent Mr. Har- 
rison an invitation to be its guest while here. 
An elaborate plan of entertainment was forth- 
with arranged. This wasover two weeks ago, 
but as yet the club has received no word from 
the White House. 

It is announced that Mr. Harrison will start 
for Pittsburg on Wednesday, and the Duquesne 
people feel that they have not been properly 
treated. It is understood that Mr. Harrison 
and Secretary Blaine will be the guests of 
Andrew Varnegie, but whether he will enter- 
tain them at the Duquesne Club, of which be 1s 
a member, or at the residence of one of his part- 
ners is not stated. 


A ROBBER SHOT DEAD. 

CRESTLINE, Ohio, Feb. 17.—The house of F. J. 
Frengle, an aged farmer who resides one mile 
east of here, was visited last night by two men, 
who, with drawn revolvers, commanded Fren- 
gle and his wife to keep silent under penalty of 
death. One of the men grabnped Frengle, and 
when his wife started to his assistance she was 
seized by the other, and in the struggle which 
followed both Frengle and his wife were thrown 
to the floor. 

Frengle managed to get his revolver out of 
his pocket, but being prevented from using it 
on the man who held him down he leveled it 
upon the one who held Mrs. Frengle and shot 
him through the heart. The man stagge to 
his feet and reeled out of the room and fell dead 
a few steps from the house. The man who held 
Frengle then released him and made his es- 
cape.

TRYING TO STOP THE TIDE 


A WEAK PROTEST AGAINST 
BALLOT REFORM. 

HILL’S SUPPORTERS SUCCEED IN PUT- 

TING THE YOUNG MEN’S DEMO- 

CRATIC CLUB IN A CURIOUS LIGHT. 


An absurd shift was made on the ballot 
reform question last night by the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club at its meeting at the Hoffman 
House, The previous action of the club, prac- 
tically indorsing the provisions of the Saxton 
bill, was overthrown by a packed meeting. For 
an organization altogether free from any influ- 
ence in political circles this club suceeeds in 
placing itself in so many ridiculous positions 
that it is rapidly becoming the butt for the 
jokes of other political organizations. 

John H. V. Arnold, Tammany’s President of 
the Board of Aldermen, is President of the 
club, and he was in the chair last night. At the 
last meeting, when the Saxton’s bill’s provisions 
were indorsed by a big majority, Barlow &. 


Weeks and W. H. Turrell gave notice that they 
would move a reconsideration at last night’s 
meeting. There were more than seventy menu 
at themeeting. Mostof them have not been 
seen at the sessions for a year or more. 

Tammany was represented by Chamberlain 
T. GL. Crain, Judge Robert A. Van Wysk, J. Ser- 
geant Cram, Leicester Holme, the Mayor’s sec- 
retary, and others. These all voted with the 
opposition to the Saxton bill. 

Woen Mr. Arnold called the meeting to order 
the farce began on the motion of Mr. Weeks tuo 
reconsider the action taken at the previous 
meeting, and this was carried. Then he moved 
the passage ota resolution indoraing the ballot- 
reform provisions contained in Gov. Hill’s 
message. He made aspeoch in support of the 
Governor's position and against the Saxton 
bill, ard so did Major Stewart 

Horace Barnard took up the cudgels for real 
ballot reform. would uot have been dragged 
into this argument,” said he, ‘but the previous 
speaker nawed #® Man who carried this State 
when the Democratic candidate for President 
was defeated. [ challenge an explanation of 
that wonderful paradox. Could this have hap- 
pened under the improved system of voting? 
Within the past month the citizens of this oity 
have been iusuited by a man who has got his 
bey, bam ng his fortune from politics and who has 
held high oftice by fraud. He has been dictating 
to men in Albany who wereelected in the 
old-fashioned way, from his expressman’s of- 
tice, telling them now,they sbould vote on the 
World's Fair bill. Did any power of oratory, 
apy great ability as a statesman, or avy great 
attalnments ever give him this power? Did he 
ever earn anything Dut the title of ‘Me Tou’? 
Ihave known Elitu Root for thirty years, and 
I had to learn from the President of the Upited 
States Express Company that he was a ilar.” 

Mr. Bernard referred to ballot reform as a 
thing that would prevent the prostitution of 
politics in the Platt fashion. 

E hitney, an advocate of the Saxton bill, 
askea for a postponement, and said that there 
was anumber of men at the meeting whose 
faces were untawmiliar. They had not been 
there in a year. 

Joseph J. Little spoke in favor of the ig- 
norant voter, and John A. Beall made a stout 
plea tor the Saxton bili’s provisions. In the 
course of his speech be created a sensation 
when he said thut he refused to agree with the 
ballot-reform views of **the man who sold the 
Presidency of the United States for the Govy- 
ernorsh'p of the state of New-York.” 

This was followed by cries of “No,” “ No,” 
“Vhat’s not rignt,” &e. 

‘*T am entitled to my opinion,” eaid Mr. Beall, 
refusing to be cowed, “I accord every man 
who gets up on this floor a fair hearing, and I 
demand tne same for myself.” 

Gen. Martin T. McMahon said that he did not 
see that avy action on ballot reform was neces- 
sary, Nelson J. Waterbury, Jr., who ran for 
Stace Senator of the County Democracy ticket 
against Iceman Turner and Lispenard Stewart 
in the Eighth District and made such a poor 
showing, said, among other things, that he 
“ knew something about elections in this city,” 
and was coritially laughed at. 

Judge Robert A. Van Wyck had been waiting 
to get the floor. When he did so he said: “1! 
4m Dot going to talk about ballot reform. Mr. 
Beall bas dared to insinuate that the Cleveland 
Democrats are of the opinion that Gov. Hili 
sacrificed him.” Here the speaker was inter- 
rupted by cries of ** Order.” 

“JT cannot tell whether he is out of order or 
not yet,” said Mr. Arnold. 

— Van Wyck continued: * There was no 
more loyal supporter of Mr. Clevelaud in 1884 
or in 1888 than I was. Much as 1 thought of 
him then I think more of hifi now, but I want

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 


PROSPECTS THAT THE MODUS VIVENDI 
WILL BE RENEWED. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 17.—The modus vi- 
vendi will be renewed. It is authoritatively 
announced to-night that the Government will 
ask the Dominion Parliament at once for power 
to make the renewal. Therefore, the law which 
went out of force last Friday will come in again. 

Under the renewal the Government will have 
the same power to issue the licenses to Ameri- 
can fishermen as on the Atlantic coast. It is 
understood that this move onthe part of the 
Gavernment is due to the pressure brought to 
bear by members of Parliament and Senators 
from the maritime provinces. It 18 also due to 
the desire evinced and expressed by the Ameri- 
can Government for the renewal. 

In Parliament to-day Mr. Charlot, member of 
Parliament for Norfolk, asked the Government 
tor information regarding the settlement of the 
Behring Sea question. Sir John Macdonald, re- 
viying, stated that Sir Julian Pauncefote, Brit- 
ish Ambassador at Washington, and Secretary 
of State Blaine were now arranging prelimi- 
naries with regard to the tinal settlement of all 
ditticulty in the matter. He trusted that an 


amicable settlement might very soon be arrived 
at. 


ARRESTED FOR CONSPIRACY. 

Avucusta, Ga, Feb. 17.—This morning at 4 
o’clock United States Deputy Marshal Corbett 
of Macon and five Deputy Marshals appeared 
at Sharon, Ga., and arrested during the day 
seventeen prominent citizens of the town and 
county, charged with conspiracy and intimida- 
tions against E. L. Duckworth, the newly-ap- 
pointed Postmaster at Sharon. 

The Marshals were armed with Winchester 
rifles when they began masing the arrests, but 
they met with no reaistance and later in the day 
Marshal Corbett instructed his deputies to lay 
aside their guns, having been assured by those 
under arrestand other citizens that the arrested 
parties would accompany them voluntarily 
wherever ordered.

LENCE OF RUMSELLERS. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 17.—Intense excitement 
prevailed on the police force this afternoon. 
Chief Deitsch, at the bead of a company of fifty 
men, with their officers, stood in readiness to 
prevent a demonstration that Col. Deitsch des- 
ignated “anarchy” at any cost. A German 
society of heretofore excellent repute called 
the “ Rheinlanders” have for several days past 
been advertising a ball to be given this evening 
at Turner Hall. A parade was announced for 
this afternoon as an advertisement for the 


evening's festivities. An escort of police was 
asked for, and the following order was issued 
by Col. Deitsch: 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 13.

GENTLEMEN: The First Company of police, to- 
gether with ita commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers, two patrol wagons, and three 
mounted police officers, fully equipped, will report 
promptly at 12:30 P. M. Monday at Bremen-street 
station to participate in the parade of the Rhetn- 
lander in fulil-dress Wiater 

PHIL DEITSCH, Superintendent of Police. 

JOHN B. MOSBY, Mayor, 

According to orders, the police assembled this 
afternoon and marched to the square at Central 
Turn Hall, where the parade was to form, and 
reported to the Grand Marshal of the Rhine- 
landers. Meanwhile, however, startling ru- 
mors had come to Police Headquarters. It was 
said that the society had prepared for display 
in the parade a huge float, mounted upon 
@ transfer wagon, representing a grim 
and iron-barrea prison, within which three 
well-known saloon keepers had volunteered to 
sit, and # diet of bread and water was to be 
showily exhibited. Without were to be mock 
eo bondsmen and a clerk of the po- 

ice court. The entire affair was intended 
as a burlesque on the enforcement of the Sun- 
day law, and, as Col. Deitsch construed it, a 
mockery of the police force and the powers 
that be. Thechief decided at once that no such 
demonstration should parade the city should it 
be within the power of the force to prevent it. 
He left for the plave announced for the torma- 
tion of the parade after consulting with Police 
Commissioner Dodds, Arrived on the scene, 
he found the rumors were well founded, and 
informed those in charge that the parade could 
not take place. Instantly there was trouble, 
and for a few minutes a riot was imminent. 

The Chief remained firm and refused to yield 
until utter a secret conference with Mayor 
Mosby, when the police escort was withdrawn 
and the procession given permission to pro- 
ceed. It started on its march, and, going 
out of ites way, the entire parade, including the 
objectionable wagon, filed past Police Head- 
quarters. Col. Deitsch was an interested spec- 
lator. 

Besides the dungeon display there was a 
* Legislature” of pigs and donkeys, and a scene 
in which two policemen vainly endearored to 
pult down uw side door. Defiant drinkere waved 
glasses of beer at them. Another display 
showed the State killed by injudicious laws. 
The greatest indignation was displayed by rev- 
utable people along the route, and the partici- 
Pauts were frequently hissed. It is conseded 
that nO mvre disgraceful scene has been wit- 
nessed here in years, and the saloon Gause has 
suffered considerably by it. 


REED AND GRADY, 


ONE SUSTAINED AND THE OTHER 
NOUNCED BY JOSEPH COOK. 


Boston, Feb. 17.—Joseph Cook, very heavily 
freighted with impossibility and polysyllables, 
Startled his audience at to-day’s lecture in Tre- 
mont Temple by a vigorous defense of Speaker 
Reed and his new rules, and by an equally vig- 
orous denunciation of Mr. Grady’s recent Bos- 
ton speech. On the first subject he said: 

“T venture to eay that it ought to be an oc- 
casion of devout gratitude to us all that the 
present Speaker is not a broken reed, nor a reed 
shaken in the wind. Ido not fear that we are 
to have a government of the Speaker, by the 
Speaker, and for the Speaker. What are these 
. rules? In the first place it has to be said that 


this new code of rules is revolutionary. It does 
alter the practice of Congress, It appears 
to be a contradiction that & man may 
be present for obstruction and not ready 
for business, as has been the practice 
in the past. In the second place, it is to be 
noted that, although this new code Is contrary 
to precedent, it ig not contrary to legal do. 
cisions; third, 1t is not contrary to the prac- 
tice of several State Legislatures; fourth, this 
rule is thoroughly in accord with the practice 
of the British Parliament; tifth, the new codeof 
rules is certainly constitutional; sixth, it im- 
Tacilitates business. Under calm 
consideration of the subject, | do not see that 
these new rules are likely to trample on any 
arty. 

Mr. Cook then proceeded to consider the con- 
ditions  mpton spend at the South to-day, and in- 
cidentally took up Mr, Grady’s Boston speech 
and said: 

“An eloquent Southern orator, in a misleai- 
ing and almost treasunable speech, recently 
oaurried a Boston audience off its feet, although 
he asserted that if you fill every election dis- 
trict with Federal soldiers, the South will yet 
tlaud means to nullify the fourteenth and tif- 
teenth amendments. For one, I think Boston 
ought not to cheer treason. Mr. Grady wasa 
man of genius, and he is in his grave—de 
mortuis nil nisi bonum—Dbut his principles are 
not in their graves, and, therefore, I tuke 
occasion to say that since a Southeroa 
Senator threatened to oall the roll of his slaves 
on Bunker Hill, nothing has been said 
touch more atrociously insulting to Northern 
sentiment than the arenes of a Southern 
orator befere a Boston audience, that even if 
the Nation were to put forth its whole milltery 
power the South would yet trample on the 
newest paragraphs of the Constitution. It is 
calling the roll of slaves on the loftiest emi- 
nence of our political bistory, on the heights of 
the Constitution itself, and the slaves are those 
who cheer such treasonable sentiments.”

“CINCINNATI EXCITED OVER THE INSO-. 


MR. PLATT CAPITULATES | 


HE WILL NO LONGER OPPOSE 
THE .WORLDS FAIR. 


THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE AS- 
SERTED IN MASS MEETING. 


(A REMARKABLE ASSKMBLAGE IN AND 
ABOUT COOPER UNION—MR. DE- 
PEW’S PLAN LEAVING THE COMMIT- 
TKE OF 103 INTACT FORMALLY AP- 
PROVED BY PLATT, 


Thomas C. Platt has said “ Me too” again, and, 
so far as anybody can now foresee, those two 
little words will give to New-York its coveted 
World’s Fair in 1892. Mr. Platt has abandoned 
the lofty stand he has occupied for the past 
few weeks. He bows tothe popular will and 
has made haste to withdraw his impertinent op- 
position to the World’s Fair. 

At the great mass meeting held in Cooper 
Union last night to give expression to the strong 
public desire for a World’s Fair, there appeared 
&@ messenger from Platt to announce that the 
political boss was “‘ satisfied” to accept a prop- 
osition made by Chauncey M. Depew—viz., 
that no chacge shall be made in 
the World’s Fair Committee of One Hundred 
and Three, but that a two-thirds vote shall 
be necessary to order any action by the com- 
mittee. Mr. Platt was willing to surrender to 
this “compromise,” and with a degreo of 
modesty that will be appreciated by his polit- 
ical puppets he calmly pledged the support of 
the Republican State Com mittee to the plan. 

This proposition, it appears, had been made 
by Mr. Depew during the day to various in- 
fluential members of the committee and to cer- 
tain politicians who have opposed the World's 
Fair bill because they were afraid that Taim- 
many Hall would control the commission, The 
Plan was explained by Mr. Depew at the olose 
of his speech last night. 

THE MEETING. 

The meeting was a tremendous one, Cooper 
Union has rarely held such a crowd as was 
there last night. The main hall was full within 
ten winntes after the doors were first 
opened, and there remained a crowd out- 
side which would have made up quite a 
respeotable meeting by itself. Overtiow mect- 


ings were promptly organized, and the hun- 
dreds of persons who found it impessible to Zet 
into the vuilding were provided with orators 
who taiked to tuem ip the open air from trucks 
and cabs, and who worked them up into a great 
state of enthusiasm. 

On the stage were many men prominent in 
New-York and many such were scattered 
throughout the hall, making up part of the au- 
dience. It was a thoroughly good-natured 

esting, but there was a singleness of purpose 
about the men who composed it that was 


elifying. Every man there was against 
‘Thomas Platt’s anti- fair crusade, 
and they showed their disapprobation 


of that meddler in World’s Fair matters 
in @ manner that was direct and to the point. 
In the speeches there was not & single direct 
allusion to Platt, but there were statements 
made in which the audience found sufficient ex- 
cuse to call out the name of ‘thomas C, Platt 
and hiss it with immense vigor. No such op- 
portunity was lost. 

By 7:30 o’clock 1¢ was simply impossible to 
get inside the outer corridors of the building, 
or even to approach any of the doors through 
which the public at large was admittea. 
‘he private entrance on Fourth-avenue was 
kept clear by the police, but when the special 
guests of the evening got into the hall by that 
ineans they found it # fighting matter to make 
their way to the platform, and to get on it 
when they got there. When Mr, Depew came 
Inspector Williams owas at tne door 
to meet him, and, preceding him with a 
couple of policemen cleared a passage to the 
platform and helped him up the stairs. The 
entrance of this distinguished speaker was 
greeted with great cheering. 

Mr. Elihu Root, who had in his pocket the 
resolutions to be read at the meeting, arrived 
somewhat late, and even Inspector Williams 
found it Impossibie to clear a way for him 
through the ¢rowd around the side entrance 
to the stage. But be took Mr, Root 
to the front of tne hall, shoved 
him by main force through the crowd there into 
the central aisle, which had been kept clear, 
and then Mr. Koot walked down to the stage, 
élimbed over the reporters’ desks, and up to 
the seatreserved for him. ‘he meeting had 
been kept waiting for him, and, as soon as he 
got on the stage, it was called to order. 

Toe Hon. John H. Starin was named as Chair- 
man, and the selection was made unanimous 
with an enthusiastic cheer. Mr. Starin went 
straight to work iu the performance of his 
duties, Making a very short introductory ad- 
dress, in which he said: 

‘We are assembled here to-night to bring about a 
World’s Fair in 1392, te have it in the city of New- 
York, and to have it entirely tree from political 
influence. We have no other desire, and i hope 
that this demonstration to-night will satisfy those 
who mete doubts on the subject that we are in 
earnest,’’ 


This brief speech was followed by applause.

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. John Foord, though often interrupted by 
applause for seconds at a time, read the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Reso'ved, That this mass meeting of citizens of 
New-York, embracing all varicties of political opin- 
ion, adopts and directs its Secretary to issue the 
following address; 


To the hag slature and the People of the state of 
ew-York : 

The people of this city have united, without re- 
gard to party, in au offort to secure and conduct a 
World’s Fair in commemoration of the discovery of 
America by Columbus, 

‘The enterprise was formally approved by both 
Republican and Democratic State Conventions, and 
it was commenced and has hitherto been conducted 
as a business enterprise, without any political 
bearing or significance whatever. Citizena of all 
parties have subscribed over $5,000,000 and citi- 
zens of all parties have contributed their efforts to 
promote success. 

‘Tne nature of the enterprise and the conditions 
necessary to obtain the requisite legislation from 


Congress make it absolutely essential that this 
non-partisan and non-political character should be 
Maintained, For this reason thecity of New-York 
asked the Legislature to authorize the expenditure 


of $10,000,000; it did not ask that the money be ex- | 


pended through the Democratic City Government 
or by appointees of the Democratic Government, 


Dut named in the proposed bill a commission of | 


100 representative citizens who had thus far con- 

ducted the enterprise to the satisfaction of the 

people, adding to them the Governor, the Mayor, 

pe Ang Secretary of the General World’s Fair Com- 
8. 

The assertion is now made that the commission 
80 proposed would be a political commission—a 
Demooratic commission—a:ud would administer the 
great trust reposed in it in the luterest of Tam. 
many Hall. Weassure you that this is not the fact. 
There are more Republicans than Democrats in the 
list. It contains scarcely a dozen men having any 
relation whatever to Tammany Hall. More im- 
portant, however, is the character of the men who 
arenamed, They are among the best known and 
most esteemed citizens of New-York. 

They are leaders and coutrollers of the great in- 
dustrial and business interests which have made 
the city what itis. They are business and profes- 
sional men who have been accustomed to manage 
affairs successfuily, unaffected by political consid- 
erations. They have demonstrated their capacity, 
integrity, and faithfulness to trust for many years 
in conspicuous positions to the knowledge of the 
whole community, and thev have the well-founded 
confidence of the people of the city of New-York. 

The greater part of them were nominated for 
their position by the different trade and industrial 
organizations of the city, irrespective of party; all 
of them weuld be incapable of violating the confi. 
dsnce which they have received from citizens of all 
parties by perverting their powers to the uses of 
any party. 

Their appointment met with universal approval. 
The general sense of the community was well ex- 
pressed by the New-\ork Yribune in these words: 
universal approbation with which the an. 
nouncements have been received should be very 
gratifying to the Mayor, who deserves the warmest 
praise for the wisdow and the unseltish zeal for the 
success of the fair in 1392, which goverao his selec- 
tions.” No World’s Fair, we venture to say, was 
ever organized by a more distinguished and more 
representative body of men. The men chosen are 
So truly representative that there will be no gues- 
tion anywhere of the propriety of their selection. 
The suggestion has also veen made that certain 
other committees, viz., the General World’s Fair 
Committee and 1ts Executive Committee, contaiu 
more Democrats than Republicans. The answer is 
that both of those committees practically go out of 
existence when the proposed legis\ation shall have 
been adopted. They will henceforth have no con- 
trol over ihe Conduct of the enterprise. 

Their work was solely preliminary, and the polit- 
ical affiliations of their members are of no conse- 
quence Whatever. After the proposed bills are 
passed the representative body of one hundred and 
three which we have described will alone exercise 
power, and itis with their action alone that we are 
concerned. The members of that commission can 
be safeiy trusted to discharge faithfully the trust 
reposed In them, to exercise their powers as they 
would the atfairs ot a business corporativn; to man- 
age the fair in the interests of the whole people, and 
to prevent it from being perverted to the use of any 
political party. We deplore the int:o iuction of par- 
tisan political consideration and political feeling 
into the discussion of this enterprise. 

The people of Illinois are united in support of 
measures which, if the fair be held in Chicago, will 
“ive the power of appointment to a Repubdlican 
Governor. The peopie of Missouri are united in 
support of measures which, if the fair be heldin 
St. Lonis, will give the power of appointment toa 
Democratic Governor. We believe that there is 
enough public spirit and patriotism in the State of 
New-York to raise its people above the considera- 
tions of partisan strife and unite them iu commit- 
ting this great enterprise to the charge ofa tair 
and non-partisan commission, 

We invoke the exercise of that spirit now, and we 
ask the Legislature and the people of the State 10 
take up the subject anew with a temperate and 
patriotic spirit, having in view not partisan ad- 
van 6, but public good, and to give to the city of 
New-York such legislation as will enable her, 
through the agents in whom she has confidence 
and whose selections she has approved, to prosecute 
to success this great undertaking for the benetit, 
not of any party or of any faction, but of allher citi- 
zens of all parties. 


These resolutions were adopted with a vigor- 
ous chorus of “‘ayes,”’ 


MR. EVARTS FAVORS THE MOVEMENT. 
The following letter from Senator William M. 
Evarts was read by Mr. Elihu Roos: 


1,601 K-STRKEET, WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16. 

MY DEAR MR. CHOATE: No degree of personal in- 
convenience would stand in the way of acceding to 
the wishes of yourself and other friends and coming 
on to the meeting to-morrow nightif I could think 
my presence there of the importance that you and 
they suggest, but there are obligatious ot a pub- 
lic nature that require me to be here to-morrow 
and which I cannot arrauge fur otherwise upon sv 
short a notice. 

Iam heartily in accord with the public sentiment 
which prompts the call of the mevting and which 
willfind, I hope, clear and temperate expression 
at the meeting. I may have been too sanquine, but 
I felt no real doubt that the Worid’s Fair would go 
to New-York until the political interests of the 
great parties Of our State became involved as to 
the management of thefair in the discussions in 
the Legisiature of the political make-up or the 
Managing Committee. 

I have looked at the progress of that discussion 
With the greatest concern as to the result to New- 
York as jeopardizing the prospect of the fair going 
to our city. I confess that 1 do not see any restora- 
tion to the confident assurance that our State and

lcan easily understand and do not wish too 
Strongly to condemn the natural zeal of active polit- 
ical managers on the partoft those who have en- 
tered into this discussion as to the importance that 
the management of the fair shail not be perverted 
to the political advantage of one party or the disad- 
vantage of the other. ut, in my opinion, the great 
body of the people of the city and the 
Staie of New-York are only concerned about 
the fair itself, about its being eld in 
New-York City, about its being conducted 
and controlled by intelligent, upright, and respon- 
sible citizens, aud upon the creuit and distinction 
that will foilow from this conduct or the fair. 
Careful and prolix discussions as to which political 
party or which set of political managers in either 
party 1s first or most responsible for the fair being 
driven from New-York will not figure very largely 
in the pubiic opinion or the public suffrage that 
hey resent this disaster and the measures that led 
to it. 

I can scarcely think that tne substantial men of 
our city and the public men of both parties in the 
State can look with any complacency upon sv grave 
@ result to the interests and honor of New-York as 
the loss of the fair by political dissensions within 
its borders.

cal England. France, our sister republic, with alk 
her hingering political complications, has just held 
a magnificent exposition. shall it be said, then, of 
free America, with no connections with Kings or 
Princes, with no monarchical traditions, that a 
great international exposition was destroyed be- 
cause politicians threatened to take hold of it? I 
hope net. I pray not! (Continued cheers.) 

Mr. John Claflin, who was spoken of as aman 
who has done probably more for the Wortd’s Fair 
than any other New-Yorker in a financial way, 
and who consequently was cheered to the echo, 
made avery short speech, in which he said: 


“TI believe in Republican principles. But 
there are times when [I do nos believe in any 
political practices, be they Republican or Demo- 
cratic or Tammany Halil. The constitution of 
the World’s Fair Committee. made by the Dem- 
ocratic Mayor, is equaliy divided between Ke- 
publicans and Demucrats, with the independents 
holding the balance of power. That is a good 
place for that balance of power to be. Those 
men belicve in the Republican Party and be 
lieve in Republican princtpies, but if they find 
that the Republicans want to do away with tha 
tair, then they want to be found side by side 
with the Democrats.” 


MR. DEPEW’S SPEECH. 
Mr. Chauncey M. Depew was received with 
great enthusiasm. He spoke as follows: 


FELLOW-CITIZENS: I appreciate the peril which I 
incurred in coming here to-night without first hav- 
ing received permission from the new yuardian of 
the Republican Party of the State of New-York, 
tne Hon. William E: Chandler of New-Hawpshire. 

If Columbus could have foreseen the trouble 
which would have attended the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the discovery of America he never 
would have discovered it. Had I known thatin 
accepting the Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Legislation the work, trouble, and misrepresenta- 
tion in store for me IL should have felt like Colum- 


us. 

This is not a question upon which political 
parties ought to divide, oroue party be splitinto 
Iactions. Themcst phenomenal opportunity ever 
offered to a community for fabulous wealth, for 
the happiness of its people and their increase in 
intelligence is now offered. Tho question is, Shall 
we accept or reject tho prize? 

From Chicago came Republicans, Demoerats, 
Muewunips, Anarchists, Socialists, saying to Con- 
“Tess, Locate the Worid’s Fair with us; on thas 
question We are aunit. All parties came from Bt. 
Louis and Washington to Congress saying, We 
have no political ditferences in the presence of the 
enormous advantages which will come to us from 
a Worid’s Fair. 

The people of New-York, who, if presenting a 
solid front, are certain to secure the fair for their 
great city, have retired from Waahington and are 
devoting themselves to Calling each other names. 
Upon this subject everybody is entitled to freedom 
of opinion without being charged with party bias. 
Now, brethren, let us reason together. There are 
two questions in disynte. 


WHY PLATT OPPOSED THE FAIR, 

A very eminent and very able Republican leader 
with his friends thinks thata fairin New-York in 
1892, because of all the machinery of the City Gov® 
ernment being in the hands of the Democracy, 
would lead to « number of the vast crowd of visitors 


being illegitimately voted in the Presidential elec- 
tion. 1, on the contrary, believe that the great 
prosperity which woul tollow all over the country 
Irom the fair would reduund to the credit of a 
national Administration under whose auspices it 
was held, the same asthe fair of 18376 at Philadel- 
phia unquestionably did. We, each of us, are en- 
titled to a fair consideration of our opinions without 
cutting each other’s throats. 

The second question isaipon the incorporaters in 
the bill at Albany and at Washiugton. It is charged 
that the Committee on Legislation, in making up 
that list, have been either the dupes or the will- 
iug tools of Tammany Hall. The Republicans of 
the Committee on Legislation, which consists of 
twenty-five members, are Edward H. Ammidown, 
Daniel F. Appleton, Joel B. Erhardt, Frank W. 
Cheney, William M. Kvarts, James W. Husted, 
Warner Miller, Levi P. Morton, Elihu Root, Gea. 
Sherman, Ambrose Snow, Thomas C, Platt, Alonzo 
8. Corneil, and Hamilton Fisan, Sr. 

In the preparation of the bills now pending at 
Albany and Washington the committee had many 
Iwecetings and gave great labor. their consuita- 
tions were public aud constantly published 1m all 
the papers. The bill iu Albany, in regard to which 
all these grave charges were made, was published 
in allthe New-York papers for the purpose of re- 
ceiving general criticism and scrutiuy nearly two 
weeks before it was sent to the Legisiature It re- 
ceived the commendation as to the distinguished 
character of the geutioman named in it of every 
newspaper in the city of New-York, and of overy 
newspaper in the Siate which mentioned the snb- 
ject at all. The only protest or objection of any 
kind which came to the committee during this iong 
period was from property owners ip regard to the 
clause condemning their land. Neither direciy 
nor indirectly, neither openly nor anonymoasiy, 
was the integrity or fairness or the nou-partisan- 
ship of this commission questioned. 

it was not until the day after the bills were in- 
troduced into the Logislature and two weeks after 
this unlversal publication and commendation that 
the alleged discovery was made of its pariisan bias. 
uf course it is diflicait in acity like New-York to 
find exactly the political atfiiliations of business 
men, 80 many of them unfortunately are neglect- 
ful in that regard. An etfort made in that direction 
and presented to me counted amung the Kepublicans 
a labor man and some thirteen others whe ai different 
times have voted against certain candidates ou the 
Republican tickets, and who would, if party lines 
were drawn, hold the balance of power. Ali of 
them, I believe, in the Presidential election voted 
for Warner Miller fur Governor, some of them voted 
for Gen. Harrison. All of them are hostile in muai- 
cipal matters to Tammany Hall, while awoug the 
Dewocrats of the commission the large majority of 
them are hostile to Tammany in municipai matters, 
and many of them belong to the famous Committee 
ot Seventy.

My friend, the Hun. William E. Chandler, United 
States Senator from New-Hampshire, says that it 
is partisan and cannot be trusted. The Republican 
State Committee met at the Fifth-Avoenue Hotel. 
Some twenty odd gentlemen of unquestionable in- 
telligence and Republicanism, and whose opinions 
in matters in their own neighborhood would be con- 
clusive, and most of them my personal friends, 
from western, northern, and interior counties, ar.

Republican candidate for Mayer and now Collector 
of the Port; Cornelius N. Bliss, for twenty-fiv 
Republican of the ciiy an 
contributors to its cam- 
‘or many ears and until 
jast_ year, when he declined longer to serve, 
as Chairman of the Republican State Committee; 
Warner Miller, for six years United States Sen- 
ator, the Republican leader of the State, and in the 
last Canvass the Republican candidate for Govern- - 
or; six of the pine members of the State Commit- 
tee from his end of the State all declared with em. 
phasis and the greatest publicity, and all stake their 
republicanism and party standing upon the fairness 
and pop-partisapship of tnis commission. Who 
kuows better—the people who live in other States 
and in other parts of this State or the men who for 
years have stood at the front and borne the brunt 
of the battle against the overwhelming Democratio 
majorities in this great city of New-York?

NO LUCK AS A PEACEMAKER 

I had an illustration, however, of how intense 
feeling can be overa question like this when I at- 
tempted to act the réleof peacemaker. I discovered 
that the active politicians on both sides were work- 
ing to fasten upon their opponents the odium of 
killing the Wor)d’s Fair for the advantages it might 
give in the coming and succeeding election, while IT 
Was innocently giving my whole time aud mind 
without theught that politica could get into the 
World’s Fair for New-York, My proposition 
for compromise was received by Democrat. 
politicians «with the declaration that 
my backbone was made of badly cohesive jelly by 
independent and Mugwump politicians with the 
declaration that my Collar had on it the name of ny 
owner and the place where my kennel! could be 
found if I was lost, strayed, or stolon, and Repub- 
lican politicians asserted that I had no business as 
@ common soldier in the ranks to be intermeddling 
with those matters which belong exclusively to the 
leaders of the party. 

It reminds me of an incident which occurred in 
my boyhood up at Peckskill. genius by 
tie pame of Caleb Ward worked for my father. It 
was my delight to get beside himon the box and 
listen to his curious observations on men and 
things, and especially his lore on horses. We were 
driving along Water-street one day, when hearing 
a woman’s voice cry “* Murder!” we drove up to the 
sidewalk, Caleb threw me the reins, burst open 
the door of @ house, and there ® woman jay 
on the floor pounded almost to a jelly, 
and her husband beating hor with an iron 
poker. Caleb knocked the brate down witha blow 
that sent him quivering in the corner of the room. 
The woman jumped up, wiped the blood from her 
eyes, looked at her husband and then at Caleb, 
picked up the poker and knocked Caleb down, re- 
marking, “Take that for intertering between a 
man and his wife.” ‘Tho husband recovered at that 
instant and joined his wife aud jumped upon Caleb, 
es g for my shouting and calling a crowd Oaleb 
would have been killed. 

The good Book says *‘ Blessed are the peacemak- 
ers, for they shall be calicd the children of God,” 
That means, as I understand it, that they will 
speedily find a home ip the next world, My expori- 
ence has confirmed me in my belie‘ in the truth of 
the Scriptures. This is a Dasiness community, and 
we here to-night are business men. As snch let us 
do what has not been done—examine what these 
bills are and what they propose to accomplish. 

The bill at Alvany proposes to raise $10,000,000 
by taxation upon the taxpayers of the city of New- 
York to provide permanent buildings for the recre- 
ation, profit, and instruction of the people of the 
city of New-York, for all time, bus the money is 
not to be raised nor the bill to become operative 
uniess New-York is designated as the place for 
holding the World’s Fair. This work would ordi- 
narily be intrusted to the Department of Public 
Parks, pe to avoid all quostion as to the complex- 
ion of t SWanlelvel Governmant, 103 citizens of 
the highest respectability and business standing 
were selected to act in the place of the Com- 
missioners of Parks as a local city commis- 
sion. Their first duty will be to secure lands, if any 
are needed, beyond the city parks from owners 
whoare unwilling to gell, There is certainly no 
polities In that, Next, they must complete the two 
Museums of Artan:d Natural History upon plansal- 
ready adopted and which will cost seven millions of 
dollars. The other threo millions will bespent in the 
purchase of this land and in the erection at Morn- 
ingside and Riverside Parks of a machinery hall, 
and such other structures as may be necessary. 

This commission will appointan architect. The 
character of the commission justifies an assortion 
which cannot be questioned that the arcnitect will 
be selected because of his pane and not of his poli- 
tics. Their next duty will be upon the spocitica- 
tions prepared by the architect to advertise for 
bids for the completion of the museums and for the 
building of the other strnetures. These bids will 
be published in all the papers. Builders, iron men. 
and glass men will compete. The whole United 
States will come into the competition, and the low- 
est responsible bidder will get the contract. Tien 
the commission has nothing farther todo, Where 
ia the politics in this? The successful bidder may 
be a Republican, he may be & Democrat, he may be 
a Mnewump, he may have no politics, and he may 
not b») a nataralized citizen. 


BUSINESS, NOT POLITICS, 

Itisa pure matter of business. The name of the 
lowest bidder and of all his competitors will also be 
printed in the newspapers, The only way in which 
any politics could enter into this would be by mon- 
keying with the bids, To believe that, we must as-

It has the $5,000,000 sabscribed to the 
guaranteo fund as its working capital, and the 
subsoribers become stockholders in the new Cor- 
poration. This corporation is purely a business 
concern. This Board of Directors is to manage the 
corporation 80 ns to inake the most successful fair 
and one profitable to stockhelders. They are to 
rent from the city these buildings and grounds in 
which and on which to hold the fair; they are to 
furnish them with restaurants, booths, and coun- 
ters which they reat for the income and profit of the 
corporation as well as the convenience of tho fair; 
they will appoint a General Manager or Director 
General As the fair will last only six months it 
will be for them to selecta man of demonstrated 
capacity and upon the samo principle as a Presi- 
dent would be selected forthe New-York Central 
or Pennsylvania Kailroad, or the Bank of Com- 
merce or one of our great trust companies. It is 
dilficult 1, conceive how politics can enter for one 
moment in the selection of a man upon whose man- 
agement depends the reputation and financial credit 
business concern for which these great finan- 
ciers im the Board of Direction are responsible. 
This Director or Manager, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Directors, will appoint bookkeepers, 
cashiers, ticket sellers, and caretakers, ip all prob- 
ably 500 men. 

Thatis the limit of politics possible by the corpo- 
ration—that these 500 menshall be selected accord. 
ing to their ey and not their integrity and 
‘ability to fill the positions to which they are 
assigned. There will necessarily be a considerable 
inerease of the park police, and of that the Demo- 
crats will got the benefit; there will be an equally 
large increase of special inspectors to watcy the 

oods brought by exhibitors in bond and to 

e returned, and of that the Republicans 
will get the benefit. Strip those as  busi- 
ness propositions of the political dangers and 
possibilities which the frenzied imagination of 
frightened people have attached to these two bills 
at Washington and at Albany, how absurd the dan- 
cersare. The last canvass made of the House of 
Representatives showed that New-York had 120 
votes, Chicago 90, St. Louis 55, Washington 35, and 
éoubtful 33. The 120 votes of New-York are di- 
vided pretty equally among Republicans and Demo- 
crats, The 90 votes of Chicago are largely Repub- 
lican. 

The votes for Chicago will stay there as long as 
a vote is taken, therefore New-York to win must 
hoid the whole of the Republican and Democratic 
strength it now has and get besides forty-eight 
more votes. It will easily be seen that a bill pro- 
nouncedly Republican and partisan, or pro- 
nouncediy Democratic and partisan, carries the 
fair inevitably to Chicago, where there is no politics 
whatever s0 far as the fair is concerned.

Mr. Samuel Gompers, who followed Mr. De- 
pew, had said perhaps a dozen words when 
John F, Plummer, red, excited, and puffing, 
came on to the platform and m de his way 
straight to the side of Mr. Depew He saida 


few hurried words to that gentleman. Hardly 
anybody had seen this occurrence except the 
people on the stage. 

Many persons in the andience having heard 
New-York’s famous orator were satisfied and 
were making preparations to leave the hall. 
Suddenly their somewhat wandering attention 
was arrested by Mr. Depew, who walked out to 
the reader’s we touched Mr. Gompers on the 
arm, and asked im to yleld the floor for a 
ace moments to “a gentleman with an 
mportant mission.” The interruption was 
somewhat astonishing, The hall in a second 
became still as a tomb, and when Mr. Depew 
led Mr. Plummer up to the stand and introduced 
him as a gentleman who had something impor- 
tant to say, the audienee hardly knew what to 
do, and not knowing remained absolutely quict.

Up to that moment that name had not been 
pronounced by any man on the platform.

ir. Platt—’ he was interrupted by such 


a storm of hisses and other marks of vigorous 
disapproval as would have disconcerted any 
man with less assurance.

Every time he mentioned 
Platt's name, though, until almost the very 
end, the hisses came back promptly.

A BIT OF HYSTERIA. 
This announcement, surprising and astonish- 
ing as it was, had a paralyzing effect upon the 
people who heardit. Mr. Plummer ended his 
speech, as he bad begun it, in a silence that was 
painful The significance of Platt’s message 


could not be understood ina second, and even 
if it had been no one in that vast audience 
knew exactly just what to do. t was a 
problem that Mr. Depew solved. He waited 
for just about ten seconds after the message 
had been delivered. Then, with uplifted hands, 
he strode from his seatinto the middle of the 
platform, stood perfectly still for a second or 
two, and then in a voice loud, clear, and tri- 
umphant, he cried oat: 

‘The difficulties are all swept away. Wo are 
allunited again. We will have a World's Fair, 
Three cheers for Thomas C, Piatt.” 

It was an electric shock. The audience scemed 
as if it were coming violently out of a trance. 
Guided by that enthusiastic note from the plat- 
form, the people in front of it sent = a 
shout to the rafters that lasted and swelled 
and roared through the building a perfect Nia- 
gara ofsound. They were cheering for thé fair 
forgetful of Plati’s attempted treachery. Three 
cheers became three hundred cheers, and hats 
and handkerchiefs and even umbrellas went 
wildly waving through the air as a visible ac- 
companiment to the awful din that preceded 
it. Mr. Depew swung his arms about, shouting 
at the top of his voice and within a second 
from the time he transformed himself into a 
human windmill every man on the platform 
was industriously following his example, 


THE FAIR REGARDED AS SAFE. 
This scene was prolonged for fully five min- 


utes. The shouts then died gradually away 
again, when Mr. Gompers, with rare 
tact, resumed his place at the stand, 
said that the objects for which the 


meeting had been called had been more 
than accomplished, aud he moved that the ap- 
proval desired by Mr. Platt be granted, and 
that Mr. Depew’s plan be adopted by the meet- 


ng. 

The motion was carried in a hurricane of 
“ yeas” that swept through the main hall and 
found enthusiastic echoes in the corridors out- 
side. Then there were cheers and cheers 
again for Chauncey M. Depew, and then 
one of the most remarkable mass meetings ever 
held in New-York was over. The people went 
out cheering and kept on cheering after wer 
got out into the open air, and many of them fol- 
lowed Mr. Depew out, sending hiw off in his 
carriage in another volley of cheers. 


OPEN-AIR MEETINGS, 


THOUSANDS OF PERSONS LISTEN TO 
. SPEECHES OUT OF DOORS. 


There was an outside meeting, anda big one 
at that, enthusiastic and flercely condemnatory 
of Mr. Platt, yet with the effusive good nature 
which is always found in a New-York crowd. 
When the big ball had been filled the fireworks 
without the building drew additional thousands 
to the broad spacey in front of the Bible 
House, and this multitude surged to 
and fro almost in rhythm to the 
music of the Seventy-tirst Regiment Band 
which was perched in the balcony on the north 
end of the institute. Mr. De Frece supervised 
this band, and it became quite as animated as 
he was, with the result that the crowd got it 
into their heade that he was tne chief part of

UNEASINESS IN THE SENATE. 


MEMBERS ANXIOUSLY WAITING FOR 
NEWS FROM COOPER UNION. 


ALBANY, Feb. 17.—Not since 1881 was 60 
much unoasiness displayed in the Senate as 
there was to-night. Everybody was awaiting 
news from Cooper Union, It was ths universal 
impression that the success of that meeting, 
the uprising of anumber of prominent Repub- 
licans in protest against the Platt Senate 
amendments, would lead to a break among the 
Republican Senators. Even the friends of Mr. 
Platt regarded the situation as critical. They 
have contrived thus far to keep their Senatorial 
ranks intact, but they feel that any public 
avowal on the part of Mr. Depew or some other 
influential Republican in support of Mr, Miller’s 
position woulda bring about the crash. 

There are three Senators whose affiliations are 
known to lean more toward Mr. Depew and Mr. 
Miller than to Mr. Platt. Thus far they have 
stood up to the rack manfully with the Platt 
Senators. Itis almost unnecessary to say that, 
if any great political emorgency should arise, 
neither Senator Robertson, Slean, nor Donald- 
son would be found consorting with the Platt 
Senators. Even Senator Stewart of New-York 
ig said to be wavering in his allegiance to Platt, 
since he has learned that he has placed himself 
on the unpopular side of the question by obey- 
ing Mr, Piatt’s orders, and that ex-Senator Fred 
8. Gibbs, who is on the popular side, is almost 
certain to be fetched up by the people in the 
district and nominated for the Senate when the 
former's term expires. If the break in the Sen- 
ate once occurs it is conceded that the Repub- 
lican Party in this State will gotosmash. A 
Senator, one of the most conservative around 
the cirele, said to THe TrmMxs’s correspondent 
this evening: 

“T regret to see this condition of affairs in the 
party. Itis gradually getting down to the level 
of # fight—an ugly, bitter, factional fighc—anud 
recent experience ought to teach us the dangers 
initforus. If it goes any further it will be un- 
fortunate for the party. The only thing to 
widen the gulf is a split in the Senare,” ‘ 

Tathere any likelihood of that!’ 

“Tt all depends upon the actien in Now-York 
to-night.” 

This is aradical ehange of front from that of 
last week when the same Senator assured the 
correspondent that under no circumstances 
would the Senate recede, nor would any Sena- 
tor think of surrendering his position. It 
proves a decided change of sentiment inthe 
Senate. It proves that very little now 1s neces- 
sary to bring about a revolt in the Senate as 
disastrous to Platt as thatin the Assembly. It 
shows the beginning of the end of Mr. Platt’s 
reign as boss. This same Senator when pressed 
further observed: 

“The whole movement rests upon Senator 
Stewart. He is the only Republican Senator 
trom New-York. If he should break loose from 
Platt and repudiate the Senate amendments I 
am certain four Senators would follow him,” 

In the meantime compromises are talked of 
industriously in both houses, Gen. Husted 
says there will be a compromise and a solution 
ot the difficulty all around. Senator Fassett 
declares that there will be new and peaceable 
developments within twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours, He says there has been no suggestion 
of a caucus with a view of coercing the sixteen 
recalcitrant Assemblymen back into line or of 
preventing a bolt of Senators. Senator Rob- 
ertson hopes for an _ amicable solution, 
and one of his Assemblymen from West- 
chester, J. Irving Burus, will introduce his bill 
to have the fair at Van Cortlandt Park, as a 
final, harmonious, and satisfactory adjustment 
of the whole difficulty. Even some of the Fish- 
Gibbs men are talking of compromise. Mr, 
Horace White of Onondaga favors a bill that 
will substitute Republicans for the eleven 
“ Mugwumps,” and this sentiment is shared by 
Mr. Silleck of Oswego. Senator Fassett de- 
elares that a compromige on such a basis is 
simply an impossibility, as the same proposi- 
tion was made to Mr, Platt before the insertion 
of the twenty additional names, and it was at 
once rejected, for the reason that the eleven 
gentlemen whose names are objected to are all 
prominent, and that every one of them had 
contributed money to the fair. 


PLATT GETS REVENGE, 


ELIHU ROOT REPLACED ON A COMMIT- 
TEE BY WILLIAM BROOKFIELD. 


Thomas ©. Platt’s anxiety to avenge himself 
on those who oppose his views manifested itself 
in a very small way yesterday. The Executive 
Committee of the Republican organization of 
the Twenty-first Assembly District met at Elihu 
Root’s office to elect an executive member to 
represent the district in the Executive Commit- 
tee of the county. It had been intended to 
elect Mr. Root, but his anti-Platt stand on the 
Worla’s Fair question aid not suit the 
Platt collar-wearers on the committee who 
knew either by instruction or otherwise that 
their master didn’t want Mr. Root on the Exec- 
utive Committee. So they put up William 
Brookfield, who is related by marriage to Mr. 
Piatt, to run against Mr. Root. 

Mr. Root’s action on behalf of the Assembly 
pillat the meeting of the County Committee 
on Saturday morning particularly in- 
censed them. Mr. Root was defeated for 
the position by @ vote of 11 to 6 Those

TALKING ABOUT IRELAND 


THE PARNELL REPORT AND 
THH QUHEN’S SPHECH. 
THE GOVERNMENT’S THANKS FOR THE 
COMMISSION’s “‘ JUST AND IMPARTIAL 
CONDUC?” IN ITS WORK. 


LonpDon, Feb. 17.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Parnell asked for information as to 
the Government’s intentions regarding the re- 
port of the Special Parnell Commission. 

The Right Hon. W. H. Smith, the Government 
leader, said that thé Government intended to 
ask the Houso to adopt the report and to thank 
the commission forits just and impartial con- 
duct. Mr. Smith’s answer was greeted with 
cheers, counter-cheers, and laughter. He also 
said that the Government would ask the House 
to enter the report on its Journal. [Cries of 
“On, Oh!”] He hoped, subject to the progress 
of business in the House, to make a motion 
Monday next to carry out the Government's 
intentions. 

The debate on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne was resumed. Mr, Will- 
iam O’Brien declared that the Nationalists had 
ore stronger under coercion, During Mr. 

alfour’s term of office as Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, £120,000 had been subscribed by the 
people to yt | out the objects of the League. 
‘Lhe boycott still prevailed everywhere, anid the 
Nationalists had triumphed even in the dis- 
tricts in whien the “Ulster Minstrels,” with 
Mr. F. W. Russell as bones and Major Saunder- 
je as banjo player, were accustomed to per- 

‘orm, 

Mr. T. N. Russell, in reply, attacked the Par- 
neliites, saying that they now bespattered 
oe: on the Gladstoneites whom before they 

ad covered with the worst epithets, Thus 
Earl Spencer was charged with murder and 
every effort made to blacken nis character. 

Mr. O’Brien, interrupting Mr. Russell: “I 
certainiy would not let any Man say that out- 
side of this House.” 

Continuing, Mr. Russell said the charge he 
made against the Parneliites was certainly 
true. ow the Parnellites embrace Earl 
Spencer. The Opposition asserted that Mr. 
Balfour had enforced the eoercion law with 
needless severity. Probably the press clause 
in the Crimes act was unwise, but in other re- 
spects coervgion had assisted to restore and 
maintain order in Ireland.

He admitted that the Govern- 
Inent’s contention that Ireland was improved 
was right as tothe fact of improvement, but 
he heia that the Government was wrong as to 
the cause. The improvement was not due to co- 
eacion; it was entirely due to a good harvest. 

Mr. Artbur H. Smith Barry, member for 
South Huntingdonshire and the head of the or- 
ganization of Irish landlords, defended himself 
atsome length from Mr. Lefevre’s strictures, 
He charged that the Parnellites had abetted 
the clergy in bringing about the ruin of Tippe- 
rary, which, from having been tormerly a 
thriving county, was now reduced to a most de- 
plorable condition as to trade, and it would be 
many yeurs Lefore it could recover. 

A spéctal meeting of the Council of the Lib- 
eral Federation has been convened to consider 
the pevey of that organization as to the Parnell 
report. 

Tbe Earl of Dunraven, speaking at Deptford, 
declared that the Parnell report justified, with 
one exception, everything that the Times had 
published. As much as he disliked Mr. Par- 
nell’s politics, he was bide 4 glad that the com- 
mission nad exonerated him from the charges 
made against him.

LONDON NOT SO HEALTHFUL, 


SERIOUS ERROR MADE IN THE COMMON 
ESTIMATES, 


In the course of an essay which was rewarded 
by the gold medal of the University of Durham 
soma time ago, Dr. Williams-Freeman collected 
together some interesting statistics pearing 
on the relative healtbiness of town and countr 
life, This essay he has just republished, wit 
some additions from recent numbers of the 
Sanitary Record, and the Daily News, referring 
Says: We.Londoners are fond of boast- 
ing that the largest city in the world is also the 
healthiest, but we do not so often eompare it 
with districts where the population 15 far 


less dense. Moreover, when we point 
with gatisfaction to the low death rate 
recorded in the returns of the Registrar 


Gevers|] we do not iuquire whether the 
deduction that London is a salubrious spot can 
fairly be drawn from it. As a matter of fact, 
there are many reasons why those returns 
should be fallacious as a basia for any argu- 
ment of the king. The metropolitan population 
is constantly receiving recruits from the coun- 
try; people whose health breaks down are con- 
tinually flying away from the gloom and noise 
to the seaside or breezy downs to gather fresh 
stores of onergy, or perchance to raise the 
death rate of some other place. 

Wiliiame-Freeman discreotl avoids 
much of the error, which cannot be altogether 
escaped, by taking as the test of heaithiness 
the number of children who die before they are 
fifteen years of age for each thousand who are 
born, He takes as bis standard not the average 
mortality of the whole country, but that for the 
101 ‘ selected healthy districts’ of the Registrar 
General. These districts are all characterized 
by their freedom from large and smoky towns, 
and they may therdfore be taken to indicate 
the normal result of purely climatic influenees, 
The population of this typical area is about 
two millions, and the average loss of infant life 
below the age of fifteen is only 196 per 1,000. 

“Turn trom this to similar tables tor the met- 
ropolitan divisions, and the contrast is very 
marked. In the suburbs 273 children die for 
every thousand born, and in urban London the 
mortality is 308 per thousand. Tne actual 
death rate varies very greatly,from 264 in 
Kensington to 422 in the strand. Between 
these two extremes thoro is a steady gradation, 
the Strand being followed in orderby White- 
chapel, the City, Stepney, St. George’s-in-the- 
East, and Westminster, ineach of which one- 
third of the children die. These areall densely- 
jones diatricts lying near the centre of 

ondon, regions whieh are only reached by the 
smell of the country fields in the small hours of 
a@ Summer morning when the wind is high. 

“At the other end of the list there are five 
districts besides Kensington in which the rate 
of loss is below 300. These are Marylebone, 
Lambeth, St. Pancras, Mile-end, and Islington, 
all of whieh lie on the outer ring of London, or 
else, like Lambeth, stretch outward toward the 
tlelds and hedgerows. Clearly there is some- 
thing in the relative positions which accounts 
for the difference. Tnis can only be the im- 
purity of the air in the central parts of the me- 
tropolis. Now something like 37 per cent. of 
Londoners are themselves country born, being 
toalarge extent the piek of the neighboring 
counties, and there cannot be much doabt that 
this immigration considerably exceeds the emi- 
gration which parily eounterbalances it. Moro 
than one-third) of the pepulation, then, who 
lose one-third of their children come from dis- 
jg where the loss would not have been one- 

‘‘Hence, men like Mr. Cantiie, late assistant 
surgeon to Charing Cross Hospital, have been 
led to strange conclusions on the health of Lon- 
don. Mr. Cantiie searehed for four years in 
vain tofindaman whose father, mother, and 
all four grandparents had been born and bred 
intown. Indeed, his inquiries led bim to be- 
heve, and Dr. Williams-Freeman strongly advo- 
cates the same strange and apparently paradox- 
ieal view, that London is a place like India and 
other tropical countries, In which the Anglo- 
Saxon race cannot perpetuate itself. People 
may settle here, and indeed bring up their chil- 
dren, but each generation will be feebler than 
the last, until the family dies out. That scien- 
tifle men should find any justification whatever 
for such a conclusion is enough to shake the 
oe tae faith of Londoners that their metrop- 
olis 1s the healthiest great city in the world.” 


KUSSIA THE REAL DANGER, 


BISMARCK REPORTED TO FEAR HER 
MORE THAN FRANCE, 


The Paris correspondent of the London Daily 
News writes: ‘ Col. Stoffel, whose reports before 
1870 on the organization of the Prussian Army 


should have cured the Court of the Tuileries of 
its fatuous contidence, is now trying to promote 
an Anglo-French alllance. To this end he has 
written a brochure which is full of sinister 
warnings. He says that Paris is open to inva- 
sion, and within a few days’ march of the Ger- 
man hosts. The fate of France will next be 
decided by a battle near the eastern frontier. 
As France and Germany stand they are bound 
over to hostility, and this is the fault of the old 
Emperor and the military party who insisted 
on conditions which France is bound te try to 
break througb ip war, if she cannot rid herself 
of them by negotiation. 

“Prince Bismarck was almost the only one at 
Nikolsburg who opposed any step which might 
inflict a lasting wound on Austrian pride, and 
1t is not his policy ever to humble a beaten en- 
emy. He foresaw that Austria would be requi- 
site to the safety of Prussia, and for opposing 
the march of Prussian troops on Vienna was 
Galled a traitor by the officers of the royal staff, 
and as he himself told Col, Stoffel, snubbed and 
cut by the Crown Prince. At Versailles he was 
also desirous of treating France as if he were 
certain of needing her future alliance. He did 
not like the entrance of the German troops Into 
Paris or the devastation of Eastern France. Col, 
Stotfel says that Prince Bismarck groans over 
the consequences of a course whieh he strove 
to prevent. = is, in his opinion, the great 
danger ahead. Hoe would prefer a ge of 
peacé and civilization to a barbarous military 
one, but with France hostile he can do nothing. 
The moral of the pamphletis that Prince Mis- 
marek might agree to the retrocession of Alsace- 
Lorraine if in return France would help him to 
form a league of the European powers against 
the Muscovite contederation, which threatens 
to make the Old World Cossack unless it goes 
forward in the path of progress.”

OBITUARY. 


BENJAMIN VAUGHAN ABBOTT. 

Benjamin Vaughan Abbott, a legal writer of 
wide reputation, died yesterday at his home in 
Brooklyn after a lingering illness. Mr. Abbott 
inherited his literary tastes. His father was 
Jacob Abbott, author of the “Rollo Books,” 
“The Young Christian,” “Science for the 
Young,” and many other popular works and at 
one time Professor of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy in Amherst College. His uncle was 
John Stephens Cabot Abbott, author of “ The 
Mother at Home,” “Practical Christianity,’ 
and numerous historical works, 

Benjamin Vaughan Abbott was born in Bos- 
ton, June 4, 1830, and was graduated at the 
New-York University in 1850. After spending 
@ year at Cambridge Law School he continued 
his legal studies in New-York and was admitted 
to the bar in 1852. He formed a Jaw partner: 
ship with his younger brother, Austin, and 
Spent some years in active practice. Then he 

evoted himself to legal writing, dealing chiefly 
with reports and digests of State and national 
law. Mr, Abbott’s additions to legal literature 
have been numerous and valuable. His earliest 
independent publication was “ Reports of De- 
cisions of Circuit and District Courts of the 
United States,” (2 vols,, New-York, 1870-71.) 

In June, 1870, he was appointed by President 
Grant one of three Commissioners to revise the 
statutes of the United States, a work that oc- 
cupied three years and which resulted in the 
consolidation of sixteen volumes of United 
States laws into one large octavo. In this 
work he was assiated by Charles P. James and 
Victor C. Barringer, who were also appointed 
Commissioners for this purpose. The energy 
aud system with which Mr. Abbott entered 
upon the complex and laborious compilation 
involved in this work were characteristic of 
The methodical srrangements 
digests and the admi- 
Table system of analysis introduced into them 
have done much to simplify Federal and State 
law, and to make the task of acquiring legal 
knowledge easy, and the practice of it pleasant. 
Either alohe or conjointiy with his brother, 
Austin, he has been the author or compiler of 
nearly 100 volumes. Of the joint work of the 
brothers one of the most notable examples is 
the “New-York Digest,” into which new feat- 
ures were introduced that were highly a 
proved and nave been extensively reproduce. 

Among his other works are “A Digest of De- 
cisions on Corporations from 1860 to 1870,” 
(New-York, 1872;) “A Treatise on the Courts of 
the United States and Their Practice,” (2 vols, 
New-York, 1877;) ‘*Dictionary of Terms in 
American and English (2 vols., 
1879,) and the “ National Digest,” which was 
published in five volumes and contained all im- 
| nat ery acts of Congress and decisions of the 

nited States courts, the Circuit and District 
Courts, Court of Claims, &c., from the organiza- 
tion of the Government to December, 1888. 
His “ Judge and Jury,” (New-York, 1880,) is a 
collection of articles contributed anonymously 
to different periodicals, and his “Traveling 
Law School and Famous Trials” (1880) Is a 
juvenile publication in the Chautauqua Reading 
Cirele Series. He supplied many articles 
for the ‘Medical Reference Handbook” and 
acted as editor for the Lawyers’ 2 Sagem 
Publishing Company of Rochester, N. Y. 

He was appointed Secretary of the New-York 
Code Commissioners, and a drafted, 
under general direction of the board, the report 
of a Penal Code, which was submitted to the 
Legislature in 1865, and which afterward be- 
came the bagis for the present Penal Code. He 
was also a contributor on legal topics to the 
editorial columns of THR New-York TIMES, and 
in his early life was associated with his brothers, 
Austin and Lyman, in the authorship of two 
novels, ‘* Cone-cut Corners,” (1855,) and ** Mat- 
thew Caraley,” (1858.) He was the eldest of 
four brothers, who survive him—dAustin, a 
prominent lawyer of this city and an author of 
prominence; Lyman, pastor of Plymouth 
Churoh and author of many religious works, 
and Edward, rector of St. James’s Church, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and an editor and author. 

be Abbott was thoroughly absorbed in his 
work, which was congenial to his tastes, and 
lived quietly without taking active part in 
public life. In 1853 he marrifed Elizabeth Tit- 
comb, daughter of John Titcomb of Farming- 
ton, Me., @ pioneer in the early anti-slavery 
and temperance movemepts in that State. At 
the time of his marriage he became aresident of 
Brooklyn, where most of his life since that 
time had been spent. He united with Plymouth 
Church in 1854, His immediate surviving 
family consists of a widow, a daughter, and a 
son, Arthur Vaughan Abbott, a civil engineer, 


DR. ICHABOD PATTERSON HOYT. 

Dr. Ichabod Patterson Hoyt, City Coroner of 
Danville, Va., died yesterday from pneumonia, 
superinduced from an attack of la grippe, aged 
sixty-seven. Dr, Hoyt was born at Painted 
Post, near Corning, N. Y., Fob. 22,1823. He 
received the rudiments of his education in the 
village school, und afterward graduated from 
the medical department of Geneva College in 
1845. Soon aiter graduating he was appointed 
surgeon in @ Philadelphia hospital and resigned 
to engage in the wholesale drug business in 
Philadelphia. 

He moved to Marion, Smythe County, Va, in 
1860, where he continued in the drug business 
until the breaking outof the war, when he en- 
tered the Confederate Army as a private. He 
rose to the rank of Adjutant. He removed to 
Danville, Va., in 1876, where he engaged in the 
drug business and practiced his profession. 
His first wife was Miss Emily Hutchinson otf 
Philadeiphia. 

He published and edited in Marion the Soulh- 
ern Star, and in Danville edited a paper called 
the Daily Border Express. The former journal 
gained eonsiderable notoriety by its big fight 
against Mahoneism, as exemplified in the man- 
agement of the Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio 
Railroad. 


WILLIAM J. M’ALPINE. 

William Jarvis McAlpine, who died at his 
home at New-Brighton, 8. [, on Sunday, was 
born in New-York City in 1812. In 1827 he 
entered on his life’s work as a civil engineer, 
engaging chiefly in the construction of canals 
and other hydraulic works. He was subse- 
quently engineer of the eastern division of the 
Erie Canal enlargement, and in June, 1846, he 
besame chief engineer of the construction of 
the dry docks at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. In 
1852 he was elected State Engineer, ana from 
1854 to 1856 was State Railroad Commiasioner. 

‘or two years Mr. McAlpine was Acting Pres- 
ident and chief engineer of the Erie Railroad, 
and later wag ehief engineer of several large 
Western roads. The original water works at 
Albany and at Chicago were his work. In 1870, 
at the request of the Austrian Government, he 
prepared plans for the improvement of the 
cataracts of the Danube. As consuiting en- 
gineer he has aided in many great works of late 


years, including the State Capi buildiag at 
Albany. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Samuel H. Knight, who entered the service of tho 
Chicago and Alton Railroad as Paymaster in 1858, 
died at St. Louis, Sunday, For the past twenty 
years Mr. Knight was General Agent of the Alton 
Roadin that city, and was one of the best-known 
railroad menin the West. Prior to that time he 
was Paymaster, Assistant General Superintendent, 
and Division Superintep ‘et and, with the excep- 
tion of two years between 1869 and 1371, when he 
was General Superintendent of the North Missouri, 
now & part of the Wabash Road, he served the Chi- 
cago and Alton continuously for thirty-two years. 
He was universally popular, and his loss is greatly 
regretted in both railroad and business circles. 

Mrs. Jane Twichell-Ware, sister of the Rev. J. H. 
Twichell of Hartford, Conn., and wife of the late 
President E. A. Ware of Atlanta (Ga.) Univeraity, 
died yesterday at her brother’s residence in Hart- 
ford. She went South immediately after the war to 
educate freed mon and taught in Norfolk, Va, 
Charleston, 8. C., and Atlanta.

SUICIDE OF A MILLIONAIRE. 
Niee Dispatch to the London Daily News. 

A shocking suicide oceurred in Nice late on 
Tuesday night. A rich landed proprietor be- 
longing to Bordeaux, namea M, Pierre Ramond- 
ing, who haa spent several Winters there at the 
Ville de Beauvine, shot himself through the 
heart with a revolver. He had made most care- 
ful preparations for his death, having ordered 
a coffin and paid for it a week ago, and 
selected a vault at the cemetery to hold, 
as he said, three persons. He _ spent 
all Tuesday in placing his papers in order, ana 
when his room was entered alter the report of 
the pistol had been heard, his will was found 
upon the table. He leaves the bulk of his 
fortune of over one million of francs to the 
widows and orphans of the victims of the St 
Etienne catastrophe, and the remainder to 
widows of gendarmes. Itis stated that the de- 
ceased, who was a bachelor, had recently shown 
signs of mental derangement. His remains 
were interred yesterday in accordance with the 
directions which he reft.

Tnis Northern Pacitic officer pointed out what 
he called the “manifold advantages” of the 
eontrol of the Baltimore and Onlo by the North- 
ern Pacitic. It was no new discovery, he said.

Every representative railroad man consulted 
regarding the report of the big deal declared 
that it was in nowise improbable, It is exact- 
ly in the line of the policy which if is known 
has been mapped out by Mr. Villard.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 17.—The American Steel 
Barge Company, anew organization composed 
of Chicago, Cleveland, and Detroit capitalists, 
has completed preparations to runaline of 
steel vessels on the lakes. Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co, of this city have been given the contract to 
furnish the steel for three vessels, which, with- 
out the machinery, are to cost $75,000 each. 
They will be 260 feet long over all, 36 feet 
beam, and 22 feet depth of hola. The hull will 
be shaped like the regular modern ocean crait, 
but the bow will be cone-shaped, with the apex 
cut off. The deck will be convex. 

There wili be two turrets on the deck, in 
which will be placed the capstans and steam 
steering apparatus. The hull will have double 
bottoms and eight water-ticht compartments, 
each connected by six-inch pipes and two Wel- 
lington pumps, which will raise 700 tons of 
water per hour. It will require 1,000 tons of 
Stee) to construct each vessel, and they are ex- 
pected to register over 1,100 tons, 

The designer says the vessels, which are an 
innovation in lake craft, will carry 3,000 tons 
of ore or coal er 100,000 bushels of grain, and 
when loaded will draw fifteen feet of water. 
It is understood that the new company is inde- 
pendent of any firm of shippers or consumers,

OF THE COUNTRY. 

Buenos AYRES, Jan. 9.—The financial situa- 

tion here is not alleviated inthe least. Gold 


| Yemains at about 130 per cent premium, and 


imports, which have beeg for some months 
diminishing rapidly, are now at a lower tigure 
than ever as compared with the business of the 
last two years. The good harvest and wool 
crop, with the large attendant export, have not 
yet served to improve the critical period 
through which we are passing, and stock busi- 
ness and speculation, which have so long been 
the life-blood of the prosperity of Buenos 
Ayres, are at a standstill. 

n the provinces inatters are even worse, Ow- 
ing to the unsound system of banking estab- 
lished by the Government free banking law 
and the mortgage banks, the former 
with their millions of paper money, now at so 
heavy a discount, and the latter with their 
Millions of ‘Cedulas” or mortgage bonds, rep- 
resenting probably even now, at the depreciated 
nominal quotations, more than the value of the 
land which forms the security on which they 
are issued. 

The estimates of the wheat harvest place it 
atavery high figure, but itis too evon to be 
able to obtain approximately accurate returns; 
there is, however, no question about the quali- 
ty, which is first-class, and the same may be 
said of the corns, both in quantity and quality.

A BUSY SESSION IN BOTH BRANCHES

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 17.—in the Senate this 
evening Senator MeDonald had the Jersey City 
New City Hall bill reconsidered and sent back 
to the Committee on Municipal Corporations 
foramendment, This is the bill which was so 
drawn as to give Mayor Cleveland complete 
control over the Commissioners appointed to 
build the City Hall under the guise of simply 
giving the Commissioners the power to con- 
demn land needed for the new building.

TRAINING FOR THE NAVY 


BETTER FOR BOYS THAN THE 
MEROHANT SEKVIOL. 


SEVEN HUNDRED AND FIFTY BRIGHT 
LADS WHO HOPE TO BECOME WAR- 
RANT OFFICERS—HOW TO ENLIST. 


A fow days ago the training ship Portsmouth 
sailed from the Brooklyn Navy Yard on a cruise 
to the West Indies, carrying with her 120 of the 
smartest boys now under training in the United 
States Navy, and among them several bricht 
Brooklyn lads, ambitious to reach, some time 
in the future, that toprung of promotion from 
the ranks—the hovorable and well-paid berth 
of warrant officer. There are in all only 750 
boys in the navy; but Secretary Tracy has 
earnestly recommended that the number should 
be doubled, no doubt from a conviction that it 
is upon these trained boys, and not upon the 
polyglot products of the present method of en- 
listment, that our hopes should be founded of 
ultimately manning our reconstructed navy 
with native American sailors of intelligence, 
experience, and patriotism. 

There are many worse things that a young 
lad of spirit, good health, and fair education 
might do than becoming a member of that long 
torpid but now reanimated organization which 
Lincoln once facetiously designated as “ Uncle 
Sam’s web feet.’’ Always assuming, however, 
that the boy has aleaning that way or can find 
nothing better to do, for this sketch is not writ- 
ten with any purpose of encouragement or dis- 
suasion, but merely to state the facts as they 
exist. 

Ifaboy decides to enter the navy there are 
two ways of setting aboutit. He can go either 
a6 an officer orjas a common sailor; only there is 
this one thing to be remembered, that any one 
entering the service as @ boy or a common 
sailor may rise to be a warrant officer, but hoe 
can never hope to tread the quarter deck as a 
commissioned officer. If, on the other hand, 
he elects to go into the merchant service it 
does not very much matter where or how he 
begins—hard work and merit will eventually 


take him tothe top of the tree, though, even 
then, be he ever so gentlemanly or be he ever 
80 clever, the officer of a@ merchantman never 
stands upon anything like the same social 
footing as a naval officer, But there ae 
many boys who could do really well in 
the navy if they did not mind beginning 
at the very bottom of tae ladder and gradually 
working their way up; s0 that it may not be 
altogether useless to show what are the ordi- 
nary boy’s chauces of promotion in the service. 
Let us first take a few figures from the English 
Navy, the only other navy worth consideration 
on the score of pay and promotion. Boys are 
tuken into the English Navy between the ages 
of fifteen and sixteen and one-half years, ana 
by diligence and good conduct can rise, as in 
our Own service, to the rank of warrant officer. 
They must make an engagement to serve for 
ten years from attuining tne age of eighteen, 
and after that age they are rated as ordinary 
seamen of the second-class, andordinary seamen 
and able seamen as soon as they are found 
qualified. When a boy enters the service he re- 
ceives gratuities of $25 for outfit and of $5 for 
bedding, and on being rated a first-class boy he 
receives a further sum of $12 50 for clothing 
purposes. 

The scale of pay, besides a liberal supply of 
provisions at the Government expense, 18 as 
tollows: Boys receive from $45 to $53 a year, 
ordinary seamen from $91 to $114, able seamen 
from $144 10 $160, petty officers from $175 to 
$291, and warrant officers and chief warrant 
officers, the latter a rank unknown in Our navy, 
from $500 to $820 a year. Men are allowed 
pensions after twenty years’ service, or when 
disabled, of from $90 to $260 per annum, and 
those who remain in the service after twent 
years oan obtain larger pensions, arran 
officers reosive pensions rising to $750 a year, 
and pensions are granted to their widows. To 
sum up, then, any ordinary boy who joins the 
English Navy has it within his power to be- 
one day a warrapt ofiicer, and to retire 
with a pension of $750 when he is not of neces- 
sity more than forty years of age. 

Let us now turn to Uncle Sam’s sido of the 
account. Boys of z00d character, who have 
no physical defect and who ean read and write 
fairly well, are admitted into the American 
Navy between the ages of fourteen and eighteen 
begg Between fourteen and fifteen years 

oy must measure 4 feet 9 inches in height an 
weigh not less than 70 pounds; between fifteen 
and sixteen years, feet 11 inches and 80 

ounds; between sixteen and seventeen years, 
feet 1 inch and 90 pounds, and between seven- 
teen and eighteen years, 5 feet 2inches and 100 
ounds. They mustserve till the age of twenty- 
tae as boys or junior seamen, and alter that age 


they rank as seamen or petty officers. They 
are how allowed a sum of $45 for outfit, 
a facts which considerably enhances the 
advantages of the service. To discover the 
exactinumber of petty ofticers on board a fully- 
equipped ship is a@ puzzling affair; but, at all 
events, the number of these minor prizes is en- 
couragingly large, while still higher up, as the 
final goal of the common sailor’s aspirations, 
are the four warrant officerships—held by the 
boatswain, the carpenter, the gunner, and the 
sailmaker—whose pay and privileges, mark 16 
well, are the same as those of the junior ofiicers, 

And now for the rates of pay. The pay of boys 
enlisted as third-class apprentices is $9 a 
month; the next promotion, to second-class, 
brings $10; the next, to first-class apprentice, 
$lla month. Further on we have second-class 
seamen apprentices, with $19 a month, followed 
by first-class seamen apprentices, with $24 a 
month. The latter two grades correspond re- 
spectively to ordinary seamen and able seamen 
or simply seamen, whose pay is also $19 and 
$24, 6 ean thus see that a first-class seaman, 
appentice, or a seaman receives $288 a year, a 
suin which is $128 in excess of the highest paia 
to a first-class seaman in the British service. 
There is, besides, the daily ration of 80 cents, 
which runs through the ship from the ap- 
prentice to the commander, for, strange 
as it may appear, Unele Sam distributes 
just the same quality of loaf to the 
officer as to the apprentice, and that, too, only 
when on sea duty. There are no other allow- 
acces made to the oflicers whatsvever; they 
have to furnish ali their own mess equipments 
and everything else, and ali their entertaining 
—often a heavy itemin theirexpenses—has to 
be done by private money. In the British 
baval service, besides the actual pay, there are 
extra money allowances made, the amount of 
which depends upon cireumstances and upon 
the partof the woridin which the officer may 
be serving. Thus, for instance, a Lieutenant in 
command, who receives #1,000 per annum pay, 
gots an allowance of frem $230 to $595 a year; 
but here it will be sufficient to note that, even 
noluding this occasional allowance, the pay of 

British naval officer of the lower grades falls 
considerably short of that of au American 
Lieutenant or boatawain. 

The exact pay of British Junior officers is as 
follows: A naval cadet receives $90 a year, less 
than a third-olass apprentice gets in our navy; 

midshipman, $160 a year; a Sub-Lieutenant, 

455; a Lieutenant, $915; a Captain, from 
$2,050 to $3,000 per annum, There are now no 
midshipmen in the American Navy, > order 
of promotion up to Captain being as follows: 
Naval cadet, Ensign, Junior Lieutenant, Lieu- 
tenant, Lieutenant Commander, Commander, 
Captain. The pay of a warrant officer being 
the same as that of the Lieutenancy grades, 
wo find that the income to Which a poor boy 
may reasonably look forward to attaining 
in the American Navy varies from $1,200 to 
$1,900 a year, with board and lodging, At the 
age of sixty-two years he can retire with a pen- 
sion of thrée-fourths of his eurrent pay, just the 
same as a commissioned officer; that is, he can 
carry with him on his retirement a perpetual 
order On the Treasury fora sum of from $900 
to $1,425 a year, the lowest figure of which 
considerably beats the $750 which is the 
utmost limit of the British warrant officers 
pension. ‘The latter, however, has one great 
advantage, and one which inures to.the good of 
she service by hastening promotion, viz., that 

@ Gan earry away his $750 when he is not more 
than forty years of age. 

Any ordinary boy, then, who joins the Amer- 
ican Navy, bas itin his power to become some 
day a warrant officer, wear a@ handsome uni- 
form, and draw substantial pay and rations 
while visiting the four quarters of the globe in 
the service of his country, and, of course, fight- 
ing her battlesif need should arise. Suppose 
he does not attain to warrant, rank there is still 
the middle grade of the petty officer, who re- 
coives from $27 to $70 a month, and can retire 
with a pension after thirty years’ service. 

A seaman’s privileges are considerable. He 
is discharged every three years, and each first- 
class Continuous service certificate entitles him 
to $1 a month of good conduct pay, and three 
monthe’ leave on full pay, on condition that he 
re-enlisto within three months. A boy has 
almost unlimited daily liberty, and while in 

ort, if his home is near, he can stay away 

bere from Saturday to Monday, if he is not in 
debt, In addition to this, frequent.short fur- 
loughs of from three to six days are given to 
enable beys and men to visit distant relatives, 
and always on full pay. And, finally, there are 
all those chances of promotion and pension 
above descrited to encourage the young sailors 
to lead a steady, industrious, and orderly life. 

In the merchant service, though a man be 
Captain of the finest elipper, or even of a steam- 
ship, if he falls sick or is compelled by any cir- 
cumstance to refire, he has nothing whatever 
to fall back upon but the traditionary midship- 
men’s half pay of “nothing a year and find 
yourself.” Nor is theré any comparisou be- 
tween tle hardships of men-of-war’s men and 
of merchant sailors, for the namber of a man- 
of-war’s crew, which is proportioned to the guns 
to be fought, and not to handing and resting, 
makes all the work of the seaman light. ‘There- 
fore, looking at all sides of the questien, to an 
ordinary boy, having no special bias either one 
way or the other, the navy would seem to offer 
advantages over the merobant 
service.

THE BEHRING SHA QUESTION, 


JUDGE DRAKE SAYS THIS COUNTRY 
HAS NO JURISDICTION THERE. 


VicroriA, B. C., Feb. 17.—Justice Drake of 
the British Columbian Supreme Court has ren- 


ernment of the United States has no jurisdiction 
over Behring Sea outside of the marine league 
limit. The question came before the court in a 
civil suit brought by Henry Baxter of Seattle, 
Washington, against Solomon Jacobs of Vio- 
toria for violation of a sealing contract. 
Jacobs is the owner of the schooners Mollie 
Adams and Webster. In January, 1889, Jacobs 
contracted to sell to Baxter, in Seattle, at a 
Stipulated price, all the sealskins taken by his 
two vessels during that year. The schooner 


Webster was lost in a storm, but in Aprii, 1889, 
the Moliie Adams delivered her season’s catch 
to Baxter. 

A verbal agreement was then entered into by 
Jacobs and Baxter to the effect that the Mollie 
Aams was to return and take seal in Bebring 
Sea and deliver the skins to Baxter at the price 
stipulated in the contract. 

The Adams went to Behring Sea and returnea 
last November, but instead of delivering the 
skins to Baxter, Jacobs sola them in Victoria, 
Baxter then brought sult against Jacobs for 
damages by breach of contract. The defense 
held that the contract was not valid, as sealing 
in Behring Sea was in violation of the United 
States statutes, and called Mr. Johnson of 
Port fownsend as a legal expert to establish in 
court the American law relating thereto, He 
read sections of the statutes governing such 
cases, the amendments enacted by Congress in 
1889, and the President's proclamation. 

The ceurt, however, decided that the contract 
was valid and refused to recognize the juris- 
diction of the Unitet States in Behring Sea 
outside of one marine league from the shore of 
American territory. It was held that the law 
existing where the coutract was made had no 
bearing in court. Baxter was awarded $4,191 
damages, Both defendant and plaintiff are 
American citizens, and the schooner is an 
American vessel. 


SWINDLED BY A MEDIUM. 


AN OLD FARMER’S COMPLAINT AGAINST 
A SPIRITUALIST. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y.,. Feb. 17.—A strange case 
of alleged delusion, credulity, and fraud has 
come to light in the Pennsylvania farming 
town of Lathrop, just across the New-York 
border, There are quite a number of Spiritual- 
ists and faith curists in the town, and among 
them is Paul Hill, a well-to-do old farmer, noted 
for his eccentricities. His neighbors, Mr. and 
Mrs. Philander Brown, are also of the Spirit- 
ualist school, the woman being a professed 
Medium. One day last week Hill caused the 
arrest of the Browns on the charge that they 
had defrauded him of $2,700 by means of pre 
tended communications from the spirit world 

The old farmer testitied 1n court at the exam- 
ination of the prisoners that for a long time Le 
was an attendant at Mrs. Brown's séances and 
fully belicved in her miraculous powers, and 
that tinally when he received written commu- 
nications through her purporting to come from 
his deceased parents and from the Saviour of 
mankind, directing him from time to time to 
hand over certain sums of money to Mr. and 
Mrs, Brown for spiritual and holy uses, he com- 
plied with the commands. The prisoners had 
xotfrom him altogether, he said, something 
over $2,700. 

The Browns, in their own dofense, denied 
that they had practiced any fraud on the com- 
Ppiainant or received from him any such large 
suin 4s he had named. They admitted receiy- 
ing certain small sums, but asserted that he 
had voluntarily placed the money in their 
hands for safe keeping against imaginary cred- 


itors. 

Tho Justice who heard the case placed the 
prisoners under $1,500 bonds to answer before 
the Grand vury. 


FLOODS IN QUEENSLAND. 


LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY IN THE 
BRITISH OOLONY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—Reports from North- 
ern Queensland received by the Sydney steam- 
er show that floods have done great damage 
in that colony. Between Dec. 25 and Jan. 
2 forty-nine inches of rain fell at Cardwell, and 
at other places the rainfall was nearly as heavy, 
At Normanton the railway was nine feet under 
water. At Croypon mails were carried in boats, 
and relief parties were sent out to rescue set- 
tlers who had taken refuge in the trees. 

Ordinarily Glastenbury Creek is a shallow 
stream, but in consequence of the heavy rain 
it came down ina wall of water twenty feet 
high. Three houses were washed ay and 
many acres under cultivation along the banks 
were flooded, resulting in great damage. 
prospector named Coomber, with his wife and 
three ehildren, was liying in a house on the 
river bank. The house was washed away and 
the woman and three children were drowned. 
Coomber saved himself by clinging to a tree 
through the night, where he was found ex- 
hausted the following morning. On Eel River

To his 
party he has done a substantial service by 
surrendering in time, for it was plainly the 
disposition of the friends of the fair to hold 
the party responsible for the acts of its 
leader. For himself, however, his capitu- 
lation accomplishes little. He had for- 
gotten that in affronting the people ofa 
great city he took risks not involved in the 
management of caucuses and conven- 
tions, and he went so far in in- 
solence and indiscretion as to make 
enemies of many leading Republicans whose 
support has been no iess necessary to 
him in the past than it will be desirable in 
future. Wemay not have a World’s Fair 
jin 1892. That is a future event and nat- 
urally uncertain. But if we do have a fair

Westinghouse electric system. The result 
of the two contracts for subway construc- 
tion will be in effect to give control of the 
subways for telegraph and telephone wires 
to one great combination using such wires, 
and the control of those for high-tension 
wires to another great combination 
using those wires. The danger is 
that two practical monopolies will 
thus be established, for though the 
law and the contracts require that subways 
shall be provided for all wires, and that 
those owning and using the wires shall 
have equal privileges in the subways on 
the same terms, it is evident that the power 
that controls the construction and mainte- 


criminate in favor of itself and against 
rivals and competitors in many ways for 
which it will be difficult to get rodress. 
Nominal control of the subways will re- 
main in public authorities, but we have 
had experience of how that may be swayed 
by corporate influence. 

Certain journalsin the West seem to be 
willing that their readers should suppose 
that the Sugar Trust would be crippled or 
destroyed by the removal of the duty on 
raw sugar, when, in fact, any reduction of 
the duty on raw sugar would directly serve 
the interests of the Trust if it should not 
be accompanied by an equal or a greuter 
reduction of the duty on refined sugar. 
For example, the Burlington (Iowa) Hawk- 
Eye, in replying to a contemporary that ap- 
pears to believe that “the duty on sugar, 
which costs the American people $60,000,- 
000 annually, is responsible for the Trust,” 
seems to fall into the same error. The duty 
that costs $60,000,000 is not the duty that 
helps the Trust—the Trust relies upon 
the duty on refined grades, which yields 
scarcely any revenue. In 1888 the duty on 
raw sugar, the Trust’s raw material, yielded 
$50,647,000 inrevenue. The refiners paid 
this tax on the imported raw sugar and then 
collected it from the people. But the duty 
on refined sugar yielded only $6,337, be- 
cause it was high enough to be prohibitory. 
A legislator may talk and vote for the re- 
moval of the duty on raw sugar—the duty 
which “costs the American people sixty 
millions annually,” or nearly that sum—and 
still be a tool and supporter of the Sugar 
Trust. But if he demands tho removal of 
the duty on refined sugar by which the 
Trust has.collected many millions for it- 
self, over and above the sixty millions, 
more or less, that have been paid by con- 
sumers to the National Treasury, or if he 
asks that three-quarters of that duty shall 
be taken off with the entire duty on raw 
sugar, he then strikes the Trust a hard 
blow. There is room for sharp practice in 
the readjustment of the sugar duties, 


The proposal to ehange the names of 
Ninth and Tenth avenues above Sixty- 
fourth and Seventieth streets respectively 
seems of little consequence, but really it is 
of much to property holders and residents 
in the region affected. Not very long ago 
it was shown that the continuance abreast 
of the Park of the system of numbering 
houses on the west. side that was adopted 
below the Park had an actual and injurious 
effect on their rental value. The samo ef- 
fect may be produced, though in a less 
degree, by continuing the nomenclature 
of Ninth and Tenth avenues, that of Elev- 
enth and Twelfth avenues having been 
changed already. Whoever lives on them 
will naturally want to dissociate his resi- 
dence from the more unsavory parts of 
Ninth and Tenth avenues down town. The 
petition of the West End Association should 
be granted, although the petitioners might 
have substituted more characteristic names 
than ‘‘ Columbia” and ‘ Hoiland” for the 
names to which they object. 

ALL AGREED FOR A. WORLD'S FAIR. 

The meeting at the Cooper Union last 
night had a most dramatic ending which 
will revive the hopes of New-Yorkers for a 
great World’s Fair in 1892. It was in 
every respect a remarkable gathering, and 
by its size and enthusiasm demonstrated 
that the people of this city are in earnest 
in their desire for the fair and their de- 
termination to have its management kept 
free from politics. The meeting was called 
asa protest against what was believed to 
be the effort of THomas C. PLaTT to make 
the management of the fair subservient to 
the interests of the Republican Party or to 
defeat the project altogether. Its purpose 
was to demand the passage of the bill at 
Albany as it was prepared, creating a 
non-partisan commission which would 
fairly represent the interests of the city. 
Nearly all those taking a prominent part in 
the meeting were well-known Republicans, 
and the chief speakers were such leaders of 
the party as CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW and ex- 
Senator MILLER, and yet the contention of 
Puatr and his supporters had been that the 
bill which was demanded by these men was 
not only a Democratic measure but a Tam- 
many measure. The speeches were directed 
mainly against this pretense. Mr. DEPEW 
showed, as had been conclusively shown 
before, that there was neither politics nor 
partisanship in the plans that were to be 
embodied 1n legislation. 

The meeting would have been a notable 
one and must have produced effect had it 
been confined to its original purpose. It 
would have served to impress upon the 
public mind the importance of a World’s 
Fair to New-York and to deepen the con- 
viction that the commission proposed in the 
original bill sent to Albany was properly 
constituted and ought not to be changed. 
It would have conveyed a pointed and em- 
phatic rebuke from the peopleof New-York, 
irrespective of party, to the wretched spirit 
of partisanship which Lad been invoked to 
produce the perilous dead-lock at Albany 
and defeat the hopes and oxpectations of 
the people. But all tho while unseen 
forces appear to have been working 
behind the scenes ior the production, 
of a dramatic effect. The speakers may 
have been conscious of this, but apparently 
they were uncertain as to whether the 
transformation scene would come off. It 
seems that a compromise had been sug- 
gested by Mr. DEPEw and laid before Sen- 


ator Hiscock and Mr. Pratt, who were 


supposed to hold the fate of the bill at Al- 
bany in their hands. This consisted simply 
in requiring the consent of two-thirds of 
the members of the proposed commission to 
any important action taken by it. Nobody 
could claim that two-thirds would be under 
the control or influence of any political 
party or faction, and if it was non-partisan 
in all its plans and purposes there would be 
no difficulty in two-thirds of its members 
agreeing. 

When the meeting was called nothing 
was known of such a compromise, and 
when the audience gathered last night it 
had no intimation that anything of the 
kind was in the air. Mr. DEPEW was 
aware that the atmosphere was charged 
with it, but apparently not conscious of 
the electrical effect it was to produce. The 
first dramatic situation was brought about 
when he was able to announce a dispatch 
from Senator Hiscock assenting to it, but 
the climax was reached when a breath- 
less messenger came from Mr. PLatr 
in the person of JoHN F. PLUMMER, 
giving in his adhesion. Mr. PLatT 
had been charged with wishing to defeat 
the holding of the fair in New-York, and 
even of working with the secret purpose of 
carrying it to Washington if it was to be 
held at all. But whatever his open or secret 
purpose may have been, he eyidently saw 
the opportunity now of getting out of a po- 
sition fraught with great peril for himself. 
He avowed his ardent desire to have the 
World’s Fair in New-York, his anxiety only 
for assurance that its management would 
not be controlled to the advantage of the 
Democratic Party, and his willingness to 
accept the proposition of Mr. DEPEW 
as sufficient guarantee on _ that 
point. This announcement operated like 
an electric shock to bring all the. ele- 
ments together and dispel the storm of 
contention. The feeling that pervaded the 
great hall of the Cooper Union was that 
the one great obstacle that stood in the way 
had been removed, and that no doubt was 
left of the prompt action of the Legislat- 
ure, to be speedily followed by favorable 
action at Washington. Whether this feel- 
ing was justified will soon appear. There 
can hardly be a doubt of agreement at Al- 
bany, for Mr. DEPEW’s proposition seems to 
have the hearty assent of those who have 
been working with him for the fair, 
and if PxLatr withdraws his opposi- 
tion his representatives in the Senate 
and Assembly will ratify the compromise. 
It is rather humiliating to have to admit 
that a majority of the Legislature of this 
State waits upon the ncd of one man, but 
that seems to be the fact. If in reality the 
agreement reached last night removes all 
obstacles out of the way of the World’s Fair 
in New-York in 1892, it behooves the peo- 
ple to take hold of the enterprise with re- 
newed zeal and spirit, but not to forget the 
man who has assumed to dictate to them 
whether they should have it or not and to 
control the action of the Legislature with 
regard to it. 


IN THE HANDS OF THE POTTERS. 
When the Senate Tariff bill was made up 
last Winter it was generally supposed that 
the force of impudent exaction could no 
further go. The bill was proclaimed as the 
reply of the Republican leaders to the ‘ de- 
mand of the country” made in the elections 
of the previous year. So expert a judge of 
elections as Mr. Hiscock of this State de- 
fended the bill on the ground that the peo- 
ple had declared for protection, and this 
was protection, asimple and beautiful ex- 
ample of syllogism, in which the logic was 
as sound as the premises were false. There 
were more elections last Fall, and not even 
Mr. Hiscock would venture to say that in 
them the people declared for protection. 
They certainly did not do so in the State of 
the Chairman of the Senate Committee nor 
in the State of the Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, since each State 
elected a tariff-reform Governor on a tariff- 
reform platform. And yet the Republican 
leaders are plainly bent on increasing du- 
ties beyond even the extravagant limits 
reached by the Senate bill of last Winter. 

Take, for instance, the duties on im- 
ported pottery. Mr. MCKINLEY represents 
in the House the district of East Liverpool, 
Ohio, in which there is a large pottery ixz- 
terest. Perhaps, it is not too much to say 
that he represents the owners of the pot- 
teries and lets the rest of the people of the 
district look out for themselves. By the 
Tariff act of 1883 the duties on packages 
and coverings and on inland freight were 
abolished, and the duty on plain china and 
earthenware was advanced from 45 per 
cent, to 55 per cent.; on decorated ware the 
duty was advanced from 50 per cent. to 60 
percent. This was an increase of 22 per 
cent. on plain and of 20 per cent. on dec- 
orated ware, and was justified by Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY as an offset to the repeal of the 
duties on packages and on inland freight. 
The Senate bill of last year proposed to re- 
duce these duties to 50 per cent. for plain 
and to 55 per cent. for decorated. Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY has succeeded in passing a bill 
through the House which restores the 
duties on packages and on inland freights. 
Logically, therefore, he should be eager to 
reduce the duties on pottery to where they 
were before the duties on packages and 
freights were repealed, i. ¢., to 45 per cent. 
on plain and 50 per cent. on decorated pot- 
tery. But instead of that he has just put 
through the Ways and Means Committee a 
clause imposing higher duties than those of 
the Senate bill, the same duties, in fact, as 
are now collected when packages and 
feeights are free, namely, 55 per cent. and 
60 per cent. 

So much for the tender mercy of Mc- 
KINLEY for the consumer. Now mark what 
the potters of East Liverpool would make 
by this device. The average duty on im- 
ported pottery under the present law is 
over 58 per cent. Mr. McKINLEY has as- 
serted that the duties on packages and 


freights were equivalent to at, least 
20 per cent, He proposes to restore 
those duties without reducing the 


duties on pottery. In other words, he 
proposes to increase the duties on all 
kinds of pottery to an average of 78 per 
cent. This advance will be substantially a 
free gift to the potters, for they are already 
able sufficiently to compete with the for- 
eign ware to make a handsome profit. 
These same East Liverpool men recently 
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submitted to an English syndicate desiring 
to purchase their establishments a state- 
ment that their net profits for the past five 
years had been 20 per cent. per annum. 
They need no additional protection there- 
fore. Moreover, as isthe custom of these 


crease of duty is the heaviest on the kind 
of goods most used by persons of moderate 
means—on what is known as “printed” 
ware, This is classed as “‘ decorated,” butit 
is an extremely cheap ware which has 
steadily taken the place of plain or white 
ware, being very little, if any, more ex- 
pensive and in many ways more desirable 
for common use, The packages of this 
kind of ware are necessarily more expensive 
in preportion to value than in the case of 
goods of higher price, and Mr. MOKINLEY’s 
scheme of reimposing the duties on pack- 
ages and on freights will be a greater bur- 
den to consumers who use these goods than 
to the wealthier, who can afford to use the 
goods properly classed as decorated. The 
advantage to the American favorites of the 
tariff is the greater also, because they are 
more and more in the habit of shipping tho 
commoner goods in carload lots without 
any packages whatever. Within the last 
thirty years the “protection” to American 
potteries has been advanced from 24 per 
cent. in 1861 to 58 per cent. in 1883, an 
increase of 141 percent. When will they 
cease to be “infants” requiring nursing at 
the public expense? 

PROGRESS OF 
COPYRIGHT. 

The agreement by the House Patents 
Committee unanimously to report favor- 
ably the International Copyright bill as 
already favorably reported by the Senate 
committee, and to be favorably reported 
by the House Judiciary Committee, makes 
the situation of that measure exceedingly 
encouraging, especially as these various 
committees are cordially enlisted in support 
of the bill. It is fairly to be hoped that it 
may now pass Congress, and the chances of 
its doing so will be increased if the bill is 
pressed with earnestness in its present form 
and without amendment. Thisis essential, 
because the bill as it is now presented, after 
exhaustive discussion and study in the 
various committees, commands the hearty 
support of all the various interests affected 
by it. No change is needed to make it as 
fair and complete and satisfactory to all 
concerned as such a measure can be, while 
any amendment would be very likely to 
retard the bill, and possibly kill it. Indeed, 
that would be the only motive apparent for 
now underiaking to modify it. 

By the exercise of infinite patience, in- 
dustry, and good will the friends of inter- 
national copyright have succeeded in se- 
curing the co-operation of the authors, 
through the American Copyright League; 
of the publishers, through the American 
Publishers’ Copyright League; of the em- 
ploying printers, through the Typotheta, 
and of the working printers, through the 
Typographical Union. The Dill has also 
been emphatically indorsed by the News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, largely rep- 
resenting precisely those journals which 
have been erroneously supposed to be likely 
to be injured by its operation. This sin- 
gularly complete union of varied interests 
has overcome all sectional differences, and 
the movement is as thoroughly sustained 
in St. Louis and in St. Paul as in New-York; 
in San Francisco, Chicago, and Cincinnati 
as in Boston. Nor should it be forgotten 
that the billis in the widest sense one for 
the defense of American interests. Di- 
rectly andindirectly the interests we seek 
to protect abroad and at home are as im- 
portant and as extensive as the interests of 
foreigners, to which we propose to do 
partial justice. Nor that alone; we cannot 
persist in the narrow policy that, greatly 
to our disadvantage as well as our dis- 
credit, we have heretofore pursued, without 
inviting reprisals. Count DE Kf&RaATRY has 
recently said that if this measure were not 
enacted the French Gevernment would find 
it very difficult to resist the demand that 
American exports and American patents 
should be subjected to a discriminating tax. 
It may well be that such a policy would 
find favor with the present French Parlia- 
ment, which is strongly inclined to pro- 
tection. It would be a very easy and very 
inexpensive defense against it to enact a 
measure which is in the highest degree ad- 
vantageous to our own interests. 

PROMPT ACTION IN OREGON. 

The story told by Mr. FRANcIS BLAKE 
before the Thursday Club in Boston about 
the discovery of tuberculosis in his herd of 
choice cows and the killing of six of the 
animals was not especially creditable to 
the sanitary authorities of the city or the 
State. The cows were inspected at the sug- 
gestion of the owner, and were killed by 
his direction. Mr. BLAKE said that he dis- 
covered, after conversation with the physi- 
cian who is employed by the Board of 
Health as inspector of milk in Boston, 
“that although the city of Boston, through 
its inspector, is ever on the alert to detect 
and punish him who adds a little harmless 
water tohis merchantable milk, it is totally 
blind to a free sale of the germs of death 
whicb may be contained in the milk of in- 
fected cows.” The reported failure of the 
sanitary authorities to take active meas- 
ures for the suppression of tuberculosis in 
herds and to prevent the sale of the milk 
of tuberculous cows is noteworthy, not be- 
cause the State is exceptionally lax with 
respect to such matters, but because it is 
among the foremost in sanitary work and 
has been served by sanitary effieers of 
marked ability. 

If Mr. BLAKE had been a resident of Ove- 
gon and had found tuberculosis in his herd 
there, he would scarcely have been able to 
complain of any lack of interest on the part 
ofthe authorities, The recent experience of 
Mr. W.S. Lapp, a banker of Portland, in 
that State, shows that ample provision has 
been made there for the suppression of the 
disease in herds and the protection of con- 
sumers of milk. 

Mr. Lapp had on his farm, near East 
Portland, a herd of 158 Jerseys, supposed 
to be worth $35,000. For 27 of them he 
had paid $12,000 in the East. He had 
nearly 100 milch cows. It was discovered 
in January that several of the cows had 
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Dr. WITHYCOMBE, the State Veterinarian, 
and he reported the facts to the Domestic 
Animal Commission of the State, which 
consists of the Governor, the Secretary of 
State, and the President of the State Agri- 
cultural Association. _ On the 22d ult. the 
instructions of the commission to Dr. 
WITHYCOMBE were published. 

These were that all of Mr. LApp’s cattle 
that were affected with tuberculosis should 
be killed at once; that their carcasses 
should be buried or burned; that all cat- 
tle in the same herd that had been ex- 
posed should be isolated and kept in 
strict quarantine, and should be killed 
within six months, 
dered,” said the commission, “that said 
owner be notified not to dispose of to 
other persons the milk or butter , made 
from the milk of any of said diseased or 
exposed cattle.” 

In obedience to these instructions thirty- 
four animals were killed. Only a few of 
these wore diseased, but the autherities 
preferred to be on the safe side. It is not 
known, the Oregonian says, that the dis- 
ease has appeared in any other herd in the 
State, and itis the purpose of the commis- 
sion to remove all traces of it. The com- 
mission gave notice that it would recom- 
mend the payment of $2 per head for the 
killing of the infected cattle and the de- 
struction of their carcasses, and would ap- 
praise at $10 per head the value of those 
which had been exposed and mustbe killed 
in six months. But the owner must wait 
until the money shall have been appropri- 
ated by the Legislature. He loses substan- 
tially the entire value and cost of the herd. 

If similar measures should be takenin 
this State the number of milch cows would 
be decreased by a considerable percentage. 
Within two years the presence of many 
tuberculous cows inthe dairy herds near 
this city and Brooklyn has been reported 
by competent veterinarians, and by one 
who has taken adeep interest in the sub- 
ject it was estimated that 20 percent. of 
the cows in these herds were infected. 


SOCIALISM AND IMPERIALISM. 


It has already been announced that the 
German Socialists have abandoned their 
project of a general strike in May, by 
reason of the small specific concessions 
made to them, and the large and vague ex- 
pressions of good-will bestowed upon them 
in the Emperor’s rescripts. In commenting 
upon this annourcement we remarked that 
@ more natural result of the rescripts 
would be to embojden the Socialists, 
They could hardly be expected to be- 
lieve that such an expression from such 
® source proceeded from sympathy or 
from any other feeling but fear, and they 
would be-apt to accept it as simply a trib- 
ute totheir power. This concession, they 
would argue, was extorited from the most 
powerful of living monarchs—for upon the 
whole the Emperor of Germany is that— 
by the firm opposition they had already 
made, and the way to further concessions, 
even to the fulfillment of their programme, 
must be sought in a continuance of that 
opposition and in refusing to be either 
bullied or wheedled out of any part of 
their demands, 


Thisis the view taken by JOHN Burns, the 
English Socialist, who organized the dock 
strike in London and carried it to a remarka- 
ble success. It is almost needless to say 
that the leaders of the English Socialists are 
very much better educated and, in general, 
much better intentioned men than the lead- 
ers of “Labor” on this side of the ocean. 
WILLIAM Morris, HYNDMAN, and BuRNS 
himself have taken up the workingmen’s 
cause, not being themselves of the working 
classes, out of the sympathy which the 
condition of “the residuum” in Eng- 
land is very well adapted to awaken 
in any reflective mind unless it be 
accompanied by avery hard heart. More- 
over, none of them has been plausibly 
accused of seeking by his agitation any 
political preferment or any pecuniary bene- 
fit for himself. Whatever distrust we may 
entertain of the methods of such men, it is 
impossible not to sympathize with their 
objects and to admire their devotion. It is 
significant that one of them should deseribe 
the concessions of the Emperor contemptu- 
ously as a sop to Cerberus, and should pre- 
dict that “it will but whet the appetite of 
the working classes and increase their dis- 
content with the existing order of things.” 


There is at least so much of truth in this 
view that the workingmen, in a country 
where the lines between classes are drawn 
as hard and fast as they are drawn in Ger- 
many, view with suspicion any concessions 
offered to them by the classes above them. 
They fear the Greeks even bearing gifts. 
Whatever they get, ostensibly as a matter 
of free grace, they are necessarily disposed 
to look upon as at most but an installment 
of their claims and their rights. One of 
the first efforts of a ruler, or an 
aristocratic Government, in seeking to 
bring about a _ better understanding, 
ought to be to allay this suspicion. 
One of the most sensible things in 
the Emperor's rescripts, accordingly, was 
the proposition that a delegation of work- 
ingmen selected by the workingmen them- 
selves should represent the body in all con- 
ferences with the employers and with the 
Government. It is, perhaps, rather a pity 
that the Emperor did not take some repre- 
sentatives of the working classes into his 
confidence before issuing his conciliatory 
manifestoes. It would be easy to get from 
such men an authentic notion of what the 
working classes want and with what they 
will be content, and it would then be possi- 
ble to ascertain how far the Government 
could safely go toward meeting their views. 

Of course it could not go any distance at 
all toward meeting the views of radical 
Socialists like BuRNS whose discontent is 
with “the existing order of things.” The 
German Empire itself is the existing order 
of things in Germany, and it has not shown 
the least desire to abdicate in order to 
please the Socialists. There will be some 
irreconcilables, whatever is done or at- 
tempted. The practical question is whether 
the German Government can make such 
concessions as will detach from the Social- 
ist Party the mass of workingmen who do 
not care to carry their grievances into 
politics if they can help it. 

It is to be borne in mind that Germany is 


“Tt is further or- 


by no means in a condition to establish a 
Socialist republic, even if that were the 


wish of the German people. That could 
only follow after the sword was beaten into 


a sickle, and that time is very far off. If 
Germany should disarm herself, presently 
there would be no Germany, and that is a 
consummation which the mass of German 
workingmen are as little anxious as any 
other class of Germans to bring about. It. 
is necessary to the national existence of 
Germany that it should be a fighting power 
of the first-class, and that requisite is ad- 
mirably fulfilled under “the existing 
order of things.” The question is 
what can be done to improve 
the condition of the working people in 
Germany without compromising the na-. 
tional security. Germany cannot disarm 
alone. BISMARCK’s word was quite true 
The Germans cannot afford to be the carp 
in the European fish pond. On the other 
hand without disarmament, as we havesaid 
before, there does not seem to be much that 
can be-done toward lightening the burden 
of German workingmen. Unless a general 
reduction of armaments be practicable 
nothing is practicable that will long allay 
the discontent of the industrial classes not 
merely in Germany but in all the military 
nations of Europe. , 

The desire of the Government to make 
service in the army attractive is once more 
shown by its orders in regard to furloughs 
and re-enlistments. Soldiers who re-enlist 
are to have a furlough for either three or 
four months, according to circumstances, 
with freedom to go anywhere within the 
United States. This furlough is also to be 
granted even when the soldier’s re-enlist- 
ment is made at a depot of the general re- 
cruiting service at any time within one 
month from the date of his discharge. This 
would make a maximum possibility of five 
months of absence from his old company. 
Another privilege granted to the soldier 
who re-enlists is that of selecting the com- 
pany or regiment to which he is to be 
assigned unless it should be already full, a8 
it is never likely to be. Such concessions 
as these, with the constant eftorts going on 
to improve the rations, clothing, barracks, 
and routine of duties, and to supply more 
amusements and comforts, ought, with 
longevity pay and the retirement priv- 
ilege, to have their effect in making the 
troops more attached to the service and 
better satisfied to re-enlist. 


A British Columbian Judge has decided 
that the United States Government does 
not possess jurisdiction in Behring Sea be- 
yond a marine league from its shores. This 
decision is of importance to one SOLOMON 
JACOBS, because under it he must pay 
$4,000 and more, damages for having 
agreed to sell to’one Henry BAXTER the 
sealskins he might take in Behring Sea and 
then having sold them to somebody else. 
His defense’ was, it appears, that, since 
his poaching had been contrary to Amer- 
ican laws, the contract was void. If this is 
all there is of the case, substantial justice 
may have been meted out to this rather 
shifty defendant; still, the decision of 
Justice DRAKE will probably not alarm 
the Washington authorities. DANIEL WEB- 
STER, while Secretary of State, said in one 
of the lust public speeches he ever made: 
“Tt is not to be expected that the United 
States will submit their rights to be ad- 
judicated upon in the petty tribunals of 
the Provinces”; and it is hardly more nec: 
essary in our day to go for lessons as to 
our international rights even to the Su- 
preme Court of British Columbia. Never- 
theless, it did not need this case of SOLo- 
MON JACOBS to convince a good many 
Americans that a claim to the exclusive 
ownership of half of Behring Sea is rather 
preposterous. The Government should put 
an end to the present prolonged contro- 
versy by negotiating with Great Britain 
for the continuance of our police duty in 
these waters so as to preserve the seals 
from extermination, in the interest of all 
nations, and without making wholly need- 
less and extravagant claims of exclusive 
jurisdiction for all purposes.

THE MORA PAINTINGS. 


To-nightand to-morrow night the paintings 
belonging to Mr. Fausto Mora will be sold at 
the Fifth-Avenue Auction Rooms, 240 Fifth- 
avenue, by Johan H. Draper. Mr. Mora, who isa 
brother of the photographer of the name,has got 
together a large collection of works by modern 
painters of Italy and Spain, by a dozen French- 
men, and half a dozen Americans. The two piot- 
ures which will get most attention are by 
Frenchmen. An early specimen of Jules Breton 
is “ La Baigneuse,” painted in 1862 before he 
began to work the vein of J. F. Millet in his 
own fashion, producing peasant women and 
genre pictures from lower-class people 
wrought in «a sweet and somewhat 
sentimental way, but with great skill. 
“La Baigneuse” is a very largé nude 
‘woman with a gauzy drapery enveloping 
her. The influence of the classicals is seen very 


| plainly in this robustly painted figure, with its 


thoughtful face, somewhat onthe. type of Ma- 
donnas, full torso and limbs, and meaningless 
position. Its chief defect isa pair of feet only 
half the size of those which a human being of 
her inches would need for ordinary locomotion. 
But it is an able work, all the same, and inter- 
esting for comparison with the later pictures 
by Jules Breton. There is no sign whatever 
that the figure is meant to represent a as@ht 
woman or country maid,” for neither nor 
extremities warrant that assumption. The 
Picture was shown at Ghent in 1862 ana is 
said tohave remained for many years iu the 
collection of Mr. Charles de Smet de Naeyer. 
Another French work of some mark is Aim6é 
Morot’s cavalry combat between a French 
trooper and a Prussian cuirassier, called 
“Episode of the Battle of Gravelotie,” a stir- 
ring scene of war in which the Frenchman is 
without the protection of his helmet, but the 
German is for tae moment in abadcase.

Homer has seized very capitally the character- 
istios of men who live in soft felt hats and 
greasy hunting jackets, and his hunting hounds 
are charming. Perhaps his deer are a trifle 
atiff, owing,it may be, to the fact that the 
original article does not readily stand for its 
portrait while there is suppleness ieft in its 
body. Buta water color of a deer wading into 
the lily pads to feed has a good dealof fair 


work on the beast itself, while the surrounding 
water and forest are washed in with ail Mr. 
Homer’s rude skill.

“THE STEPPING STONE.” 

' Mr. Sydney Rosenfeld has contributed to the 
American stage @ new work which is seri- 
ous in design and novel in substance. Mr 
Rosenfeld, since he wrote “A Possible Case,” 
has been looked upon by unprejudiced observ- 
ers 88 & promising American dramatist. He 
has been an American dramatist, for that mat- 
ter, for nearly twonty years, as he wrote things 
for the stage in his boyhood. For along time, 
however, Mr. Rosenfeld’s efforts, though they 
may have tended to lighten the publio’s burden 
of sorrow, (which we are compelled to believe 
is very heavy,) ani were warranted, like the 
lamented Eph Horn, to make a horse laugh, 
were not of a quality to inspire grave-minded 
folk-with deep respect for the young man. That 
he had the knack of saying odd things which 
made the multitude giggle was always cheer- 
fully admitted. But his name had long been 
conspicuous on the fence posters before he put 
forth evidence that he was an observer of hu- 
man nature and a sincere, if eccentric, student 
of the dramatic art. 

The text of “The Stepping Stone” is abun- 
dantly provided with showy specimens of Mr. 
Rosenfeld’s peculiar kindof wit and humor. 
Perhaps no one but the writer who once made 
a Grecian monarch say “ Whoa!” to a restless 
tiger, would have thought of making a member 
of the New-York Produce Exchange, involved 
in the strange doings of the theosophists, and 
perplexed by them, allude to his ‘ Jack-astral 
body.”? The hand of the inventor of “ the dovlet 
on the i” is recognized atonce in the “catch 
phrase” of the lively young lady who divides 
her time equally between & comico lover and & 
detective camera—"* Pull the string, turn the 
knob, and press the button!” There are many 
phrases of similar quality and effect in those 

“passages of “The Stepping Stone” which go to 
make up what is called, in current theatrical 
slang, the “comedy” of the play. At least 
one scene between the Produce Exchange 
person just mentioned and his young 


wife, who, in her restless pursuit of fads, 
has taken up theosophy, has something of 
the touch of genuinecomedy. This worthy man 
ot business is an amusing character, and his 
views on the doctrine of ‘reincarnation’ are 
timely and practical. His foolish young wife is 
also @ personage more than ordinarily enter- 
taining, while the courtship of the comic lovers 
of the play is often diverting, and the extraor- 
dinary facility both possess of saying things 
like the comic papers print ought to commend 
them to’miscellaneous audiences. Some of the 
flippancy. however, isin too strong a contrast 
with the serious purpose of the play. : 

The “sensation” scene of “The Stepping 
Stone” represents the process of photography 
by the use of the flash light in a dark room. 
This is a very effective incident, pictorially, as 
might be expodted, and it also belongs to the 
play, and is of value in the development of the 
plot. The newness of this device was relied 
upon, of course, to help largely in securing vogue 
for the play. The skill the author has shown In 
its empioyment may be freely admitted. 

“Tho Stepping Stone” is in four acts. The 
scene shifts from Now-York to the neighbor- 
hood of the Black Forest in Germany and back 
again. The characters, except one, are all 
Americans. The hero, Thurman Noyes, is a 
man of humble origin, who, realizing early in 
his life, while chafing under the burden of 
inean drudgery, that he possessed an unusual 
and potent personal charm, a power to fasci- 
nate and subtly influence the wills of men and 
women—a power which Mr. Rosenfeld calls 
“personal magnetism’—has devoted himself 
triumphantly to the exercise of nis singular 
gift as a means of social advancement. He is 
weak enough shamefully to misuse his oppor- 
tunities. He claims to bé a seer, gifted with a 
knowledge of the occult, and gains control of 
the household of a lady of refinement, who 
—— blindly to his imposture. Her home 

ecomes the resort of theosophists, palm-read- 
ars, mind-readers, and the like, all humbugs 
like Thurman Noyes. 

The enthralled woman, who has led a virtu- 
ous life and has always beon governed by high 
principles, is led to commit a great wrong by 
the influence of her master—dishonestly to re- 
tain for the usé of the preposterous sect to 
which she belongs a large sum of money In- 
trusted to her keeping. The woman herself 
inight be made an impressive dramatic figure, 
but Thurman Noyes is the central personage of 
the play, and its main objects are the illustra- 
tion and elucidation of his character, the ex- 
hibition of his triumph, the revelation of his 
weakness and power for evil, his overthrow 
and forlorn condition thereafter, No attempt 
is made to palliate his offense. He is frankly 
exhibited in all his wickedness. But in the 
climax (a very ingenious scene, by the way,) it 
is intimated that the love of his ohild, born 
after his crue] desertion of his wife,. will lead 
him to alite of rectitude and repentance. In 
Mr. Rosenfeld’s conception of the character and 
experiences ef Tharman Noyes lies the orig- 
inality and merit of ‘‘The Stepping Stone,” 
His execution is not all thai couia be desired; 
and the generally capable actors employed by 
him do not succeed in creating a perfect 1lu- 
Bion. 

In @ novel by Walter Besant called ‘Herr 
Paulus” the hero is a fascinating young man 
gifted with the power of mesmerism, who has 
a brilliant career as a seer and medium of oo- 
cult science in London. The attempt to compel 
B young woman to dedicate her life to Spiritual- 
ism, as a Vestal, (which is prominently used in 
“The Stepping Stone,”) is also made use of, 
with a different purpose, however, in Besant’s 
novel. Thurman Noyes’s plausible defense of 
his aots is founded on the same specious ideas 
as the defense of Paulus. But there is no fur- 
ther sunilarity between the novel and the play. 
Mr. Rosenfeld may or may not have read “Herr 
Paulus.” He has used no incident of the book, 
and “The Stepping Stone” has an altogether 
different purpose and quality. Yet the similar- 
ity of subject, though slight, is distinct enough 
to attraét notice. 

_—_— treating boldly of asubject so novel 
and interesting ought to be a notable addition 
to the list of American plays worth remember- 
ing. The subject, to be sure, is not one of those 
primary themes of human experience upon 
which the greatest plays are founded. e 
always have bogus spiritualists, theosophists, 
anid the like near at hand, and many of them 
gain control of the minds of respectable per- 
sons, but their doings do not come within the 

ersonal experience of the common run of 
humanity. Tho subject of * The Stepping Stone” 
is therefore odd; it does not deal. primarily, 
with human passion, but with a whimsical 
freak of buman nature. 

Mr. Rosenfeld does not yet exhibit the 
same degree of fluency and originality in 
his sentimental moods as when he 1s frank- 
ly hilarious. He does not scorn to let 
scales full from his heroine’s eyes, to make 
an insuited woman utter her astonishment 
with an appeal te the Deity “that a man 
80 base should live!” and to permit his charac- 
ters to be “dumb with amazement,” and afilicted 
otherwise precisely a3 the people of the senti- 
mental drama have been afflicted for more than 
a century. He empioys too many purely liter- 
ary formain making his personages talk. 

These are faults of Mr. Rosenfeld as a play- 
wright which imperiled the success of his new 
pisy with the audience last night. As &@ man- 
auger, however, Mr. Rosenfeld has made his 
mistake. His play, as it stands, could 

ave been made uncommonly interesting, if 
actors who could ftitly represent its principal 
bharacters had been employed. Mr. Gustavus 
Levick has a good Voice and a telling pair of 
eyes, and he reads Mr. Rosenfeld’s “ lines” 
faithfully. But a striking revelation of 
the fascinating quality of Thurman Noyes is 
more needful to the proper representation of 
the play than a digtinct and emphatic delivery, 
for this quality is insisted upon in the text. It 
was 80 utterly lacking in Mr. Levick's careful, 
measured, Over-theatrical portrayal that many 
persous in the audience laughed audibly in 
some of the serious scenes. Misa Eytinge’s per- 
Jormance of the theosophist’s victim, Mrs. Ar- 
was more gatisfactory, but hor style is too 

abored and artificial. Miss Linda Dietz lacks the 

hysical strength to make Ruth Ardcn’s one im- 

ortant scene effective. Mr. Robert Taber's ap- 

earance and manner are quite in keeping with 
is character, but the réleis a thankless one. 
The important comic parts were performed 
with incessant vivacity by Mr. Thomas Q. Sea- 
brooke, Mr. Charlies 8. Dickson, Miss Louise 
Balfe, and Miss Victory Bateman. The scenes 
of Act IIL, the dullest part of the play, were 
pgreeably enlivened by the performance of 
ss Kate Osterle of an episodic part, 
a voluble, sentimental German girl, who reads 
Heine eloquently and appreciates the melody of 
a good English translation of his verse. It will 
be seen that Mr. Rosenfeld has tried to go far 
beyond the limits be has hitherto observed. It 
is @ pity that the substantial success of his new 
work cannot be recorded. The piece is well 
staged and two quick changes of heavy sets of 
\cenery are made in Act II. 


FOURTEENTH-STREET THEATRE. 

Thomas W. Keene exploited a curious concep- 
tion of Louis XI. at the Fourteenth-Street 
Theatre last night. It was not the Louis of hbis- 
tory nor of stage tradition, but a sort of inde- 
pendent idea unlike anything that has been seen 
before. Mr. Keene’s purpose seems to have 
been to handle the character 1n an original way, 
and in this it is but simple justice to say that he 
succeeded. He not only made the King of 
France decrepit with age, but he overloaded 
him with senility to the dangerous verge of 
idiocy. The craft and cunning which are 
commonly attributed to Louis were but 
slightly indicated, while the coolness and 
courage that were undeniably his possessions in 


his wrongdoing were wholly wanting. Mr. 
Keene also stripped the character of all dignity 
and made Louis a hysterical scold when not a 
driveling idiot. The physical infirmity of the 
man was excellently portrayed and his longing 
to live was clearly shown, but beyond this 


there was nothing in Mr. Keene’s performance 
that suggested that cruel and crafty monarch, 
whose peculiarities have won a lasting place 
on the stage. 

The supporting cast is not remarkable for its 
strength or ekill, Miss Lavinia Shannon, a 
comely and conscientious actress, was high! 
acceptable as Marie, and Mr. Georg6é Leatosk 
made a conventional Nemours, but the other 
people were below mediocrity. The etage set- 
ting was on a@ level with the performanes, and 
the entertainment, asa whole, adds nothing to 
Mr. Keene’s reputation as an actor or an artist. 
At the Wednesday matinée Mr. Keene will pre- 
sent “The Merchant of Venice”; Thursday 
night, “Julius Cesar’; Friday, ‘Richelieu, 
and Saturday night, ‘* Richard III.” 


MR AND MRS. KENDAL. 

Mr. and Mrs, Kendal began their second en- 
gagement at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last 
evening. The audience completely filled the 
theatre, was representative In character, and 
in a holiday mood. Although the new play 
presented, ‘‘The Weaker Sex,” was not liked 
Over-much—for our theatregoers are not vory 
fond of leaving the beaten tracks of romance 
and studying, under the guidance of an astute 
dramatist, quietly satirical analyses of human 


character and motives—yet the English come- 
dians were treated like victorious heroes re- 
turned from the field. 

“The Weaker Sex’ is a comedy in three acts 
by Arthur W. Pinero. The scene is laid in Lon- 
don at the present day. Lady Vivashis a hand- 
some, wealthy, restless widow, with an only 
daughter. In her = Lady Vivash was be- 
trothed to Philip Lister, a sentimental young 
man, always looking for the ideal, while she 
was merely a thoughtless coquette. The en- 
gagement was broken after a quarrel, and 
Lister sought consolation in forgetfulness 
amid the wilds of Western America. Here, 
after an interval of twenty years, he has gained 
a wide reputation as a poet, under the name of 
Ira Lee. He returns to Europe, whence his 
American reputation has preceded him, and 
falls in love with Sylvia, Lady Vivash’s daugh- 
ter. He seeks the girl’s mother to urge his suit, 
anda floely-wrought scene is evolved by the 
dramatist in the meeting and mutual recogni- 
tion of the former lovers, Finally Lister or Lee 
departa, never to return again. 

This play is exceedingly clever in its text and 
abounds in striking sketches of character. 
While it surcly lacks the elements that insure 
popular success, yet itis both interesting and 
valuable as a satirical picture of contemporary 
society, and its production ts therefore a theat- 
rical event of sufficient importance to demand 
amore thoughtful and extended review than 
We can give to it this morning, 

The character of Lady Vivash is a complex 
and elaborate study. The woman, who bears 
throughout her life the memory of her lost love 
as a punishment for her coquetry, whose mar- 
ried life has been dull and unhappy, and wbo, 
in her widowhood, while she loves her daughter 
with passionate devotion, seeks relief from the 
vapidity of her existence in the society of ** ad- 
Vanoed thinkers” and agitators of social re- 
forms, is a creation worthy of the most skillful 
contemporary writer of English drama. 

This réle is treated with her customary adroit- 
ness by Mra. Kendal, whose performance is 
noteworthy for ite great variety of expression 
and remarkable contrasts. Mr. Kendal has a 
less congenial rOle as Ira Lee, but he plays it 
with his usual carefulness and skill. The 
incidents of Acts I. and III. occurin the house 
ot Mrs. Boyle-Chewton, an irrepressible, aggres- 
sive, and not overwise advocate of the rights of 
Britons of the feminine gender. This part 1s 
played by Miss Fannie Coleman. Mr. T. N. 
Wenman is also prominently concerned in the 
performance. On Thursday night *‘ The Weaker 
bex” will give place to “ Impulse.” 


“THE KING’S FOOL.” 

Comic opera broke out at Niblo’s Garden last 
evening in its most violent form. The title of 
the new phase of the discase is “The King’s 
Fool.” There need be no especial alarm, how- 
ever, as it ought not to prove catching. The 
name of the person who wrote the libretto of 
this operetta is not publishedin the programme 
out of consideration for his family; but Mr. 
John P. Jackson has translated the book into 
English worthy of a better cause. The music is 
by Adolph Muller, who is very properly not 
ashamed to acknowledge the fact. 

There is a plot in the operetta, a London-fog 
sort of plot, that envelops the principal char- 
acters in damp, dark, despairing mystery—a 
wet gunpowder plot that never goes off, but 
just keeps going on tillitis shut out from pub- 
lio wonder behind the merciful curtain, where 
it may be still going on for any reason wo could 
discover to the contrary. There is a Prince in 
it who does not know whether he is a boy ora 
girl, and his lady love, whom every oue insists 


in turning into a boy, and a jester whoisa 
cross betwesn Modus and Hamlet in the first 
act, a second-hand Koko in the second act, and 
a Chinese puzzle all the time, And he basa 
topical song with several serious verses, con- 
cluding witu one about achila’s prayer for hia 
sick mother, which is followed by one dealing 
with a poker hand, 

To oftset these conditions of low barometric 
pressure there are handsome scenery, a large 
umber of anatomically accomplished young 
women, 4 fencing scene, and a good Geal of 
bright and tuneful music of the regulation 
Viennese march, waltz, and polka varieties, in- 
cluding the march which lately figured asa 
part of Mr. Joseph Bayer’s Die Puppentfee” 
music at the Metropolitan Opera House. This 
music would bave.been much more enjoyable if 
the orchestra had not been selected from those 
local musicians who so shrewdly oppose the 
importation of foreign artists. 

oseph W. Herbert wrestled manfully with the 
role of the jester, and had the best of it in the sec- 
ond act, at least. Miss Helen Bertram displayed 
a generous equipment of the type of beauty af- 
fected by Greek sculptors ana the French paint- 
ers who hang in the choice places in the Luxem- 
bourg. She also sang with great vigor, but 
without much diseretion. Miss Della Fox was 
pleasing as the girl whom every one tried to 
make a boy, and Jennie Reiffarth was not pleas- 
ing a8 @ 8erio-comic Countess who had a secret 
concealed on her premises, but could not tell it 
because the librettist would not give her fair 
play. The chorus was admirable in yolume and 
quality of tone and in precision, but its mem- 
bers never indulged in piano effects. 


MR. WOOLLETT’S RECITALS. 

Mr. Sidney Woollett’s programme at the Mad- 
ison-Square Theatre yesterday afternoon was 
made up of ten short pooma, all of good quality, 
aud of great variety of tone and sentiment. As 
an exhibition of Mr. Woollett’s power of mem- 
ory tho entertainment was remarkable, and al- 
though it lacked the charm of continuous in- 
terest, and was therefore not quite so enjoya- 


ble as most of Mr. Woollett’s afternoons are, 
it gave evident satisfaction to a/numerous au- 
dience. 

Mr. Woollett adapted his voice and manner 
skillfully to the melody of the various pieces. 
One could easily imagine a rendcring of the 
dainty, superficial sentiment of Austin Dob- 
son’s “Old Sedan Chair’ closer in syimpa- 
thy with the intellectual drift and somewhat 
bizarre character of that poem, and a delivery 
of Shelley's inspired “Ode toa Skylark” swifter 
in execution, aud communicatiug to the hearer 
in a larger degree the soaring, rapturous mood 
of that great poet. But we know of no eclocu- 
tionist who could touch a happier mean of ex- 
cellence in boldly contrasting these two widely 
different works. Other pieces recited by Mr. 
Woollett were by Southey. Browning, Moore, 
Tennyson, Longfellow, Holmes, and Locker, 
and he delivered with exquisite humor the 
Tatidly cynical and elegant verses of Winthrop 
Mackworth Praed, entitled ‘*The Belle of the 
Ball.” The last of Mr. Woollettv’s entertain- 
ments will be given next Morday afternoon, 
when he will recite “The Tempest.”

A NEW REGISTRATION PLAN 


WHICH INVOLVES A SERIES OF CERTIFI- 
CATES FOR VOTERS. 


RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 17.—In the lower branch 
of the Virginia Legislature to-day, Mr. Arnold 
of Bedford County introduced a bill which pro- 
poses to make radical changes in the registra- 
tion laws of this State. The bill is said to be 
a duplicate of a system adopted by Tennessee 
and is believed to be somewhat similar to tne 
South Carolina law on the same subject. The 
must striking feature of Mr. Arnold’s proposi- 
tion is that requiring that before a voter can 
exercise the right of suffrage at any election 
ocourring after the law goes into effect he 
must first procure from the registrars appointed 


under the provisions of the bill a certificate of 
registration. The registrar is to take an ac- 
earate description of the person to whom it is 
issued. These certificates are to be numbered 
in books kept by the registrar, and whon pre- 
sented by the voter to the judge of election is 
by him to be canceled. 

The bill names days and hours at which the 
registration offices in the cities and counties 
are to be opened for the registration of veters 
and the issvance of these certificates. The loss 
of or the failure to present these to the election 
officers on the day of election deprives the 
holder of the right to vote. 

Mr. Arnold, the patron of this measure, intro- 
duced in the House the Australian Election 
Jiaw bill which was a few days ago reported by 
some of the members of the Committee on Elec- 
tions of that body. The latter measure was re- 
ported by these gentlemen more for the pur- 
pose of getting it printed than as an indication 
uf their views on it8 merits. Prominent mem- 
vers of the. Legislature are contident that nei- 
ther of these propositions will be passed at this 
session. 

Ata Caucus to-night of all the Democratic 
members of the General Assembly, among the 
tinancial measures of this session that of in- 
creasing the pension for Virginia soldiers dis- 
abled in the Confederate service occupied con- 
siderable attention. The bill proposes to 
increase the annual appropriation now made by 
the State for this purpose from $70,000 
to $150,000. There is every disposition 
ou the part of the Legislature to grant 
this increase for the disabled soldiers, but 
in the present financial condition of the Com- 
monwealth itis belicved that to will em- 
barrass the Treasury. The caucus took no 
definite action on this proposition, but for the 
reasons named itis probable that it will not 
Pass at thie session. It is certain though that, 
as s00n a8 Virginia’s finances will admit of it, 
the allowance now made for those of her sons 
who were disable1 in the Confederate service 
will be largely increased. 

The caucus also discussed all the various 
achemes now before the Legislature for ob- 
structing the use of coupons in payment of 
taxes. Among these was the plan of Mr, Tyler 
for limiting the time under which the creditors

FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


James Gilmartin and Patrick J. Doyle, composing 
the firm of Gilmartin & Doyle, wholesale dealers in 
woolens at 14 and 16 Lispenard-street, made an as- 
sigument without preferences yesterday to John 
Delabunty. The firm sold largely to peddlers, and 
were well known all over the United States wher- 
ever a peddler wout. They did a business of about 
$900,000 a year. Thoy hada branch in Chicago for 
seven years, but closed out there in December last. 
Mr. Gilmartin started in business in New-York 
with a capital of $6,000, in July, 1875, having pre- 
viously, it is said, peddled Woolens and shawis. Mr, 
Dovie became a partner July 1, 1877. Mr. Doyle 
said yesterday that their trouble was caused 
principally by the mild weather. They had over- 
stocked, business was dull, and collections 
were very difficult. Their assignment was to gain 
time, as they proposed to pay in fnillif their credit- 
ors Would grant them an extension.

ATTEMPT TO EVADE LAW 


NEW WAY OF DODGING OIVIL 
SERVIOE RULES. 
TRYING TO LEGISLATE CLERKS INTO 
OFFICE—PASSING A BILL WHICH 

MR. CLEVELAND VETOED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The President to-day 
sent to the Senate the following nominations: 


United States Marshals—HAtTsON B. SAUNDERS, 
District of Maine; WILLIAM G. LONG, Northern 
District of California. 

The nominations were withdrawn of Malcolm 
D. Mix as Receiver of Pubtic Moneys at Det 
Norte, Col., and John A. Percivai fur the same 
office at Devil’s Lake, N. D. 


It is announced that "the withdrawal by the 
President to-day of the noiminatjons of Malcolm 
D. Mix and John C. Percival ‘to be re- 
ceivers of public moneys at Del Norte, 
Col., and Devii’s Lake, N. D., respectively, was 
rendered necessary in order to correct errors 
committed under a misapprehension of facts as 
to the status of the accounts of the incumbents, 
which were said to be short. On this account 
they wero dismissed the service, but subsequent 
investigation showing that the accounts wero 
correct, the order of dismissal was revoked. 


"Gen. Banks protracted the session of the 
House this afternoon by calling up a bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of thirty additional 


medica) examiners in the Pension Office, which 
he asked to have passed under suspension of 
the rules. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee atonce directed 
attention to the fact that, while the twenty ex- 
amiuers now in the office were under the civil 
service law, the bill under consideration pro- 
posed to put the additional examiners in with- 
out requiring them to pass an examination. 

Mr. Blount of Georgia made a strong speech 
in opposition, declaring that the civil service 
reform was oné that had commanded the ap- 
proval of alldecent men in both parties and 
was a reform that had come to stay. 

Mr. Lodge was apparently urged to say some- 
thing to set Massachusetts right, but he did not 
find the opportunity. 

r. Bayne of Pennsylvania jumped in to ask 
that the bill be amended by unanimous con- 
sent, s0 a8 tO Dring the examiners under the 
civil service iaw. 

This distressed all the Republicans, who de- 
sired to see the law evaded by indirect means. 
The Democrats indicated a willingness to pass 
the bill at onceif the amendment suggested by 
Mr. Bayne was made. The aebate dragged 
until a large number of members had left, 
when it was found that there was not a 
querum present, und the bill was laid over 
until next suspension day. Gen. Banks may 
by that tine consent to a change, 50 as to make 
it unobjectionable. 


Awong tho bills which slipped through the 
Senate to-day without attracting specia) atten- 
tion was one for the relief of John Hollins 
McBlair. The same bill was passed by both 


houses of the Forty-nintn Congress and sent 
to President Cleveland, who promptity returned 
it with his veto. It appears to have been 
pigeouholed uotil nuw, when it can be sent 
of another kind than Mr. Cleve- 
and. 

John Hollins McBlair was appointed a First 
Lieutenant in the army from civil lifein June, 
1861, when he was eoventeen years old. In 
October of that year ho spent five days in the 
tield with bis regiment participating in no bat- 
tle, skirmisb, or engagemout of any kind. 
After these five duys in camp he was 
taken sick and, after six or seven weeks, 
hoe was granted sick leave and came te 
Washington, In June, 1862, after he had been 
completely cured of his sickness, he was put on 
duty in the Commissary Department here, re- 
maining until August, 1863, when a retiring 
board found that he was troubled by a form of 
epilepsy which did pot result from avy accident 
of military service. The board therefore re- 
tired MecBlalr wholly from the army with 
one year’s pay and allowances. 

This action was approvea by tbe President, 
but in the following year the President ro- 
viewed the case and ordered that instead of 
being wholly retired McBlair should be put on 
the retired list. MeBlair remained on this llst, 
receiving the pay called for by his rank 
until 1884, when he made a olaim for 
additional pay. This led to an examina- 
tion of MeBlair’s status by tke Court of 
Claims, the result of which was the decision 
that the action of the President in putting 
McBlair on the retired list was nugatory, and 
that since October, 1883, McBlair had not been 
connected with the army and was not entitled 
to the money he had received for twenty years. 

The bill which President Cleveland vetoed 
and which the Senate bas now passed again 
proposes to make valid all the payments made 
to McBlair and to put the Lieutenant back on 
the retired list, 80 that he shall again receive a 
salary from the Government, and continue to 
do sofor the rest of his fe. In commenting 
upon the measure Mr. Cleveland saia: 

“'rhe finding of the Retiring Board seems so 
satisfactory and the merits of this case so slight, 
in the light of the large sum already paid to the 
applicant, while the claims of thousands of 
wounded and disabled soldiers wait ‘for justice 
at the hands of the Government, that I am con- 
strained to interpose an objection to a measure 
which proposes to suspend general and whole- 
some laws for the parpose of granting what ap- 
peara to meé to be an undeserved gratuity.” 

Lieut. MecBialr’s friends are evidently confi- 
dent that Mr. Cleveland’s successor will find no 
—- to the granting of the proposed gra- 
tuity. 


In the Senate to-day Mr. Frye submitted the 
comumittee’s bill in regard to the Pacific rail- 
roads, as published in Tue TIMEs this morning. 


He said that the bill, so far as the Union Pacific 
was concerned, ha dbeen unanimously reported, 
He said that the Senator from Indiana (Mr, 'bur- 
pie) thought that the Central Pacifico Company 
could pay the same rate of interest (3 per cent.) 
as the Union Pacific was to pay. That was the 
only difference of opinion that be knew of in the 
committee touching the bill. 

The two companies had not as yet signified 
their acquiescence in the Dill. The Union 
Pacific had done so at the last session in rela- 
tion toa bill which made the same require- 
ments, but he was informed now that the Ubion 
Pacific Company did not think that it could pay 
over 2g per cent. interest. The committee, 
however, which had spent a good dea of time 
and patience and careon the subject, having 
but one purpose in view, (to protect the inter- 
ests of the United States Government without 
doing harm to the railroad companies,) believed 
that the Union Pacific Company could pay the 
3 per cent, and pay the debt in tifty years. 

As to the Central Pacitic Railroad Company, 
its officials had stated that they could not pay 
more than 14, per cent. interest, and could not 
pay the whole debt in less than 125 years. The 
committee bad carefully considered the prop- 
osition made by the company, and had unant- 
mously arrived at the conclusion that the Cen- 
tral Pacific Company should pay its debtin 
seventy-flve years, with 2 per cent. interest. 
Mr. Frye will try to oail up the bill for argu- 
ment March 4. 

Not the least unsatisfactory foature of the 
McKinley bill to simplify the Jaws in relation 
to the collection of the revenues is the omission 


of any specified time at which the new law Is to 
go into effect. Itis certainly remarkable that 
& measure of such far-reashing importance 
should be so carelessly drawn, and that it 
should pass the scrutiny of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House and the House itself, 
without attention being called to the omission, 

Since the bill was sent to the Senate, how- 
ever, the Finance Committee has been told of 
the omiasion ofa date and Mr. Allison said to- 
day that before the measure became a law the 
committee would see that a date was put in. 
He could not say what date would be selected, 
but it is considered likely that the law will be 
putinto operation July 1. The insertion of a 
date will clear up one of the doubtful features 
of the McKinley act, which would otherwise 
aoubtless have led to more or less annoying 
confusion and probably have required the in- 
torvention of the courts to settle. 


As President Harrison will be in Pittsburg 
most of this week, it is not likely that the nom- 
ination of a Paymaster General for the army 


willbe sentto the Senate before next week, 
and Major C. ©. Sniffen has been detailed as 
Acting Paymaster General. Interest in the 
contest for the place continues unabated in the 
army, and a number of Paymasters have come 
to Washington to 8¢o it out. 

The delay in making the appointment has 
given some encouragement to the friends of 
Col. Rodney Smith, who hopes that the contest 
between the other candidates will become ao 
heated that the President will decide that the 
best policy will be the appointment ef the 
senior officer of the corps In the mean- 
tlue the friends of Lieut. Col. Terrell are 
urging his appointment on the ground that the 
otlice Das never in the history of the army been 
tilled by a man from west of the Alleghany 
Mountains. They also point out the fact that 
appointment to this offiee by seniority has 
never been the established rule. 


Among the bills introduced in the House yes- 
terday was one providing for the appointment 
ot a general manager of the Post Otfice Depart- 


meut for a term of ten years at a salary of 
$10,000 per year. The General Manager shall 
have the general management of the buai- 
ness connected with the Postal Service, 
bus shall not be connected with the 
appointment or removal of Postmasters 
Oi Other oflicers of the department. 
Alao a bill providing that the postage on ali sec- 
ond-class publications, Gally bewspapers ex- 
cepted, shall be 1 ceut per pound. . 

Mr. faytor of Illinois introduced a resolution 
changing the term of President and Vice Presi- 
dent from four to six years, and providing that 
they shall serve ona term. It also extends the 
terms of Representatives in Congrésa to three 
years.

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GERMAN SOLDIERS TRIALS 


HARDSHIPS OF THE 
SORIPTS LIFE. 

BULLIES WITH PADDED SHOULDERS 
‘WHO ARE SOMETIMES KILLED IN 
SHAM FIGHTS—MANY DESERTIONS. 


In September, 1880, the great mancuvres of 
the year were held near Friburg, in the Prov- 
tnoe of Baden, and the One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth Regiment of infantry was stationed in 
the city. One afternoon, during a sham fizht, 
e Hauptmann, commanding four companies, 
was shot from his horse and died shortly after- 
ward. How was he killed? No one knew ap- 
parently. 

As soon as he fell from his horse, the soldiers 
who had just fired a blank volley were ordered 
not to move, and an inspector passed along the 
lines examining each gun in hope of finding the 
one whose bartel differed from the others in 
being bright inside from the passage of the bul- 
let that had killed the officer, instead of having 
the sooty lining produced by a blank cartridge. 
Had a seidier moved or shown any symptom of 
uneasiness he would have fastened suspicion 
upon himself, so every man stood motionless as 
a statue, until the last rifie had been examined 
and no evidence found that pointed to the one 
who had fired the shot. Every one know what 
it meant, however; the occurrence was too 


common to need explanation. The dead officer 
had been a brute to his men, kicking, beating, 
and otherwiss abusing them, until some sol- 
dier, maddened by this treatment, had risked 
detection and shot the officer during tbe sham 
fight. The soldier had been able to fire two 
cartridges, the first loaded, the second blank, 
audin this way cover up all traces of the bullet 
that had caused the officer’s death, 

The next morning the newspapers contained 
simply the announcement that tne officer had 
lost his Hfe by accident, no mention being made 
of the shooting. 

A simular case is told of by Theobald Lutz, a 
native of Switzerland, who served several 
years as an officer in the Seventy-second Regi- 
ment of Infantry in the German Army and is 
now in business at 140 Second-avenue, havin 
been in this country only a year and a half. 
The man who did the shooting in this case, 
however, was detected, but as 1t could not be 
proved that he did it with malicious intent be 
was oply imprisoned. Mr. Lutz said that shoe- 
nails, pebbles, and missiles of every description 
that can work harm are pat into biank Car- 
tridges and used by the soldiera in a free-target 
a at unpopular oflicers during sham 

atties, 

European travelers living in garrisoned cities 
in Germany have seen the soldiers marching to 
and from their work in their linen overalls or 
pacing up and down on the parade ground with 
a@ stride calculated to get out of their legs all 
the locomotion that lurks within their muscles. 
They bave doubtless regarded both of these as 
arduous voil and. conclude tbat it is as severe 
as anything the soldiers have to undergo. But 
they see only the pleasanter side of army life. 
hey usually return with great respect ior the 
German Army and withan enthusiastic admira- 
tion for the uniform squareness of the officers’ 
shoulders, whieh to the initiated suggesis pad- 
ding. They may contrast them with the di- 
munitive French soldiors and wonder how Na- 

oleon could have so often routed such matoh- 
e88 men as these Germans, but if they knew 
something of the manner in which many of 
these square-shouldered tyrants treat their 
men their admiration would be materially less- 
ened, if not wholly destroyed. 

In Mayence the writer has seen a German 
officer deliberately kick and choke an awkward 
recruit in a manner 80 brutal that the man 
would almost have been justified in_ shooting 
the officer. A Frenchman would undoubtedly 
have done so. Such conduct is not, of course, 
countenaneed by those in authority, but the 
soldier knows that he ia liable to fare far woras 
if he makes complaint a @ superior than 
if he endures the abuse in silence. Young Mir. 
Biermen, living at 142 Ssecond-avenue, served 
several years as a blacksmith in the German 
Army, and says that his Lieutenant, who was 
bitterly hated by the men, would often shake 
his fist in their faces and say, ‘Oh, I know 
you would kill me if you had achance, but I 
don’t propose to let you!” 

This same young man told of an instance 
where one of these bullies was worsted. Tv0 
soldiers were practicing fencing with muskets, 
when an: under officer lost patience with what 
he considered their awkwardness, and seizing 
& gun cried: “ I'll show you how to fence,” and 
attacked one of the men most viciously. By a 
= thrust the officer struck the man,

being a skillful fencer, by a rapid parry an 
thrust struck the officer in the pit of the 
stomach and laid bim out on the ground, 

The Lisutenant pluckily refused all assist- 
anee, however, and hobbled off to nis tent, not 
daring to make complaint for fear it would be 
discovered that he had injured the other man. 
Afterward, however, the officer probably took 
the common moans of bribing some of his 
soldiers to beat the man who had injured him. 
Only the other day there appeared in a Dresden 
newspaper an account of the death of a soldier 
who haa been beaten to death by his comrades. 

The annual manceuvres of the German Army, 
usually held in September, are truly grand 
affairs. People from all over Europe flock to 
witness them by the thousand, the women far 
outaumbering the men. One hundred marks 
are often paid for the use of @ favorably situ- 
ated window from which the drilling can be 
teen. A mounted military band of forty pieces 
accompanies each regiment, in addition to the 
drum corps. 

The infantry rise at4 A. M., and sometimes 
they do not leave the feld before o’clock in 
the afternoon, and many poor soldiers, com- 
pletely exhausted by this unnatural strata, are 
carried from the field on stretchers. In a hand- 
to-hand contest the fignting is often so flerce 
inat one might well imagine it a real battle. 
A cavalry.engagement preseuts the most ani- 
mated scene. On a dry day nothing can be 
seen of a fiying regiment but a cloud of aust, 
and as this rises it usually discioses men rising 
from tbe ground or trying to extricate them- 
seives from the gear of thelr fallen and 3trug- 
gling horses, There are, of coarse, fatalities 
every year. Sometimes a crowd’ of spectators 
foliowing a cavairy brigade is caught by the 
cavalrymen suddenly wheeling about and rid- 
ing in the opposite direction. It such oases, 
when the line is long, itis useless to run, and 
pllone can dois to stand stili and allow them 
to ride around you, thoughyou must expect a 
Bmart whack or two from a swinging sabre 
Bheath. Trying tododge the horses is almost 
pure to result disastrously. 

It is dread of these abuses that drives such 
large numbers of intelligent and educated 
young Germans to this country every year. 

If young Emperor William could be putin 
telephone communication witha room full of 
young Germans who are living in this city as 
voluntary exiles from home and country, hav- 
ing come to escape the hardships of army 
service in the Fatherland, the left ear of that 
youthful monarch would probably burn to the 
point of being consumed as it listened to the 
criticisms of its royal possessor and his method 
of government, in language wholly out of tem- 
per with the accepted traditions of Court 
etiquetie, and emphasized by guttural exelama- 
tious and violent gestures. Most of the young 
men be would hear talking would be new 
arrivals in the land of promisé, and many of 
them would bear evidences of having come 
from homes where wealth and refinement are 
not unknown. The more violent ones, however, 
would, almost without exception, be those who 
had been pursued over the border by enlisting 
officers when they returned home to meet their 
parents after a residence here of a few years.

INQUIRY INTO THE HUDSON 
OCOUNTY FRAUDS. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS 

CONTINUES ITS EXAMINATION OF 

THE BALLOT BOXES. . 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 17.—The examination of 
the Huagon County ballots by the Senate Com- 
Initteo on Elections in the Stuhr-McDonald 
contest was resumed this afternoon. fenators 
Gardner, Roe, and Adrain and the regular array 
of counsel were all present. County Clerk 
Dennis McLaughlin of Hudson County, who has 
been subpeenacd to produce the registry books, 
also arrived during the aiternoon and said that 

the books were at hand. None of them was ex- 
amined, but to-morrow comparison will be 
made between the names on the registry 
cbecked as voted and the poll lists. 

Work began on the books of the Second Assem- 
bly District, the box from whe First Precinct be- 

ing the first one opened, There were plentiful 
indications of fraud and falsification. The tally 
sheet indicated that 458 votes were poiled, of 
which McDonald reecived 426 and Stuhr 30. 
A count of the votes showed 410 for McDonald 
and 43 for Stuhr. Thirteen ballots actually in 
the box had been stolen from the fusion candi- 
date, and 48 votes not cast had been given to 
the ring candidate. Of McDonald’s ballots 247 
were of regular size ani 163 were “jokers.” 
The “jokers” bore a distinctly different stamp 
from that which the ballot-box apparatus made, 
and not more than two or three of them were 
milled. 

This fact left little doubt that they had been 
stamped before election and had gone into the 
box inside the larger ballots, The ballots of reg- 
ular size were all stamped with the apparatus of 
the box, and all were milled. The puncturing of 
the regular ballots was always inside the broken 
circle which the stamp makes, while the 
“‘jokers’”’ were never punctured within the 
ellipsé with whieh they are stamped. The 
“ jokers” were in almost avery case found sev- 
eral together on the string, as if in counting & 
larger ballot inclosing several small ones had 
been taken up and the small ones strung suc- 
cessively. Ip one case there were twenty-five 
“ jokers’ ‘on the string together. The election 
otficers in this precinct wero Francis Whelau, 
judge; Jonny J. Millerand John Green, inspect- 
ors, and P. J. Kennedy, clark. Appearances in- 
dicated that the poll book had becn ‘' fixed” up. 

The baliet box fromthe Second Preginet of 
the Second District had the general character- 
istics of the box from the First Precinct. The 
poll list showed 396 names, and the tally sheet 
showed the same number of ‘votes cast. Me- 
Donaid was given 358 votes and Stubr 35, 
which 18 the official return. A reconnt showed 
McDonald to have 359 and Stubr 39. Only four 
had been stolen from Stuhr, but of McDonald's 
ballota 130 were the jokers,’ stamped aiffer- 
ently fromthe others, and not milled by the 
ballot-box avparatus, except in two or 
three cases. Senator Adrain of the committee 
and ex-Judge Garretson, counsel for McDon- 
ald, examined them carefully, but did not dis- 
sent from the Chairman’s amendment. No one 
appeared to doubt thoir fraudulent character, 
Among the curiosities of the box were three 

“joker” ballots with Gen. Gruvd’s pasters over 
Gov. Abbett’s name. The clestion officers in 
this precinet were John A. Whelan, Judga Jo- 
seph Mulrain, and David Gordon, inspectors, 
aud M. J. White, clerk. The examination will 
be resumed to-morrow morning. 

The meeting of the Legislature this evening 
ana the session of the Supreme Court to-mor- 
row morning have brought a large number of 
lawyers and politicians to town, and there is 
much talk of ballot-box frauds and the remedies 
therefor, Among men of both parties the 
opinion is expressed that there will be legisla- 
tion to make such abuses as have been shown 
in Hudson County difiicult. 

Another hearing on ballot reform is to be 
given before the Senate cominittes to-morrow, 
when it is expected a bill will be presented and 
discussed. TimEs’s correspondent asked 
Sreaker William ©. Heppenheimer this evening 
if he expected actual legisiation on the subject 
or only a dead-lock between the Republican 
Senate and Democratic Assembly. He replied 
that he expected legislation. The Assem- 
bly, he thought, were prepared to act 
on the lines suggested by Gov. Abbett 
in his inauguration address. The Assembiy 
would not only pass a ballot-reform Diil. he be- 
lieved, butit would make apy reasonable con- 
cession necessary to meet the wishes cf the 
Senate. Tho question of an official or unofficial 
ballot would pot, in his opinion, be enough to 
eanse a fead-lock. For himself he would advo- 
cato elther rather than that the bill should fail. 

Mr. Heppeneimer further wished to say that 
he had been wrongfully reported in respect to 
Jersey City legislation. The bill to create 
commission of appeals for assessment, be said, 
was not introduced by him, but Assembly- 
man Mullone of the First District, aad he 
should not favor it in its present form. If 
there was to ba a commission of appeals 
for assessment he would provide that the 
members of it should personally inspect the 
property assessed before changing its valua- 
tion. He thought tho present method of allow- 

ing no appeal a good one if the Assessors wera 
experta, but he would not defend the present 
Assessors of City. Concerning the bal- 
lot-box trauds he had nothing to say except 
> mane bis aistrict, the Fourth, would be found 
clean. 

Assemblyman Mullone of the First Hudson 
District, where the ballot-box frauds were 
found last week, said this ovening that he was 
opposed to ballot-box stuffing, aud was for bal- 
lot reform. He did not think his own election 
could possibly be invalidated, for the Demo- 
eratic majurity in his district on an honest vote 
was not leas than S500. Tie vote last Fall gave 
Mullone 1,789 majority. 

The development of great frauds in tho Sen- 
atorial election in Hudson County has caused 
the suggestion to be made that the Senate 
Committeo extend its examination to the whole 
tickot in that county, but the impression pre- 
vailg thatit cannot be done. Senator Gard- 
ner eaid to-night that he knew of no 
authority in the Senate filene to order an 
investization of an election beyond it8 own 
members. ‘This appears to be overnice. It 
is not claimed that there is apy constitutional 
prohibition on the Senate to prevent its investi- 
gating what tt pleases, and a general investl- 
gation of all the ticket would require hardly 
any addition to the tims or expense of the Sen- 
atorial investigation. Thatit Would be useful 
is not questioned. 

August Bruggemann, who holds the office of 
Director at Large in Hudson, theugh his claim 
toit is contested by Mr. Roche, is here. He says 
he never knew of the “joker” baliots until the 
day after election. Davis testified that they 
wera probably sent out by the candidates, 
Braggemann furtoer says that be hopes to have 
the contest in his case setiled by a jury trial 
TO OUST THE DIRECTOR AT LARGE. 

In the proceeding of James Roche, late 
fusion candidate for Director at Large of Hud- 
eon County, to oust August Bruggemann the 
ring candidate, wn0 was returned as elected, 
testimony was takea yeetorday morning at the 
office of John Griffin, counsel tor’ Roche, in 
Jersey City. 

After a formal statement by City Clerk Scott 
and the production of a memorandum bouk by 
Charles L. Corbin, William F. Van Horne, who 
was election inspector in the Third Precinct of 
the Second District, was sworn. He testified 
that the poll book was taken from the polling 
place at noon on election day by Peter Cassidy, 
election inspector, and when it was returned 
fifty-three names had been added to it. The 
names added were numbered from 280 to 333, 
and were checked as having voted. No votes 
were actually oast during the time the poll 
book was absent. 

When the count was made at night the num- 
ber of ballots was found to be one less than the 
mumber of names on the poll book, and the 
judge of elections, James Burns, picked up a 

allot from the floor and put itin the box to 
make up thecount. During the day, witness 
said, Michael Heenan voted three times—once 
on the name of James Walling, once on the 
name of John Johnson, and once on another 
name. A man named Mannix voted on tne 
name of James Courtney of 191 Grand-streot. 
Lawrencs Dolan voted on the name of T. E, 
Leonam of 183 Grand-street. 


Witness challenged Heenan’s votes, but it‘ 


meade no difference. Witness took little part in 
the proceedings on election day, but kept a book 
of big own, in which he wrote the names of 
porsons casting baliota. This book had 434 
names in it at night. The official return shows 
. that 491 votes were counted. Witness said 
over forty ‘joker’ ballots were fouad in the 
box. Hoe gave his memorandum book and some 
baliota to William Brennan, who afterward 

ave them to Gilvert Collins of Collins & C&r- 

in. Witness refused to sign the certificate of 
the return when the count was completed be- 
@ause he knew it was net right. 

‘After the Cross-exawmingtion of the witness 
County Clerk McLaughlin was put on the etand 
to produce the tally sheet and keys to the bal- 
lot box. He produced the tally sheet, bu said 
tho box was in Trenton, and it would be useless 
to produce the keys. August Bruggemann was 
eworn to say that he had qualified, and was act- 
ing as Director at Large. 

William Brenuan, to whom Van Horne gave 
the ballots and memorandum book, was sworn 
and identified the ballots. ‘they were two “jo- 
kers” done up inside a regular ballot, the “ jo- 
kers” being plainly stamped, though they had 
nover been voted. Minin ......

THE ORDER OF THE OHUROH. 


BISHOP WIGGER SAYS CHILDREN MUST 
BE SENT TO CATHOLIC SCHOOLS, 


NEWARK, N. J., Fob. 17.—The announeement 


yesterday, by order of Bishop Wigger, the head 
of the diocese, that in accerdance with the de- 
orees of the Plenary Council of Baltimore all 
Catholics must send their children tu Catholig 
schools on pain of dental of absolution, unless 
sufficient reasons for not doing so are submitted 
toand approved by the Bishop. Mar. Doane, 
who promulgated this order at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, was absent from his residence to- 
day, but bis representative said that the order 
was notintended to convey any reflection on 
Protestants. It was, he said, simply an asser- 


tion of principle on the part of the Catholic 
authorities, 

President Edward Goeller of the Board of 
Education did not think such an order would 
affect the public schools to any great extent if 
it were enforced. The Board of Education, ho 
said, did not ask any questions as to the religion 
of the pupils, and he was therefore not intormed 
mod the proportion of Catholic children on the 
rolls, 

“If the Catholio children are withdrawn,” 
said Superintendent William N. Barringer, “it 
wiil simply make room for other children who 
are excluded now for want of accommodations. 
There are forty public schools in Newark, with 
an average attendance of 20,000 to 25,000 
pupils. The attendance 1s steadily increasing 
and has been increasing for years. As a rule 
we have to provide for twenty additional 
classes evory year. We care not what the re- 
ligion or politics of the children 18; our business 
is toeducate them. The public school system 
of Newark was never more prosperous, popu- 
lar, and effective than itis to-day. We do not 
know what of the children are 
Catholics, and therefore cannot say to what ex- 
tent this order is likely to affect the schoole 
But, if the Catholics see iit to withdraw, let them 
do 80; we care not where they go, so long 4s 
they go to school, Our view of the matter is 
purely an educational one.” 

Inquiry as to the attendance at the schools 
showed that the order had no he wera ef- 
fect to-day. According to the Catholic Reatster 
the number of children in attendance in the 
parochial scnools and other Catholio education- 
al institutions is 27,624. 


FUN AMONG THE 


A LIVELY SESSION OF THE NATIONAL 
ASSEMBLY OF THE LEAGUE. 


The annual convention of the National Assem- 
bly of the League of American Wheelmon held 
yesterday in the Grand Union Hotel proved to 
be a pretty lively affair. There has been 
trouble in the league for some time, caused 
mainly by a difference of opinivon as to the most 
effective way of introducing bills into the Leg- 
islatures calling for the improvement of public 

art of the league—and this appears now to 
be a considerable majority—favora the vurgani- 
zation of independent associations to bring 
about the desired result. Others favor having 
the Jeague do the whole thing. An association 
oalled the New-York State Roads Improvement 
Association has been organized and has alreaay 
introduced a bill at Albany. Recently Presi- 
dent Luscomb of the league, who ls opposed to 
carrying on the roads improvewent agitation 
outside of the league, ordered I. 8. Potter, a 
member of the Rights and Privileges Commit- 
tee, to prepare a bill, Mr. Potter refused to do 
it, whereupon President Luscomb informed 
him that he was no longer needed on the com- 
mittee. Mr. Potter denied the right of Presi- 
dent Luscomb to remove him, and the annual 
report of this committee, submitted at yester- 


day's Meeting, contained Mr. Potter’s name as 
one of the committee. 


When called upon to settle Mr. Potter’s 
standing as a@ member of the Rights and 
Privileges Committee, the delegates deeided 
tnat President Luscomb had no right to remove 
Mr. Potter, and that the latter’s name should 
stand on the report. Mr. Luscomb’s annual re- 
port was also rejected by a yote of 
69 to 18, and when he was renom- 
inatod for President he refused tv allow 
his nameto be used. He was supposed to be 
a candidate for renomination agalyst Jamos 
R. Dunn of Massillon, Onio, but the weight of 
sentiment was eo strongly opposed to the Lus- 
comb element in the league that Mr. Luscomb 
provably saw that he had no chance for re- 
election. The result will be that the league 
Will leave tho matter of improving roads py 
speolal legislation largely to the various «asso- 
ciations that are belug organized for that pur- 
pose alone. 

Mr. Dunn was elected President, Dr. W. H. 
Emery of Boston First Vice President, George 
R. Bidwell of this city Seeond Vice President, 
and W. M. Brewster of St. Louis Treasurer. 

The report of the Treasurer showed $336 on 
hand Feb. 18, 1889, $3,797 35 received during 
the year, and $1,994 94 expended.

An attemptis being mado by a syndicate of 
New-York men, represonted by @ leading law 
firm, to get control of the Union Ferry Company, 
and some of the 5,001 shares required have 
been purchased at $200 a share, just twice the 
par value of the stock. The syndicate’s agents 
in Brooklyn, where nearly all the stock is. held 
are Cyrus E. Staples & Co., brokers, but the 


members of that firm refused yesterday to make 
any statement for publication. The ofticers of 
the company were equally reticent. Treasurer 
Bunker sald that no trausfers of stock had been 
wnade on the books of the company, but ho 
would not deny that a big bid for stock had 
beeu made recently. 

Jawes S. ‘f. Stranahan, the President, admitted 
that overtures had been made to him ag late as 
yesterday morning, but that he bad declined 
them all. “ {have not sold my stock, and never 
will,” he added, “The company will not will- 
ingly be placed in the hands of any except 
Brooklyn people. I cannot give you the numes 
of the New-York people; I would not be war- 
ranted in dolne so; but I should not be sur- 
prised if they nad obtained some stock at the 
price mentioned. They have certainly not ob- 
tained « majority of it, however.”

SUED BY A PROMOTER. 
A CLAIM AGAINST BREWER RUPPERT 
WHICH DOESN’T WORRY HIM. 

The startling announcement was sent around 
to the newspapers yesterday that Henry 
Powers, a broker of this city, had, through his 
counsel, Col. Jonn O’Byrne, brought an action 
against the well-known brewer Jacob Ruppert 
for $750,000, alleged to be due for services in 
negotiating for a ‘sale of the Ruppert and 
Ehret breweries to a firm of English capitalists. 
Col. O'Byrne is at present lost to view by 
reason of a bad attack of contempt of court, 
but his representative at his offive was willing 
to impart any information desired. That the 
action had been brought was confirmed, but the 


place of business or residence of the claimant 
was shrouded in mystery. Powers was said to 
be in Grand Rapids, Mioh., at present. 


From the <n? it was learned that Pow-:. 


erae’s Claim was based upon an alleged contract 
with Ruppert whereby he was to find a pur- 
chaser for the Ruppert and Ehret breweries for 
the sum of $15,000,000. Ruppert, he says, 
claimed to have power to arrange for the sale of 
the Ehret property. Five hundred thousand 
dollars was to be deposited as an earnest or 
eeeeniee of good faith, and Powers avers that 

interested English capitalists in the deal, 
that such an amount was deposited, und that 
his principals stood to complete the bar- 

aip, but that Ruppert increased the price to 

20,000,000 and then refused to sell at all. 
Powers now brings this suit for $750,000. 

At the office of the Ruppert brewery yester- 
day the claim was laughed at. brewery 
is not for sale, and has not been, either to Amer- 
res > or English capitalists,” it was declared. 
* We don’t know the man Powers, We never 
set & price upon our business, and we never 
thought of interfering with or selling Mr. Ehr- 
ev’s brewory. We have had probably fifty so- 
called English promoters here to try to buy our 
plant, and possibly this may have been one of 
them. They come in all stages of dilapidation, 
and expect to buy breweries when they haven’t 
enough money to buy a square meal.”

Just previous to the war 
one of the end walls of the hote! gave way and 
buried beneath its ruins a dozen persons, tive of 
whom were killed outright.

IN FAVOR OF THE PLAINTIFFS. 
The long-pending suit of Mrs. Frederick A. 
Ward and Mrs. Annie L. Judson against De Witt 
C. Litulejonn and others, executors of the estate 
of the plaintiff's father, Dr. Richard H. Thomp- 
son, to set aside a release of a one-half interest 


in that estate, was decided in favor of the 
plaintiffs yesterday by Justice Dykman in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn. 

Dr. Thompson died in 1864, leaving property 
at Rockaway Beach valued at over $300,000, 
His two daughters were to have one-half of it, 
but they signea a release to the executor.

DEMANDING BALLOT REFORM. 


WILL BE 


HOW A GREAT PETITION 
TAKEN TO ALBANY. 


Gov. David Bennett Hill and the other oppo- 
nents of ballot reform at Albany may look for a 
little surprise party soon. Within twenty-four 
hours after notice is given that the Legislature 
is ready to take up the Ballot Reform Dilla 
thousand-pound book will be opened in the 
capital for general inspection. This book is in 
the hands of the binders and the compilers. 
They are working side by side in order to get 
out the volume intime. From present indica- 
tions the book will contain between 40,000 and 
50,000 names of New-York petitioners for the 


passage of a bill which shall embody the follow- 
ing principles: 


1, All ballots shall be official and shall be printed 
and distributed at the public expense, 

2, The names of all candidates for the same office 
shall be printed on the same ballot. 

3. All ballots shall be delivered to the voter 
within the polling place on election day by sworn 
public officials. 

4, Only otticial ballots so delivered shal) be voted. 
The voter shall be guaranteed absolute nrivacy in 
preparing his ballot, and the secrecy of the ballot 
shall be made compulsory. 

5. Voters shall have the right to nominate candi- 
dates by properly-certified petitions, 

Oliver Sumner Teall, Chairman of the League, 
who has charge of the mammoth petition, says 
it will be the biggest thing of the kind ever 
gotten up, and it has already eclipsed the 
Henry George petition of 35,000 names. The 
book will be about four feet thick and contain 
about 6,000 pages, each 2742 by 2342 inches. 
Each pageis made of tag manila, on which 18 
pasted the original pad petitions. The arrange- 
mnent of the names is notin alphabetical order 
but by location, showing the petitioners living 
on each atreet of each Assembly district. Tne 
covers of the book will be of wood. L. W. Law- 
rence & Co., whe have undertaken the hercu- 
lean task of binding the giant volume, say they 
will make a good job of it,’ but they could do 
better if they had more time. 

When Mr. Teall assumed the task of pro- 
moting the movement hoe thought a swall 
seotion of lis office in the Smith Builda- 
ing, 15 Cortlandt-street, would be ado- 
quate for the clerical force.

Joun J. O’Brien’s famous Eighth District is 
not strong for ballot reform, the representa- 
tion showing but 9 per cent. of the vote in 
1888. The Second District, however, 1s the 
lowest, having registered only 4 per cent. of 
the last Presidential vote.

GEN. HOWARD TELLS OF THE BATTLE 
OF CHANCELLORSVILLE., 


The February meeting of the Congregational 
Club was held last evening at Clark’s, in West 
Tweuty-third-street, Among those present 
were President Lucien C. Warner, the Rev. Dr. 
Deems, the Rev. Dr. E. W. Gilman, the Rev. Dr.

Whep tho 160 ladies and gentlemen of the 
club had discussed the dinner that forms no in- 
considerable part of these monthly gathorings 
they adjourned to the parlors upstairs to enjoy 
tho intellectual treat that is always provided. 
Prosident L. C. Warner happily introduced 
Gen. O. O. Howard, the first speaker of the 
evening, by saying that, while most men who 
had borne & prominent part in the war of the 
reboilion loved to talk of their victories, he had 
chosen for his subject a description of the only 
battle of the war in which he was defeated— 
that of Chancellorsville. 

Gen. Howard began by a description of tho 
topography of the battleiield, and the disposi- 
tion of the contending armies of Lee and Hook- 
eronthat memorable May morning in 1863, 
Hie vutiined the plan of battle, the locations of 
his own corpa and those of Slocum, Sickles, and 
the other commanders, told of the movement 
of the Confederates that resulted in the turn- 
ing of the Union flank and the subsequent 
rout, and painted a word picture of the engage- 
ment that provoked frequent applause. In 
telling of Stonewall Jackson’s death he said 
that atleast two Generals in those armies be- 
lieved in the etticacy of prayer. Jackson 
prayed fervently. He died at the pinnacle of 
his fame. 

I, too, believed in prayer,” said the General, 
“and am IL not right? Here am I, hale and 
hearty, after passing through that ordeal of 
tire; | see my country among the greatest of 
the earth, and such another war made forever 
impossible. I live to see my old friends and 
comrades who have done their duty in time of 
need respected and honored and the hand of 
God guiding the destinies of the Nation to the 
ultimate glorious ends He has sbaped for it.’”’ 

Gen. Howard was followed by Gen. Wager 
Swayne, who spoke of the negro before and 
after tbe war. Ho told Many toushing inci- 
dents of his own childhood in Virginia, and 
concluded with a hope that, while the war had 
made the colored race free as to bodily slavery, 
it had also opened a field for missionary work 
that would lift them to a higher moral and edau- 
cational plane. 

Remarks were made by the Rev. W. F. Jun- 
kin, a brother-in-law of Stonewall Jackson.

It is 
said that the raid was instigated by the Hudson 
County Liquor Dealers’ Association against 
saloon keepers not members of that association. 
Itis also reported that the names on the list 
were those of saloon kespers who refused to 
buy tickets for the recent police ball. 


MRS. ROGOZINSKI RECOVERING.

Jacob inflicted upon Mre. Herman Rogozinski 
after having killed that woman’s husband and 
before killing himself, turns out to be not at all 
a dangerous one. The physicians at the Gouy- 
erneur Hospital, in which Mrs. Rogozinski is 
being treated, said yesterday that she would be 
wellenough in afew days to.go back to her home. 
The bullet from Jacob’s revolver simply plowed 
its way through the skin and flesu of her 
neck without comg any. serious harm.

REPUDIATED BY MEYER. 


AN IMPUTATION OF FORGERY 
IN THE BANK OASE. 
IT LOOKS AS THOUGH PHILIP L. MEYER, 
WHO Is IN HIDING, IS TO BE MADE 
A SCAPEGOAT FOR THE FAMILY. 


Revelations of a very peculiar character con- 
tinue to be made in the Sixtn National Bank case 
now in progress before United States Commis- 
sioner John A. Shields. Those which were made 
yesterday related to the connection of the 
Meyers, father and sons, with the raid on the 
bank, and the testimony of Siegmund T. Meyer, 
father of Philip L. and Arthur L. Meyer, if true, 
left the unavoidable conclusion that one, if not 
both, of his sons had committed forgery in con- 
nection with the affair. So far as his owr testi- 
mony would serve, he acquitted himself of any 
knowledge of or connection with the extraor- 
dinary manipulation of the three banks which 
culminated inthe temporary closing of all three. 

siogmund T. Meyer considered the testimony 
adduced on Saturday of sufficientimportance tv 
rall for his attendance with his own counsel yes- 
terday, and he was a nervous and intent listen- 
er during the examination of all the other 
witnesses who preceded him on the stand. 
Conrad N. Jordan appeared for a brief period, 
made numerous corrections in his former testi- 
mony, and added a little to the stock of par- 
ticulars which District Attorney Mitchell is 
collecting. He said he had a power of attorney 
from Claassen to deliver the stock in his pos- 
session belonging to Claassen to Charles H. 
Leland. Hereceived the written resignations 
ot Claassen and his “ Board of Directors” at 
the same time, and the resignations and the 
power of attorney he had delivered, together 
with the stock, to Leland. 

Following Jordan, William M. Kilduff added 
a second chapter to his remarkable recital of 
the operations of the “kiting” syndicate. A 
certified check for $15,000, drawn by Pell, Wal- 


lack & Co., Jan. 22, on the Equitable Bank in 
favor of P. J. Claassen, one of the two which 
Ciaassen deposited in the National Park Bank 
on the aame day, was produced. Kilduff testi- 
tied that he made out and signed the check in 
blank and sent it up to the Equitable Bank by 
one of his office boys for certification. The bo 
brought it back and gaveit to him or to Pell, 
he couldn’t say which, and Pell filled in Claas- 
sen’s name. The firm probably received Claas- 
sen’s check, or somebody's check or checks 
trom Claassen in return for this certified check 
on that day. 

Commissioner Shiclds—Mr. Kilduff, were you 
in the habit of having blank checks certified 
like this and flying around in the possession of 
office boys 

** Yes, Sir.” 

“If it was lost anybody might fill in the name 
and it cashed ?”’ 

* Toa, Bir.” 

““Wasn’t that a rather loose way of doing 
business, to say the least?” 

Kiliduif could not say, either, what considera- 
tion it was that Claassen gave him for his own 
individual certified check for $10,000 on the 
Equitable Bank on the same day. He was cer- 
tain Claassen had given him somebody's check 
or checks, because he was sure he had made a 
deposit in the Equitable Bank on that day to 
make his check good. The sixty-thousand-dol- 


‘lar check of Cashier Colson on the Sixth Na- 


tional to Pell, Wallack & Co. was not entered 
ou Pell, Waliack & Co.’s books because 1t was 
not used by them. It was used by Philip L. 

feyer. The check was indorsed in the 
handwriting, he thought, of Arthur L. Meyer, 
in the name of Siegmund T. Meyer & Son. 
Philip L. Meyer had loaned Pell, Wallack & Co. 
§&60,000 or $70,000 on that duy, and this check 
had been given tolimin payment. The indorse- 
ment, instead of being Siegmund T. Meyer & 
Sou gnight be Meyer, Moore & Co. It was difti- 
cult to decipher, buthe thought it was Sieg- 
nund T. Meyer & Son, and was almost positive 
\t was in the handwriting of Arthur L. Meyer. 

Edward H. Myers of the firm of Theodore W. 
Myers & Co. was recalled und produced the 
cheeks which were peid to Siegmund T. Meyor 
& Sen on account ot the bonds which Philip L. 
Meyer had brought to tbem for sale, as was 
testified by him last Saturday. Some of the 
checks were made payable to Siegmund ‘I. 
Meyer & Co., and were indorsed in the name of 
that firm. Others, upon Philip L. Meyer's re- 
quest, were made payable to him. Witness’s 
jirm had dealings to the amount of millions an- 
nually with Siegmund T. Meyer & Son, and, 
knowing Philip L. Meyerto be a partner, they 
felt no hesitation about acceding to this request. 
The transaction in these securities, tbat belonged 
actually to tbe Sixth National Bank, although 
it has not appeared that Theodore W. Myers & 
Co. kuew of the fact, was kept aS @ special ac- 
count. When the last of the securities was dis- 
posed of there was a balance to the credit of 
sSiegmund 7. Meyer &Son of $7,853 49. This 
was transferred to the general account of that 
firm, and established a credit balance there of 
B5,991 45, for which sum a check to the order 
ot Siegmund T. Meyer & Son was given them, 
along with the statement of their account. On 
this last check the indorsement was that of 
Siegmund T. Meyer. 

Joun Moore of Meyer, Moore & Co., station- 
ers, had to explain his absence on Saturday to 
Commissioner shields, who declared that he 
would submit to no inattention to his sub- 
pownas. If witnesses did not respond promptly 
he would have attachments out for them and 
put them under bonds to appear when they 
should be wanted. Mr. Moore entered a whole- 
sale disclaimer for his firm, saying that the 
jndorsement upon the check of Cashier Colson 
for $60,000 to Peel, Wallack & Co. was not the 
jndorsement of Meyer, Moore & Co. Arthur 
L. Meyer and himself composed the firm, and 
he did not think Arthur L. Meyer had writ- 
ten the indorsement on this check, although it 
looks very much 1iks his writing. The check 
never passed through the bvoks or bank ac- 
count of Meyer, Mocre & Co. 

John Satterlee was called, but he did not an- 
ewer to his name. He had been sitting in the 
audience throughout the hearing until within a 
yew minutes, when he disappeared. An attach- 
ynent was issued for him, more as a precaution 
than in any belief that it was necessary, for it 
was said in explanation of his absence that he 
was 11] and was compeilea to go home. 

Thereupon Siegmund T. Meyer was given an 
opportunity to tell his remarkable tale. He 
said he was anoperator in real estate and bonds, 

“Was it your firm that had this special bond 
pecount with Theodore W. Myers & Co?’ the 
District Atrorney asked. 

* Siegmund T. Meyer & Son had no such spe- 
cial bond account with Theodore W. Myers & 
Co.,” was the rather startling response. 

« Did not your firm receive an accoant from 
Theodore W. Myers & Co. of the sale of certain 
bonds aud stocks ?”’ 

“Theodore W. Myers & Co. rendered us an 
account, aud we immediately returned it to 
them and told them we had nothing to do with 
those bonds. I myself went over to Theodore 
W. Myers & Co. and told them they had mixed 
up the accounis of Siegmund T. Meyer & Co. 
with other transactions, which I repudiated, 
and I told them to separate those accounts ?”’ 

Philip lL. Meyer, the witness testified, had 
not been a member of the firm of Siegmund T. 
Meyer & Son for tive or sixyears. The tirm was 
composed of Biegmund T. Meyer and Arthur L. 
Meyer. Witness was shown the checks which 
Theodore W. Myers & Co, had given in settle- 
ment of the account for the sale of the $230,000 
of bonds. He said he did not think the indorse- 
ments upon them were those of Siegmund T. 
Meyer & Son, but he could not say positively 
that they were not. The indorsements looked 
something like the writing of Arthur L. Meyer 
aud something like that of Philip L. Meyer— 
most like that of Arthur L. Meyer. He meant 
to say the firm never received those checks, 
neither he nor his firm; they were never 
entered on the firm’s books. The check for the 
balance of their general account with Theodore 
W. Myers & Co., $5,891 45, was shown to tne 
witness. Mr. Edward H. Myers had testified 
that the indorsement on this check waa in Sieg- 
mund T. Meyez’s handwriting. Witness said it 
was not in his handwriting, but that it looked 
much like Arthur L. Meyer’s writing. It was 
never entered on the firm books. The usual sig- 
natures of the firm name were more legible 
than these indorsements. 

There was no doubt, he admitted, that the 
checks were written in favor of Siegmuna T. 
Meyer & Son. One more of the checks, one for 
$20,000, that was indorsed ‘“Siegmund T, 
Meyer & Son, P. L. M.,” wasshownhim. “I 
can say that this is not the indorsement of 
Siegmuna T. Meyer & Son,” he said. He did 
pot know whose handwriting it was in. Hoe 
didn't know anything about the special account 
with Theodore W. Myers & Co. They rendered 
him a general statement which he returned and 
repudiated everything in itexcept the account 
with & T. Meyer & Sou, which consisted of 600 
shares of Rock Island stock which they 
were carrying for them and 20,000 bush- 
els of wheat of which they were short, 
er long for them, he couldn’t tell which. 
On this account there was no balance in favor 
of Theodore W. Myers & Co. Instead of Sieg- 
mund T. Meyer & Son owing them $2,000, 
Theodore W. Myers & Co. owed Siogmund T. 
Meyer & Son $600 or $70U. “It seems to me,” 
aaid the witness, ‘‘that they were afraid they 
conldn’t get their money from Philip L. Meyer, 
and so settled it on somebody they could 
eollectitfrom. They have got this account 
mixed up with the accounts ot Siegmund IT. 
Meyer & Son, Arthur L. Meyer, and Philip L. 
Meyer.” The checks, he fnsisted, never went 

throogh the bank account of Siegmund T. 
Meyer & Son. 

This testimony left the matter very badly 
snarled up. Who actually realized upon these 
checks of Theodore W. Myers & Co. for over 
$230,000 will, of course, be shown by the tes- 
timony of the bank officers who paid them. 
Then, also, will the indorsements on these 
checks be proved, whether they are in the hana- 
writing of Siegmund T. = er or of either of 

s, and, if so, of whic 
mitne United States Marsbal bas been diligent- 
ly looking for Philip L. Meyer witb a subpoena, 
but he has not been able as yet to tind him. He 
has resided with his father untli very ‘re- 
cently, but now no one of his relatives seems to 
know where he is. His name was called in 
court yesterday, but he did not respond, and 
the apprehension was expreasea that he had by 


common consent been made a scapegoat for the 
family and has gone into comfortable hiding, 
The hearing will go on to-morrow. 

The bank wreckers will now.have to answer 
questions in regard to their transacsions to the 
Grand Jury of this county. . Col. Fellows began 
the investigation personally yesterday and 
summoned Bank Examiner Hepburn, Charles 
H. Leland, President of the Sixth National 
Bank; President C. N. Jordan of thé Lenox Hill 
Bank, Cashier W. M. Mellins of the Lenox Hil), 
State Examiner Covell, and others. The ex- 
amination of Mr. Hepburn was begun before 
the Grand Jury, which sat for acoupie of hours. 
The other witnesses will be examined daily 
“until the case has been thoroughly presented. 
Col. Fellows is assisted by Assistant District 
Attorneys Davis and Lindsay in preparing the 
evidence. Col, Fellows said there were many 
witnesses to examine and that probably the 
attention of the Grand Jury would be given to 
bank matters up to the end of the term. 


There was an itformal meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the Western National Bank of 
some of the gentlemen who have consented 


to act as Directors of the Lenox Hill Bank. 
Among them were Mr. D. A. De Lima of 68 
Williato-street aud Edward Gogorza of 47 Lib- 
erty-street. A meeting of the Directors, at 
which a President is to be elected, will be held 
this afternoon. ‘‘ The man for the place has 
been selected.” said Mr. Conrad N. Jordan 
yesterday, ‘‘and we hope he will accept. I 
cannot mention his name now, but he is a 
well-known and wealthy Hebrew and just the 
wan forthe place. He ts 80 good aman that I 
h Pa consented to serve under bim as Vice Pres- 
ident. 


BLOOD IN THE OUSTOM HOUSE. 


LITTLE BROKER IRWIN WHIPS TWO 
BIG MEN IN THE ROTUNDA. 


Blood was spilt in large quantities on the 
floor of the rotunda of the Custum House yes- 
terday afternoon. Robert J. Irwin, a Custom 
House broker of 24 State-street, was responsi- 
ble for a good deal of it. He isa little man in 
size, but he is wiry and strong, and he showed 
yesterday that he knows full well how to use 
his fists when he 1s compelled to. 

Mr. Irwin whipped two big men inside of ten 
minutes, and while he was about it there was 
great excitement among the clerks and the dep- 
uties. They viewed the battle from their high 
stools asit went on In the middle of the floor. 


Nobody tried to stop the fight. There is a good 
dealof sporting blood among those who have 
business in the rotunda, and when it began 
there was # universal expression of the wish, 
‘*may the best man wia.’’ 

The defeated ones were John Reagan, a 8wo- 
hundred-pounder, who was formerly a porter 
tor C. N. Kippin & Co., but who is now a sort of 
runner for the lawyers about the Custom House, 
and a lawyer whose it was impossible to 
ascertain, but who was on business for Lamantia 
& Co., importers, 

The lawyer and Reagan were engaged in con- 
versation with Deputy Collector Stanwood, a 
nephew of James G. Blaine. They wanted to 
see certain papers which the Deputy Collector 
refused to show to them. While they were talk- 
ing Irwin came up to Mr. Stanwood’s desk. 
Irwin said he had been imposed upon by 
Lamantia & Co., and as he stood there their 
lawyer gave him ashove. It made Irwin mad, 
and be said: 

“You're no better than your principals. 
Don’t you push me again.”’ 

But the lawyer did push him and Irwin there- 
upon began operations. He struck the lawyer 
fairon the nose. The lawyer’s glasses were 
Smashed and the blood spurted, Irwin was 
preparing for another blow when he received 
ove himself unger the ear that staggered him. 
Reagan had hit him. Then Mr. Irwio gathered 
himself together and sailed into the burly ex- 
porter. He struck him under the eye and cut 
the skin, Lhe blood poured from the cut as 
Reagan stumbled backward and fell. When he 
arose Irwin gave him another one that also 
sent bim reeling. His head struck the marble 
floor ana the proceedings for the next few sec- 
onds interested him no more. He was hustled 
off, bleeding and uvhappy, toasideroom. The 
lawyer had also disappeared, The first blow 
settled him. Then Irwin stood alone, a victor. 

Irwin said, after the fight, that he was sorry 
it had occurred, but he was exasperated. He 
told of his trouble with Lamantia & Co., whieh 
had indireetiy brought on the row. On Feb. 3, 
he said, the steamer Celtic brought 200 cases of 
oranges consigned to Lamantia & Co. Irwin 
had been doing business for the firma and the 
same evening Lamantia asked him to go the 
next morning to the Custom House and give an 
indemnity bond for $700. It is against the 
Treasury regulations for brokers to give bonds 
if bankers bave alreaty advanced money on 
the bill of lading. Irwin sists, however, 


that Lumantia led im to belidve 
that there was no Dill of lading. So 
he gave the bond. On Feb. 5, Kidder, 


Peabody & Co. put in a claim for the money 
they had advanced on the draft which 
accompanied the bill of lading. The Collector 
sent for Irwin and held him for $544 73, which 
he paid rather than besuspended. Then, he 
says, Lamantia & Co. offered to settle with him 
for $241. Irwin then tried to obtain the goods, 
but he could not, and he has brought suit 
against Lamantia & Co. So when their lawyer 
shoved him all his wrongs rose up before him 
and he couldn’t restrain himself, 


THE OREW RESCUED. 


LOSS OF THE BARK &£. L. BOYD AFTER 
A COLLISION AT SEA. 


The bark Emilie L. Boyd, which left this port 
for Hong Kong on Dee. 23, was run down and 
sunk on Jan. 15 pear the Canary Islands. The 
crew was rescued and arrived here yesterday 
on the steamsh p Finance of the New-York and 
Brazilian Mail Line. 

Capt. Killam of the lost bark says that her 
cargo consisted of about forty-five thousand 
cases of oil. All went well until 7 o’clock on 
the morning of Jan. 15, when the bark was in 


latitude 25° 40’ and longitude 32° 56’. Another 
bark was then discovered sailing before the 
northeast trade winds which then prevailed. 
The stranger was heading to the westward, 
while the Boyd was close hauled on the port 
tack, which enabled her to head southeast. 
The latter was clearly entitled to the right of 
way, and  ¢ Killam thought that the other 
vessel, which proved to be the Norwegian bark 
Kolf, Capt. Jorgensen, bound from Havre for 
this port, would drop astern ot him. The Nor- 
wegiar vessel, however, kept steadily on her 
course. When it became evident that the Rolf 
would not yield it was too late for the Boyd to 
get out of her way. 

The Rolf struck the Boyd on the starboard 
pow, which was cut open and twisted around 
to pom, leaving a great hole, into which the 
water poured rapidly. She began to settle 
cown almost immediately after the two vessels 
had drifted apart. The Rolf kept on ber course 
‘for some Moments after the collision. The Boyd 
filled rapidly, and Capt. Killam ordered tho 
crew to lowertwo cf the boats. The Captain, 
with his wife and hie crew of fifteen men, 


got into the boats, which rowed afier 
the Rolf. The latter vessel had lost 
her bowsprit and foretopmast, and had 
been injured, but not seriously, about the 


bows. She finally hove to and took the dis- 
tressed crew on board. The Rolf lay by the 
sinking vessel long enough to tuke off a portion 
of her stores. Asthe Rolf was getting under 
way again the wreck sank. The second officer 
of the Boyd, who had been sick for some days, 
died on board the Rolf, and his body was buried 
atsea. The Rolf put into St. Thomas, where 
the shipwrecked people were landed. The 
British Consul procured passage for them on the 
Finance. The Emilie L. Boyd was owned by 
Boyd & Hinecken of 3 William-street, this city, 
but hailed from Yarmouth, N. 8. She measured 
1,241 tons and was nine years old. Her dimen- 
sions were: Length, 190 feet; breadth of beam, 
38 feet, and depth of hold, 23 feet. She was 
worth about $40,000, 


COL. ROGERS SAYS HE IS SANE, 

Co!, A. H. Rogers, who was sent to Ward’s 
Tsland Insane Asylum on a certificate of insan- 
ity, 1s going to haveatrial by jury, He was 
brought into the Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday on 4 habeas corpus issued by Judge 
Patterson.

assane. The Judge told Mr. Oliver to take his 
order for the trial of the case by jury to-day, 

As Cel. Rogers was Jeavinzg court he met one 
of the physicians who adjudged him insane and 
gave the doctor a piece of his mind in no gentile 
terms. ‘ You have kept me on tho Island,” he 
said, ‘‘ where I have not had a square meal for 
four months.” Lawyer Oliver tried to get the 
angry Colonel away, but he cried: ‘* No; [ must 
have money. My fiancée promised to meet me 
here this morning and bring me some.” Then 
he again began to abuse the doctor, but before 
ne did any harm he was led away. 


THROWN FROM A WAGON, 

While John Brooks of 200 West Fifty-sixth- 
street was driving on Sedgwick-avenue with a 
lady yesterday his team took fright and ren 
away. At the junctionof Jerome and Sedgwick 
avenues the wagon was upsct, and Brooks and 
his companion were thrown out. Brooks had 
his head badly cut and one rib fractured. His 
companion, who refused to give her name, es- 
caped uninjured. Brooks was attended by Dr. 
Ferguson of High Bridge, and was taken home 
in acarriage. The wagon was wrecked, but the 
horses were caught before they bad done any 
further damage.

MR. BURDICK DISMISSED 


MAYOR GLEASON’S HIGH-HAND- 
ED PROCEEDING. 
AN APPEAL TO BE MADE TO STATE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS DRAP- 
ER BY THE PRINCIPAL. 


The last act of a conspiracy such as most 
public offictals of the shadiest political morals 
would be ashamed to be engaged in was per- 
formed at the First Ward School in Long Island 
City yesterday morning when School Trustee 
Kavanagh, aided by a stalwart Police Sergeant, 
both acting under orders from Mayor Patrick 
J. Gleason, ejected School Principal Burdick 
from the building in pursuance of an illegal 
resolution passed by the Long Island City 
Board of Education on Friday evening, and in- 
stalled Miss Mary Honnell, ope of the women 
whose complaints Mayor Gleason listened to 
in his gloomy little office after spending the 
latter part of an evening in thiscity discussing 
oysters and champagne with the complainants, 
as Acting Principal in Mr. Lurdick’s plaee. 

The respectable citizens of the town do not 
blame Trustee Kavanagh so much. They say 
Mayor Pat had set his mind, if anything of that 
sort exists, on making his favorites the controll- 
ing element in the First Ward School. Kavanagh 
had to carry out hts orders. They are more 
than ever disgusted with the dominion of 
adipose tissue which the last election installed’ 
in Long Island City. They feel something like 
ashudder at the thought of sending innocent 
children to @ school run by women of Pat 
Gleason's selection, who are supported by pub- 
lic money at his dictation. A single glance 
at his face and figure would instill in 
the mind of one who had never seen 
him before a well-grounded suspicion of 
any female employes whom the Mayor might 
select. But when organized ignorance and 
brutality has a majority of votes at its back 
the protestant has the option of bearing with 
what exists or moving away. Parents who can 
afford it can of course take their children trom 


the public schools and put them where their 
moral surroundings will be wholesome. That 
is a luxury which the poor cannot enjoy, 

“In the investigation of A. Hall Burdick’s 
acts,’ said one of the oldest residents of Long 
Island City yesterday, ‘‘nota word or act im- 
proper in itself or calculated to injure the dis- 
cipline of the school has been proved or even 
sworn to by @ witness for the prosecution. 
Everybody who knows anything about his work 
knows that it hus been faithiul and fearless. 
He may have felt the disgrace of daily associa- 
tion with such female assistants as Pat Gleason 
placed around him. He may have seen the dan- 
xer of putting young minds under such inflo- 
ences. However that may be, the Principal 
seems to bave refrained from saying what he 
thought, and gone on doing allin his power to 
reduce the necessary evil of such a condition 
of affairs toa minimum. He is removed because 
he cared more to make a gvod school than to 
win the approbation of Mayor Gleason’s female 
favorites. That is the case in a nutshell.” 

It must not be forgotten that the investiga- 
tion above alluded to bas not yet been clused. 
At the beginning one of the Trustees appointed 
on the committee declined to serve. ‘That lett 
Kavanagh and Pitcher to goon with the farce 
of carrying out the Mayor’sorders. Mr. Pitcher 
showed @ great deal more backbone than he 
had been given credit for. Whenthe Mayor’s 
lawyer tried to get in all sorts of hearsay evi- 
dence, to use Witnesses whether eonnected with 
the Educational Department or not, and to 
carry matters with a bigh hand generally, Mr. 
Pitcher objected. Thatmade atie vote. But Kav- 
anagh, who was Chairman, made rulings to suit 
himself. Last Tuesday evening, tbe case for 
the prosecution having closed, testimony on be- 
half of the defendant was going on. It was on 
this occasion that Mayor Gleason last threat- 
ened to violently assault ir. Burdick. Then 
the ‘investigation’ was adjourned to Thurs- 
day evening. Mr. Pitcher did not appear, no 
quorum of the committee was present, and Mr. 
Kavanagh adjourned himself subject to the call 
of the Chair, informully stating to Mr. Burdick’s 
counsel that the matter would be continued on 
next Thursday night. 

Friday night the Board of Education metas 
usual. The ‘‘dismissul” of Mr. Burdick was 
carried out without any report from the inveati- 
gating committee and with no statement of the 
causes for such action, Trustee Pitcher, who 
had listened to the testimony, voting in the 
negative. School Trustees have the right under 
the law to discharge teachers, after a hearing, 
for cause. But as this action was taken before 
the investigation was evded, and with no cause 
provad, the best lawyers bold that it has nu 
bearing whatever on Mr. Burdick’s legal status. 
Under advice trom his lawyers, Messrs. Milliken 
& Stearnes, he therefore appeared this morning 
to —" his rights, and was ejected, as above 
stated. 

There is no doubt that the contract ‘fat the 
pleasure of the board,” under which the Long 
{sland City School Trustees employed Mr. Bur- 
dick, is null and void under Chapter 328 of the 
Laws of 1889, in amendment of Subdivision 9, 
Section 49, Title 7, Laws of 1864, which pro- 
vides: 

‘“‘Nor shall any Trustee or Trusteos employ any 
teacher tor a shorter term than sixteen weeks, (un- 
less for an unexpired term,) nor shall any teacher 
be dismissed in the course of a term.of employment 
except for reasous which, it appealed to the Super- 


intendent of Public Instruction, shal, be held to be 


sufficient cause for such dismissal.” 


In a decision of Andrew 8. Draper, the pres- 
ent State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
(No. 3,603, July 20, 1887,) when, as in this case, 
the contract was void, the Superintendent up- 
held au appeal from dismissal on the following 
grounds: 


“A duly licensed and employed teacher ought to 
have security of positien for a reasonable length of 
time. * * It is humiliating to self-respecting 
teachers to be at all times liable to discharge trom 
employment because others may want their places, 
or because of antagonisms which a vigorous and 
wholesome performance of their duties in the 
schoolroom may epgender. To adopt this doctrine 
is only to drive the inost self-respeeting and the 
best qualified persons trom teachers’ work. This is 
unquestionably against wise policy. Furthermore, 
if the Trustee could discontinue these teachers at 
any time, they could abandon their places at any 
time. But the school must continue without inter- 
ruption. Teachers must be under a legal and hon- 
orable obligation to so continue it. An agreoment 
between Trustee and teacher which does not in- 
volve this is manifestly against the interests of the 
public school system. 

* What is a reasonable length of time for whicha 
Trustee and teacher may proper)y enter into a con- 
tract of employment depends upon the circum- 
stances and custom in each district and must be 
determined upon the part of each case as it arises. 
It apvears from the papers in this case that the ap- 
pellants had taught ono term of nine weeks and that 
they had commenced teaching another term when 
dismissed. I am therefore led to hold that their 
employment must have been for terms of at least 
that length of time.” 

As Mr. Burdick hfs already served two terms 
of one year each, the same principle would 
make him secure in his place until next July. 
Mr. Draper is a Republican and not in any way 
likely to be controlled by Gov. Hill in the tnter- 
est of Mayor Gleason. Since law and precedent 
are so clear, Lawyer Milliken has decided to 
appeai directly to the State Superintendent as 
the quickest way of securing the rights of his 
client, although he believes an appeal to the 
courts would also result in Mr, Burdick’s rein- 
statement.

Few pleasanter entertainments have been 
given in the name of charity than that of yes- 
terday afternoon in the chapel of the Home for 
Incurables, given under the direction of Miss 
Helen Barry. The object was to afford a few 
hours of forgetfulness to the suffering inmates 
ofthe home, who are unable to seek amuse- 
ment for themselves. No tickets were sold and 
no money was asked, the sole purpose of the 
ladies and gentlemen participating being to 
amuse their singular audience, and in this they 
succeeded admirably. The performance was a 
Varied one, given by both amateurs and_pro- 
fessionals, among those assisting Miss Barry 
being the Misses Lawrence, Mies Gevevieve 
Ingersoll, Mr. Altman, Mrs. Edgar Gray, “The 
County Fair’ quartet, Mr. Jay Wilson, Mr. G.

NEWS FROM BRAZIL. 


THE ACTION OF THE UNITED STATES 
AROUSES ENTHUSIASM. 


In the mail which Charles R. Flint & Co. re- 
ceived by the steamors Basil and Finance yes- 
terday were the Brazilian papers of the latter 
part of January and the first part of February. 
The Provinciado Para of Feb. 2 containsa 
telegram from its correspondent in Rio report- 
ing the resignation of the Minister of Agricult- 
ure, Demetrio Ribeiro, on account of * doc- 
trinary scruples,” Dr. Francisco Glyoerio being 
appointed in his place. 

Tne Provincia of Feb. 4 contains an article 
stating that as soon as the Governor of the 
State of Para received a cablegram trom the 
Brazilian Minister in Washington announcing 
official recognition of the Brazilian Republic by 
the Government of the United States of Amer- 
ica he transmitted the good news to Marechal 


Deodoro and Quintino Bocayuva, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, as well as to the Governors of 
the ditferent States, 

The /rovincia publishes a number of tele- 
grams from the various Governors received by 
Gov. Cherwont in response to this. Among 
others one from Natal (Rio Grande do Norte) 
dated Feb. 1, which 1s 1n the following terms: 

I thank yon for the great news, Delirious enthu- 
siam. Long live the free republic. 

ADLOLFO, Governor. 

The Governor of Piauhy cabled: 

“TI thank you for notifying me of the news that 
the Republic of the Duited States of North America 
has recognized tle United States of South America. 
itis a splendid victory which will assure an eternal 
union between the two great nations.” 

The Para papersrefer to a loan of 6,500 con- 
tos, about $3,250,000, which the Province of 
Para proposed raising. The latest numbers of 
the Pura papers, among others the Provincia, 
seemed to indicate that it was expected that 
the loan would be successfully arranged. The 
Para papers also refer to the decree of the Cern- 
tral Government looking to the establishment 
of three banks of issue, one in Rio Janeiro, one 
in Bahia, and one in Porto Alegre, the matter 
being commented upon differently, according 
to the political character of the papers. 

One ofthe banks isto be in Rio, with the 
privilege of issuing 200,000 contos ($100,000,- 
VOO0) iu notes, its circulation being limited to 
the State of Rio Janeiro, Sao Paulo, Minas 
Geraes, Goyaz, and Espirito Santo. The other 
banks are tobe one in Bahia, with power to 
issue 150,000 contos ($75,000,000) to circulate 
in the States ‘of the North or Brazil, and the 
third bank it is proposed to establish at Porto 
Alegre, with a smalier circulation, 100,000 
contos, ($50,000,000,) which would be limited 
to the States of Rio Grande do Sul, Santa Cath- 
arina, Parana, and Matto Grosso. The general 
scheme of these banks was to issie notes 
against deposited State bonds, 

The Rio \ews says that a decree was passed 
appropriating to each one of the Ministers of 
the Government $3,000 for “establishment,” 
whatever that may be. The same paper says 
that it has been decided to decorate the prom- 
lIneot advocates of the republic with honorary 
military tities. 


The steamship Finance of the New-York and 
Brazilian Mail line, which arrived here yesater- 
day, brought 41 Germans and Hungarians who 


had goneto Brazil inthe hope of bettering 
themselves, but who had failed todoso. The 
men say that together with 120 other Germans 
and Hungarians they were sent outin the steam- 
ship Finance early last November. They bad 
been engaged by a Bleecker-street employment 
agent, who informed them that a company 
which practically represented the existing 
Brazilian Government would give them small 
farms stocked with cattle by means of which 
each could easily carn $30 a month. 

Upon arriving at Marannham they were taken 
to a small place some miles inland. Here they 
lived in huts covered with palin leaves. The 
food was poor and the water was bad. They 
were given very small farms and were obliged 
to work very hard. They were not treated as 
they had expected to be In any particular. Sev- 
eral of their pumber died. They complained to 
the agent of the land company, who did noth- 
ing for them. 

The men who arrived yesterday finally aban- 
doned the colony and went to the Maranham 
Hospital. Being refused admission there, they 
returned to the colouy, but were driven out by 
soldiers. Upon their return to Maranham they 
Were sent to two small islands in the harvor, 
where they remained until the Finance called 
atthe port. They had complained in vain to 
the Governor of Maranham. They say that be- 
fore leaving they were obliged to sign state- 
ments to the effect that they had been well 
treated. 

The officers of the steamship line say that the 
men may have had arough time, but that they 
have undoubtedly given an cxagyeraied ac- 
count of their trials. 


HUNTING FOR LOST HEIRS. 


TWO THOUSAND ACRES OF PENNSYL- 
VANIA LANDS WITHOUT AN OWNER. 


Thirty-five years azo John Rathbone, a native 

of New-York City, died in Susquehanna County, 
Penn., where he had lived for many years. He 
was a prosperous farmer, and left an estate of 
2,000 acres of partly-improved land in Cho- 
conut Valley, five miles from Friendsville, 
Penn., and fourteen miles from Binghamton, 
N. Y. Rathbone was a bachelor, and was pot 
known to have any living relatives except 
three sisters to whom the property reverted. 
Each of these had married and bad children 
living in New-York City, with whom all corre- 
spondence had been dropped for a long time. 
The last of the sisters died ton years ago. 
Within afew months the Public Administrator 
of Susquehanna County tried to sell the estate, 
but could find no purchasers after having 
searched the title because one of the deeds 
alluded to the fact that Rathbone’s sisters had 
children. An effort was then made to clear up 
the matter by finding some or ajl of these chil- 
dren, and John T. O’Connor, a lawyer at 150 
Nassau-street, this city, was communicated 
with. 
Mr. O'Connor only knew some of the addresses 
here, where the children of Rathbone’s sisters 
had lived years ago. He therefore advertised 
that Mrs. Henry R. Lamb, 328 East Thirteenth- 
street; Harry Lialstead, 980 Ninth-avenue;

Tenth-street, and Mrs. Howell, 232 West Thir- 
ty-ninth-strect, would learn something to their 
advantage by calling athis office. The advertise- 
ment was inserted on Sunday. Yesterday two 
persons called with reference to Mrs. Lamb, but 
they had no direct knowledge of her where- 
abouts. She was believed to be in Chicago. 
None of the other heira were heard from. He 
had already discovered that none of the present 
occupants of the houses named knew anything 
about the persons referred to. 

Mr. O’Connor says the farm land of the Rath- 
bone estate has onitnow seme eight or nine 
well-built farmhouses, with other improve- 
ments. Itis worth somewhers between $300,- 
000 and $400,000. Itis not believed that there 
are any possible heirs outside of the persons 
named in his advertisement.

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SUBWAY WORK DIVIDED 


THE STANDARD COMPANY TO 
HAVE A 
REPRESENTATIVES OF ELECTRIC LIGHT 
COMPANIES PROTEST, BUT IN VAIN 
—THE MAYOR IN A HURRY. 


The meeting cf the Board of Electrical Con- 
trolin the Mayor’s office yesterday developed 
into @ lively fight betweon some of the electric 
light companies and the adherents of the Stand- 
ard Electrical Subway Company. The latter is 
the Westinghouse corporation, that has suc- 
ceeded in making a deal with Zdward Lauter- 
bach’s Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical 
Subway Company, so that it can take a hand in 
the work of building the subway. 

Besides Mayor Grant, Commissioners Hess 
and Moss were on hand, and ex-Commissioner 
Gibbens was a very much interested spectator. 
The question a3 to whether the board had the 
rignt to make a contract with the Standard 
Company, which is represented by Wheeler H. 
Peckham, had been submitted to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel and yesterday he made a report in 
which he held that the board had the power to 
make a contract for the construction of sub- 
ways with the Standard Company. 

Accompanying Mr. Clark’s report was a form 
of contract between the Board of Electrical 
Control and the Stundard Company. This had 
beon submitted to the representatives of the 
electric light companies. De Lancey Nicoll 
had called at the Corporation Counsel’s ofiice 
and had offered some amendments to the pro- 
posed contract, but Mr. Clark had said that he 
would not put them in until the matter was 
laid before the board. The proposed contract 
is practically the same as the one made with 
Mr. Lauterbach’s company. 

Senator Grady, whorepresented the East River 
Company, opened the fight against the Standard 
Company. He said that a scheme was on foot 
under which 1¢ is intended to divide the subway 
business into two classes, One for the tele- 


phone and the other for the electric light and 
power wires. [t wasintended by the Vonsoli- 
dated Company to transfer all the light and 
power subways not completed to the Standard 
Company. This company, if it came into control 
of the subways, would be a monopoly, and 
would have the smaller electric light companies 
atits mercy. He wanted to know why his com- 
pany (the East River) could not have the right 
to build its own subways, 

“It Mr. Peckham’s company gets into con- 
trol,” said Mr. Grady, ‘‘our company can con- 
tinue in business until Mr. Peckham’s people 
think it for the public interest that we should 
close up.” 

Elihu Root, representing the Manhattan Com- 
pany, took the ground that the Standard Sub- 
way Company would prove a dungerous monop- 
oly. He took issue with Mr. Jlark in his opin- 
ion that the board had the right to make the 
contract with Mr. Peckhum’s company, and 
said that the proposed contract would abso- 
lutely destroy the equality of conditions and 
honest competition. 

The Standard Electrical Subway Company,’’ 
said he, ‘as Iam advised and as my clients say 
they can prove, is but another name for the 
most powerful of all the concerns interested in 
the electric lighting business, and 1s the strong- 
est rival to the Manhattan and the other com- 
panies that are not apartofit If acontract is 
tnade With the Standard Compauy it is made 
with our most dangerous competitor, and it 
leaves Us at its mercy.” 

Mr. Root added that the Standard Company 
was Westipghouse institution, and that it 
was simply part of the United Electric Light 
and Power Company, which controls the West- 
inghouse rights and the rights of the United 
States Company ard the Brush Company in 
this city. He read from a letter written by the 
President of the Standard Company showing 
= its assets and liabilities would be. This 
sald: 


* Proceedings have been instituted by the coun- 
sel of the Standard Subway Company by which the 
capital stock of the company will be $1,500,000, of 
which $1,000,000 wiil be common stock and $500,- 
0OU pr ierred stock. The $1,000,000 of common 
stock will be issued for rights, &¢., to the United 
Electric Light and Power Company or some 
Trustee representing it. The United Company will 
subscribe for at par the $500,000 of preferred stock 
for the purpose of providing funds to make the 
cash payments to the Consolidated Telegraph and 
Electrical Subway Company required by the terms 
of the purchase. The Standard Electrical Subway 
Company will also at once authorize a mortgage of 
$3,000,000 to secure that amount of bonds as they 
may be required.” 

Mr. Root dwelt on this watering of stock and 
said the board might as well bring the Westing- 
house Company before it and make a contract 
with it instead of making the contract with the 
Standara. he Staudard Company,: as such, 
was a sham, ‘‘and,” said Mr. Koot, “the con- 
tract with it would create a gigantic monopoly. 


*Ifsuch a contract is made at all it should not 


be made until the rules of the Board of Elec- 
trical Control are changed, so that the compa- 
nies not Interested with the United can be pro- 
tected.” 

Mr. Root took upacopy of proposed amend- 
ments to the rules, and protested that no con- 
tract With the Standard should be made if these 
amendments were to become rules, orif the 
present Tules were not changed. Electrical 
Expert Wheeler said that the amendments had 
not as yet been recommended by him, and that 
they had not been considered at all by the 
board. 

De Lancey Nicoll, who represented the North 
New-York Company and the Thomson-Houston 
interests, Opposed the contract as the creation 
ofa monopoly, but said that if the regulations 
as to rental rules and routes of the subways 
could be changed his company would be willing 
that the Standard should get the contract, so 
great was the necessity for the construction of 
—aee He asked for an adjournment for a 
week. 

Mayor Grant objected to delay, and said that 
he wanted the work of constructing the sub- 
ways begun atonce so that Commissiover Gil- 
roy could go ahead with the work of paving the 
streets. He asked Mr. Gilroy what he thoucht 
of a week’s delay, and the Commissioner op- 
posed it. 

Then ex-Senator Grady pulled off his coat 
and assailed the Mayor's position. He insinu- 
ated thatit would not be a good thing for pis 
Honor when the nextelection came. He fought 
the award of the contract on the ground that 1t 
created a gigantic monopoly. Said he: 

‘You had no abler supporter, Mr. Mayor, in 
the work of getting down the poles, nor dia 
the Comuissioner of Public Works 1n his work 
of repaving the streets have an abler sup- 
porter than THi NEw-YorK TIMES; yet that 
conservative journal came out in its editorial 
columns yesterday morning aud warned the 
authorities of the danger that lies in the awara- 
ing of this contract to the Standard Company.” 

He intimated that as soon as the contract 
was signed the old subway company wonld dis- 
appear and Mr. Lauterbach would suy good- 
bye tu the work of subway building. 

“Tam assured,” said the Mayor, “that there 

is notbing In this contract to interfere with the 
city’s right tw proceed against the Consolidated 
Company if it fails to fulfill its contract.” 
- Wheeler H. Peckham then defended the pro- 
posed contract, He said that the old subway 
company, after fighting against the Standara, 
had found that it could not do all the work re- 
quired and now the Standard was ready to push 
the work to a speedy completion and get the 
wires under ground. It was ull nonsense to talk 
about his company being asham. It had the 
backing of millions of dollars and was ready to 
do the work just as the city wanted it done. 

The bourd passed the following: 

Resolved, That the board enter into a contract 
with the Standard Electric Subway Company for 
the construction of subways for electric light aud 
power conduits in such streets and avenues in the 
city of New- York as the board may direct, and that 
the settlement of the terms and conditions of said 
contract be had at a meeting of this board to beheld 
on Feb. 19, 1890, at lz o’clock in the City Hall; 
each electric light and power company to submit in 
the meantime its proposed amendments to the form 
of the existing contract. 

The fight will be continued at to-morrow’s 
meeting. 

Mr. Paul D, Cravath said yesterday with re- 
gard to the contract of the Standard Electrical 
Subway Company with the Subway Commis- 
sion to build subways for high-tension electric 
wires that the whole matter was a straightfor- 
ward business proposition thatjhad come natu- 
rally from a combination of circumstances. He 
repudiated the idea of there being any “job” in 
the contract. 

* Ali last Summer,” said ho, ‘we fought to 
have the subway built by a combination of all 
the electric light companies, the combination to 
be formed on a basis of the returns to be in pro- 
portion to the capital invested and the amount 
of capital invested to be in proportion tu the 
number of wires demanded. We strucgled to 
have this combination effected, but the other 
companies would not come into it. Finally, 
when the futility of the combination plan was 
forced upon us, we cut loose onour own account 
and wade the proposition to build the sub- 
ways. We have made a simpie, straight- 
forward business proposition. We offer 
to take all the numerous and varied risks 
natural to this enterprise, and all that we ask 
for or hope to get in return is a profit of 10 per 
cent. or less on the capital invested. As to our 
having & Monopoly, both the act of the Legis- 
Jature and the contrac: prevent that. Under 
these we are compelled to revt to all electric 
lighting companies at the same rates, and to 
build subways where they are demanded by the 
Board of Electrica! Control.” 


A BIG CLUBHOUSE PLANNED. 

There is considerable talk among the moem- 
bers of the var.ous veteraa associations about 
a@ project which has been advanced by some of 
their leading members to erect a great club 
building between Forty-second and Fifty-ninth 
streets and Fourth and Sixth avenues, which 
shall provide accommodations for all the sub- 
scribing posts, camps, &e. It has been esti- 
mated that a structure, such as is desired, 
would, with the land, costin the neighborhood 
of $1,000,0U00, but the promoters say that there 
is enough interest in a scheme of this kind to 
enabie them to raim the money with compara- 
tive ease. 


A UNIQUE PRESIDENTIAL EXPEDITION— 
WEAKNESS OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


GonaIves, Hayti, Feb. 6.—On Jan. 2, Presi- 
dent Hippolyte with members of his Cabinet 
left Port au Prince to meet President Henreux 
of San Domingo, for the purpose of discussing 
the disputed question of boundary between the 
republics. To insure quiet during his absence 
from the capital President Hippolyte adopted 
the unique but effectual method of taking 
every person known tobe disaffected along 
with him. It is not supposed that the mal- 
contents willingly accompanied the expedition, 
but the invitation to do so was extended in 
such a manner a8 to make refusal very 
dangerous. 

Prior to the President’s departure the palace 
was put in a state of defense, which act is 
looked upon by many as a confession of insta- 
bility on the part of the present Government. 
Undoubtedly a large element of weakness in 
Hippolyte’s rule is due to the fact that the 
capital is situated in the territory of the van- 
quished faction. Let one imagine the capital of 
the United States being moved to New-Orleans 
at the close of the civil war, and he can then 
more readily comprehend what diflicuities and 
dangers besets the Northern President, Hippo- 
lyte, with his seat of Government in the heart 
of the conquered South. 

Boisrond Canal, a prominent General under 
Légitime and proscribed by an edict of Hippo- 
lyte, returned to Port au Prince recently and 
was openly received by the Minister of War, 
Gen. Mompoint, which action on the part of 
the Minister has caused much comment. 

The United States steamer Dolphin has re- 
turned to this port from San Domingo, to 
which place she conveyed Minister Douglass.

BOTH SIDES OBSTINATE. 


THE IOWA HOUSE STILL UNABLE TO 
TRANSACT ANY BUSINESS. 


Des MOINES, Iowa, Fab. 17.—No progress was 
made to-day toward solving the dead-lock in the 
Towa House. After the session was over the 
Republican conference committee sent word to 
the Democratic committee that they desired to 
tmeot them. In the consultation that followed 
the Republican spokesman intimated that his 
followers desired to learn in advance whether 
the Democrats would accept a proposition giv- 
ing the Republicans the Speaker, he to be 
named by the Democrats from a list of five 
naies submitted to them. They thought if 
that arrangement would prove satisfactory it 
could be brought about, but they did not liketo 
make a direct proposition of that kind witbout 
SOme assurances in advance of its acceptance. 

The Democrats answered tiat the views of 
their members would be canvassed, and if it 
should meet with favor a caucus would be 
called in the morning to consider it. Investi- 
gation shows thatthe Democrats are almost 
united against it, and it would be folly to make 
the proposition. They contend that the fair 
way out of the difficulty isto submit it to 
chance and abide the result. This the Repub- 
licans are not yet ready to do, although they 
may come toitin a few days, as the sentiment 
In tts favor is growing among them. 

Three ballots were taken for permanent 
Speaker to-day. The Attorney General submit- 
ted a long opinion. in which he holds that the 
members are entitled to draw one-half of their 
allowance as salary, and need not await a per- 
manent organization of the House. This opin- 
ion is opposite to the position taken last week 
by the Auditor, who refused to issue warrants 
upon the certificate of the temporary organiza- 
tion. The document was referred to the Aud- 
tor. 


A BRUTAL HUSBAND WHIPPED. 


PUNISHMENT ADMINISTERED BY A BAND 
O¥ MASKED MEN, 


NEWTOWN, Conn., Feb. 17.—John Campbell of 
this place was flayed last night by four masked 
men and is suffering badly to-day. Campbell 
has been in the habit of beating his wife, an 
amiable young woman, and has once been con- 
fined in jail for thrashing her. The couple lived 
ip a neat cottage on the main turnpike, and the 
neighbors say they often heard Campbell beat- 
ing his wife. 

On Sanday afternoon he struck her on the 
head with a blunt instrument, making a dan- 
gerous scalp wound. Mrs. Campbell fied to a 
neighbor’s house. Her wounds were dressed, 
and the woman was made comfortable. Late 
last night four oitizens, disguised and masked, 
entered Campbell’s house and dragged him to 
the street. His nightdress was torn off, and in 
«a nude condition he was lashed toa telegraph 
pole. The men then whipped him with raw- 
hides until he became unconscious. The man’s 
back and limbs were covered with welts. He 
was carried back to bis house and placea in bed. 

His cries aroused the neighbors and brought 
a crowd to the scene, but when they found 


Campbell was being whipped no resistance was 
offered. 


POLICEMEN ON TRIAL. 


CHARGED WITH INTERFERING IN THE 
BALTIMORE ELECTION, 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 17.—The trial before the 
Police Board of the officers charged by the Re- 
form League with interfering in the elections 
last November began to-day. The league had 
requested the board to be allowed to have coun- 
sel present to represent them. This request 
the board refused to grant, stating that their 
rule was in all cases of complaint to hear wit- 
nesses and cross-examine them themsvelves, and 
not to permit counsel to take part in the cases. 
This refusal caused the league to withdraw 
from the trial of the cases and to disavow all 
responsibility for the results. 

The Police Board is composed of threa Demo- 
crats. Nearly 200 officers are named. The 
first to be tried is Policeman Alexander Meinar. 
Testimony was offered to show that he had 
acted in a partisan manner and had taken a per- 
sonal Interest in furthering the interests of the 
regular Democratic ticket. The case was held 
under advisement. 


CASHIER RURD RETURNS HOME. 

BosTon, Feb. 17.—This morning General Agent 
Martin of the Cunara Steamship Company re- 
ceived a call from Mrs. M. L. P. Hurd, wife of 
the missing cashier of the company. She in- 
formed Mr. Martin that her husband had re- 
turned on Sunday morning. He had greatly 
changed in appearance, looking pale and ill. 


Although his wife plied him with questions, he 
would not explain his absence. 

Since Mr. Hurd departed there has been an 
examination of the company’s books, and it is 
said a deficiency has been found amounting to 
xfew thousand dollars, The examination of 
ths books is still going on. This deficit was 
probably the cause of Mr. Hurd’s disappearance. 


A VERDIOT SET ASIDE. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Fob. 17.—Judge Van Syckel 
to-day, in the Union County Court, set aside a 
verdict for $340 rendered againsi the city on a 
sult brought by William H. Hoover, an archi- 
tect, who demanded $800 for his work in draw- 
ing up plans for Public School No. 5. The 
members of the Board of Education swore that 
Hoover was paid $150 for his plans, all the 
board agreed to give. 

Judge Van Syckel said he couid not belteve 
that the three School Commissioners who eon- 
ducted the negotiations with Hoover had testi- 
fied falsely, and, therefore, in his opinion, the 


verdict could not stand. A new trial was 
ordered. 


PLUNGED THROUGH A _ BRIDGF. 
KANSAS City, Mo., Fob. 17.—A special to the 
Star from Wichita, Kan., says: ‘The engine 
and baggage car of the Galveston express 
plunged through a bridge over Chisholm Creek, 
six miles south of here, at 8 o’clock this morn- 


ing. The passenger coaches were left on the 
brink. Roadmaster E, Peters of Newton was 
killed, Engineer Wand and Fireman Smith each 
had a leg broken, and several passengers were 
injured. A reheftrainand six doctors have 
gone to the scene of the wreck.” 


LOST WITH ALL ON BOARD. 

San Francisco, Feb. 17.—Sydney papers 
which arrived by steamer yesterday report the 
arrival there Jan. 5 of the vessel that madea 
fruitiess search for the large passenger steamer 
Duburg, which it was feared had foundered in 
the recent typhoon in the China Sea. No trace 
ofthe missing vessel was found, and there is 
now no doubt that she sank with her 400 
Chinese passengers and crew. The only traces 
of her ever seen were floating bundles of rattan 
that formed part of her cargo.

MALTBY LANES WILL. 


THE CONTESTANTS’ CASE BEGUN YESTER 
DAY BEFORE JUDGE DALY. 


Whether or not the famous Maltby G. Lane’s 
will was executed without undue influence is 
now being decided before Judge Daly and a 
jury in the Court of Common Pleas. The case is 
familiar to readers of TIMES, as it was pub- 
lished fully and exclusively atthe time that tho 
suit was begun. Mr. Lane was a very wealthy 
New-Yorker, peing worth over $1,000,000. 
His first wife died many years ago. In Novet- 
ber, 1887, when he was seventy-four years old, 
he married a middle-aged widow named Mrs. 
Graham. i 

On Sept. 20,1888, ten months after the mar- 
riage, he made a will, in which he bequeathed 
practically his entire fortune to this second 
wife, the children of his firat wife getting buta 
pittance. In July, 1889, he diea. When the 
will was filed for probate a daughter vy tho 
first wife, Mrs. George De Metz, and a daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. M. 1. Lane, and her daughter aud 
her son, Richard H. Lane, instituted proceed- 
ings to have the will set asi ie. 

Though the will was properly witnessed on 
Sept. 20, 1888, on Sept. 22, 18-8, Mr. Lane 
again called the witnesses together and had 
them witness an addition to the document in 
which Mr. Lane reiterated his statement that it 
was bis last willand testament made while he 
was of sound mind. In substance the will pro- 
videa that all the estate should go to the widow 
except $500 to the New-York Association for 
the Relief of Indigent Females, $500 toa grand- 
son, Francis B. Lane, and $10,000 to beset 
aside, the interest of which was for the use of 
Malvina A. De Metz, thedaughter. It provides, 
bowever, that if the widow dies or remarries, 
George De Metz, the husband of the daughter, 
is to receive the inuvome from $10,000, tha 

rincipal to revert tu the children of a brother, 
David Lane, upon the death of De Metz, an 
that the balance of the estate is to be divided 
into two equal parts, the income of one part to 
be held by the trustees for the daughter of Mrs. 
De Metz and the balance to be applied as pro- 
vided by the will 

Col. George 8. Hastings and ex-Judge Georgs 
M. Curtis appeared for the contestants, and 
Franklin Bartlett and Frank Moss appeared for 
the widow. Mr. Bartlett in opening declared 
that Mr. Lane’s death had been hastened by the 
persecutions of his daughter, and that on the 
day he died a summons and compliaint was 
served upon him. 

The widow’s side of the case was put in en- 
tire. It consisted only of the evidence of the 
witnesses to the will. These were Dr. Abbott 
Hodgman of 141 East Thirty-eighth-street, 
James McConnell of 25 West Forty-elghth- 
street, Arthur A. Anderson of 72 East Thirty- 
eighth-street, and Lemuel H. Pierce, a stenox- 
rapher. They all testified to having seen Mr. 
Lane sign the will on both Sept. 20 and Sept. 
22, 1888, and to having heard him declare that 
it was his last will and testament. It was their 
en opinion that Mr. Lane was of sound 
mind, 

Ex-Judge Curtis then asked the court to in- 
struct the jury to find a verdict setting aside 
the will, as counsel on the other side had not 
shown that there were legal reasons for the pro- 
visions of the will. Motion was denied. The 
contestants’ case will open at 11 o’clock this 
morning. 


FIGHTING THE UNION. 


BOTH MORTON & CHESLEY AND THE 
STRIKERS CLAIM ADVANTAGES, 


The building trades organizations of this city 
and the firm of Morton & Chesley, building con- 
tractors, are having a red-hot fight, which is 
centring round the Wilkes Building at Wall 
and Broad streets. In compliance with the 
orders of the organizations the carpenters, 
housesmiths, plumbers, and a number of other 
craftsmen employed on several up-town build- 
ings being erected by Morton & Chesley went 
out on strike yesterday to compel the firm to 
take back iu a body the carpenters who had 


struck at the Wilkes Building and to discharze 
such of them as had gone back to work withous 
permission of the unions. Over four hundred 
men were reported to have thus gone out 
yesterday. 

Having succeeded in their mission up town, 
the walking delegates went down town anil 
had a conference with Joseph Thompson, the 
Superintendent of the Wilkes Building. They 
said afterward that Mr. Thompson declared the 
tirm would pay the union rate of wages, $3 50 % 
day, but 16 wanted to keep those carpenters 
who had returned to work. The waiking dole- 
gates refused to accept this proposition. Mr. 
Thompson said the men at work would not be 
discharged, and the battle was resumed. 

Each side scored some advantage. The walk- 
ing delegates succeeded in getting several of 
the carpenters at work to come out, and ove of 
them, by the name of Edward Simmons of Pat- 
erson, N. J., made an aflidavit to the effect that 
he had been persuaded to go back to work by a 
promise of $3 50a day ana a guarantee for a 
year’s work, and also that the firm would pay 
any fines that the union mightimpose upon him 
for his disregard of its orders. The affidavit 
continued that the firm did not keep their prom- 
ise, but paid him only $3 25 a day. 

On the other hand, the firm succeeded in get- 
ting a number of new carpeuters, and late in 
the day Mr. Chesley said that he had forty car- 
penters, ten floor layers, and four painters, and 
by Saturday he expected to have 100 men. Ho 
said that the walking delegates had cailed out 
the men in his buildings without giving him 
any notice whatever, and ho only found ont 
what they wanted after the men had struck. 
Therefore he would not have anything to do 
with them. As for his up-town buildings, he 
bad plenty of time to complete them, but be 
was going to make a stiff fight against the 
walking delegates and the unions, and intended 
to beat them. The Wilkes Building was to be 
completed by April i5 under the contract, but 
he was going to have it ready by Maron 15. 

As to the strike on the Brown Brothers 
Building, Mr. Chesley said that the unions had 
struck at the wrong persons. He had com- 
pleted his work in that building when the pro- 
prietors decided to make sume changes on the 
upper floors for the convenience of tenants, 
and workmen were ordered torip up some of 
the floors.
